OF THE 

IJedaration of Independpnce. 

"TheAth ofJubj,'' 1776, was the mem- 
orable period when the people of the Un- 
iU:6 States, wearied with the wrono-s and 



insults heaped 'jpon them, by the British 
government, resolved to throw off their 
allegiance to it, and to establish within 
their borders, the empire of justice, lib- 
erty and law. Forty -six years have no\T 
passed away since they issued through 
their representatives, in Congress, that 
most important declaration, which has 
been heard in every nook and corner of 
the civilized world; has been admired 
by millions; and by some is hailed as the 
day star of political regeneration for the 
vvhole family of nations existing on the 
terraqueous globe. Sentiments so noblej 
maxims so just, or principles so excel- 
lent, were never perhaps inculcated by 
the politicians of any age or nation, aa 
were those adopted and promulgated up- 
on that occasion. If properly incorpo- 
nitpd in the laws and regulations of so- 
ciety, and duly entorced, they would 
have a direct tendency to do away every 
apecies of tyranny and oppression, and 
would also redound to the peace, the 
happiness, the welfare and prosperity of 
mankind. The inalienable rights and 
privileges or man were defined and clear- 
ly expressed; the universality of their 
application was candidly and frankly ad- 
mitted; and the odious distinctions cre- 
ated by the devotees of monarchy and 
feudal foHy, were most solemnly protest- 
ed against. 

Whatever may have been the motives 
which actuated the sages and patriots of 
that time, their names will be handed 
down to posterity, and thro' a long vista 
of future years they will be recognized 
as the benefactors of the human race.— 
Already their doctrines are not only em- 
braced, but the eftecis of their promulga- 
tion are visible^ in South America, and 
some parts of the continent of Europe. 
The Republics of Buenos Ayres, Colom- 
bia, Chili, Peru and - Hayti, have been 
ifist:tui«d upon the prindf les . of ours; 
and it is expected that Mexico jind other 
Provinces will soon follow in their train. 
The regeneration of the corrupt govern- 
ments of Spain and Portugal has been 
nartiaiiy accompiisUied; the Greeks are 
striving to obtain their libertv:' arnl in

several of the German principalities, it 
is believed that Monarchy totters on its 
foundations, and is nodding to its fall. 

But whilst the people'of the United 
States view these things with a degree 
of pleasure that is eminently calculated 
to flatter their pride; whilst they are re- 
joiced to perceive that the ball of politi- 
cal reformation, which they tbemseives 
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put in motion, is still rolling, increasing 
in weight and bulk as it goes, how must 
the patriot ?.sid the philanthropist be 
grieved to behold the tardiness mani- 
fested in the consumation of the great 
and holy work afiiong ourselves! 

Altho' we have publicly declared, 
over and over, Forty-sisc times, that 
ALL MEN are by nature free, we still 
have the hardihood, naj, the consuinate

obliquy which attaches to our conduct m 
this case, or can we not cleanse our 
hands of the foul pollution, and clear 
our skirts ot the crying sin of African 
Slavery? Must this'great nation which 
is so justij entitled to a proud pre-enr.i- 
nence over all others, on account of the 
political illumination and virtues of its 
founders, be held back in the race of 
moral improvement by the minions of 
Ambition and cold hearted Avarice, 
while others, its inferiors in every res- 
|>ect, are outstripping it^ and advancing 
far beyond it in the career of honest 
fame? It we permit the people of Hay-i 
ti, and tliose of the new Republic of Co- 
lombia to answer the first question, tiiey 
will tell u^, that if we had the will to do 
it, we might easily accomplish it. As to 
the second, it will perhaps be decided by 
our children. 

A strong attachment to liberty, is an 
essential part of man's. nature:--but in 
many parts of our country, very few ex- 
cept those denominated ivldte, are per- 
mitted to enjoy it. Yet na the mattor 
is regulated by blood, many who are ac- 
tually white, are held in slavery, while 
others, who trom their appearance might 
be supposed to belong to the sable race, 
are considered free by nature. This is 
a fact which should command the atten- 
tion of every individual ia this republic. 
It is truly alarming. Shtiuld a white 
stranger visit one of our Slave States, 
and some unprincipled villain take him 
befi>re tlie civil authority, and ^vvear that 
he knew him to be an absconding slave, 
he might be actually reduced to slavery, 
?,nd sold to those tigers of the human 



race, the New Orleans slave traders! 

Free black men have frequent! ; been 
so reduced; and nothing is wanting but 
a little more familiarity with the outra- 
geous business, to place the liberties of 
thousands of foreigners, as well as our own 
citizens, in a situation truly dangerous. 

"Meus mihi sms cuique carMs"*' — is a 
trite maxim, but at the same time an in- 
controvertible truth:— imd not only are 
we guilty of injustice, in denying to oth- 
ers those rights and privilei^es w:iich we 
have declared to be inalienable, but our 
conduct is absolutely calculated to place 
our own in jeopardy. 

In this paper, the Declaration of inde- 
pendence is ins -rted, and will serve as a 
sort of text book, from which many im- 
portant inferences may be drawn. 
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Endeared Sophy, 

I'V does not appear to me, from 
any thing I have read in history, that 
there was ever a time in that part of the 
world cHiied Christendom, wherein the 
minds of men were in a higher state of 
fermentation, exclusive of a time of war, 
than tiiey ?4re at the present; nor do i 
recollect of ever having had any informa- 
tion of a time, when zeal for religion.and 
its propagation among the heathen, and 
a zeal for the accumulation of the wealth 
and splendors of this world in conjuncti'- 
on with it, or, in other words, the striv- 
ing to serve God and Mammon, at one 
and the same time, had any compari?ina 
vvith what.now seems to be in brisk ope- 
ration amongst a large imiijority o|_the 
christian professing part of the worRf.^ — « 
From the view I have ot the subject; on 
tlie evidence of such visible fruits and

thought, that if tliere can be such a thing 
as the Jmman mouth to be agape for the 
riches and glories of both heaven and 
earth at once, that it is now on its fullest 
stretch. it was said by the Saviour of 
men: "My kingdom is not of this world." 
But it appears to me, that the popular 
religion of our time, \vhich some men 
have surnamed the christian, is so ap- 
pendased vvith the habiliments of the 
world, by the ingenuity of lucrative and 
designing men, that, instead of appear- 
ing as a "root out of a dry ground, and 
without form or comeliness,*' (to v/oiidlj- 
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minded men) it is more admired for iti^j 
^oidea traj)pia£;s, than for its intrinsic! 
value. For I think that it can be esta - 
blished on fact, that the nearer any sys- 
tem, called religion, correspondi tothe 
spirit, temper and splendorsof this world, 
the more votaries it is likely to have, till 
a deeper reformation shall take place in 
the world, than we have yet generally 
seen. Amonj; the great variety of cor- 
ruptions which have been admitted into 
the christian professing clnirch, &■ which 
have been sanciioneu by its rulers, is 
that of slave-hoidihg — a' crime, equal in 
magnitude to almost any other that can 
be named. The mischief that has been 
occasioned by the introduction and to- 
leration of this evil amongst christian 
professing societies, is incalculable, it 
goes to establish mexii" a b<.i;*>F tlint tliey 
can deprive their fellow-men of their 
rights — live on the "gain of oppression," 
and be christians at one antl the same 
time; and as most men look up to religi- 
ous characters for example, it would be 
a wonder indeed, when they see christi- 
an professors, and even dignitaries of 
high standing in the churches, living in 
the voluntary act of oppression, if .they 
did not consider themselves completely 
justifiabiein oppressing as many of their 
Q'.vn species as they should be able to 
procure. There are, without doubt, in 
every professing denomination, a number 
of pious persons, both of the clergy and 
laietyr, who consider the sin oi' slave-hold- 
iw^ to be very greet, and yet keep slave- 
-holders, sentimental^ as well as others, in 
their respective societies or churches 
without rebuke; some of them preachers, 
ffxhorters, &c. others appointed to pub- 
lic oflices in the several communities, h 
ndt only hold them in common fellow- 
ship, but sit, or kneel down with them ?.t 
the communion tables, and unite with 
them ID otliec -erertionials of the most 
expressive kinds of christian fellowship; 
and perhaps, never expostulate with them 
on the subject, or make any exertions to 
purrre their churches from the horrid 
stain! !s this plain dealinjr? Or is it truth 
and honesty? I think it" is neither: — I 
would c<x\\ it inconsistency, not to give it 
a worse name. Thou shalt in any wise 
rebuke thy brother ^ and not suffer sin up- 
on him, is an ancient command, to both 
individuals and church rulers^asl think; 
but while individuals, and the ruling au- 
thorities in i. ny denomination, join in 
c^annumioii and christian ieiiowship with 



the violators of the r%///s nf man, ov tit 
any other divine prerogative, and not 
even rebuke tliem for their sin, they ta- 
citly justify them in it — bid them "Gud 
t:peedJ' a.xu\ sulVer a sin of the most enor- 
mous magnitude upon them, to their eter- 
nal ruin! if the members of christian 
professing churches, both the clergy as 
well as others, who see the evils ol slave- 
holding, would enter into a resolution to 
have all slave holders expelled from their 
societies, who would not emancipate their 
slaves; or if this could not be etFected, 
(as their numbers are considerable) sepa- 
rate themselves from them, and openly 
protest against being in christian union 
with such; they might come to be asham- 
ed, seek repentance, and find mercy.-— 
But the way it is, I am persuaded that

of slave holding, goes farther in confirm- 
ing professors who are in the practice of 
the heathenish deed, than all the other 
arguments which they have endeavored

The iiiliabilaiits of the old world 
were destroyed by a flood for their vio- 
lence and oppression, ai'tcr beiijg warn- 
ed by Noah a preacher of ri^Iitcousness. 
i"/gypt was destroyed for oppressing tlu; 
iiebrews after being warned by iMoseij, 
Nimrod appears to be the first after the 
flood v»h() undertook to exercise authori- 
ty over hi-:-, fellow v;reaturcs, aiui Wiia 
iiierefore called the mighty hujiter before, 
the Lord. God, alone, is'entitled to the 
services of hia intelligent creatures; he 
has created of one blood, all the nations 
tiiat dwell upon the earth, and to him arc 
we bound to render due obedience. But 
when Goii says, "iionor thy father and 
thy mother — children obey your parents 
— iiusbands dwell with your w!vcs"-~ 
when he says, "frain up your cliildren iti 
the way they should go." our modera 
Nimrods say, our commands shall be o- 
beyed before God's! 0 ye Nimrods of 
Tennessee! ye mighty hunters before the 
JiOrd; erect a tribunal in your own 
breasts, before you arc called to the tri- 
bunal of Ilim, whose prerogative you have 
assumed; judge yourselves by our Sa- 
viour's golden rule, for by this" you must 
be judged. Would you be vviiling to 
labr.i' for your slaves 10, 20 or GO y^ears 
withor.t any pay but coarse clothes and 
poor liietr i'fyou would, then keep vouv 
slaves:— -But if you would not do "this, 
remember, to God you are accountable; 
and if you arc olFendors in this point, alt 
the curses of tl)e whole law of God is le- 
velled against you: For says St. James, 
"Ha thiitoffendeth in one point, is guilty 
of transgressing the who^e lav/." 

That slavery is a moral evil, few wiU 
deny, & that it involves the nation which 
coiuitcjinnces it in guilt, needs no proof. 
Dr. ijeuty .says, "slavery is inconsistent 
with the most essential rights of man's 
nature. It is detrimental to virtue, and 
industry; it hardens the heart to those 
tender sympathies which 5orm the most 
lovely part of tlse human character, 
and is utterly repugnant to every princi- 
ple Qi leason, religion, humanity and 
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coiiscieace." Juilge .Tucker, of Virjnnia 
^ays, Whilst we vvere olfering up vow'? 
at the shrine of liberty, and sacrificing 
liecatombs upon her altars; whilst we 
swore irreconcilable hostility to Iier ene- 
mies; and hurled defiance in their faces; 
wliilst we abjured the God of li.ists to 
witness this resolution to live free ordie, 
and imprecated curses on their head^i who 
refused to unite with us in estabirshini^ 
•f.lie empire of freeiloin; we were iinpos- 
in<5 on our fellow men a slavery ten thou- 
sand fiines morecriic! than the utrnost of 
those evils and oppressions of vvhicli we 
complained." Again, "But if the voice 
of reason, justice and humanity, be not 
•stirled bj sordic! avarice or unfeelin* ty- 
ranny, it would be easy to convince those 
wlio have enlertained err'uip.ijij'^ rioUjns 
that the right ot one man over another, i-^ 
neither founded in nature nor souiid po- 
licy. Will not our posterity curse 
<Jays of their nativity with all the anguish 
of Job? Will they not execrate the me- 
Tnory of those,-'^^h!> having it in tb.eir pow- 
er to avert an evil, have like their first 
parents, entailed a curse upon all future 
generations? Whatablooil stained code 
must that be, which is calculated for the 
restraint of millions unjustly held ia bon- 
dagel Sucii a spectacle must our unhap- 
py country exliibit, within a century, un- 
less we are wise and just enoui^Ii to a- 
vert from posterity the calamity and re- 
proach which otherv/ise are unavoidable." 
President Jellerson observes, that "the 
liberties of man are tlie gifts of God, and 
cannot be violated but with his wratii. I 
tremble for my country when I reflect 
that G;)d is just, that his justice cannot 
sleep forever; that considering niuriber, 
nature, and natural means onlv.arevolu- 
ti'-«n in the wheal of fortune, an cKchange 
of situations is among possible events-~ 
ih'At it may become probable by superna- 
tural interference! I'he Almighty has no 
attribute that can take part with us in 
such a contest." 

These and a thousand other passages 
Containing similar sentiments, miglit be 
ijuotctlfrom the vvriungs of our greatest 
politicians, state!-;ti5eii and philosopiiers. 
The preaciiers of almost every christian 
Koi-.jery, are warnitig us to cio away thi? 
mond pollution, Almo' ' !! tiie great & 
tiie pious in Europe ai. V'"'j ica- as if 
inspired with a divine irony, are 

etKleavorin"; to do -.way ..Wi evil of -rjiave- 
ry, and ellect the emancipation ot slaves. 
3t would certainly he wisdom in us as ii 



people, to act justly, shew mercy, and 
extend to every one their natural rights. 
Let us remembe" that the cry of those 
who have reaped down our harye-.t and 
done our iabor,have entered into the ears 
of the Lord God of Sabbaoth. " But we 
cannot expect to be blessed with just fit 
equitable laws while we continue to fill 
our legislatures with such as are deaf to 
the calls of justice, mercy and humanity. 
He that will withhold from a black man 
his just and natural rights, will withhold 
the same from a white mm, if he has it 
in his power. Let us then, fellow citi- 
zens, adopt some plan by which we may 
save our devoted country, and for which, 
generations yet unborn may bless our 
memory. I<et us form onrselves into 
societies in every elective district within 
our State. Let it be their business to 
form a conveiition of delegates from each 
society, to tneet at stated times, to form 
regulations to be carried into eSect at 
each succeeding election. Let them fix 
on men of talents and good morals to 
serve in our legislatures and other public 
offices. Let no slave holder ever be e- 
lected throughout the State, unless he be 
known to possess republican principles 
and opposed to slavery. How can v/e 
look for the blessing of heaven whilst we 
suiierand encourage- those blood-suck- 
ers, those pander of avsrice, to pass un- 
molested through our country as they 
did last October: buying up droves of oar 
brethret.; tearing the husband from the 
tender embrace of the wife; the father 
from the child, and the child from the 
parents! Such a scene is enough to cause 
the tears to flow down Pluto's cheeks— 
and can a legislature that will suffer this, 
be a proper one vvith which to entrust our 
liberties? I trow not. A very papular 
objection to the emancipation of slaves, 
is, that were they sec free, th'?y would 
steal our property, plunder our houses, 
ravish our women, and in a little time 
there would be an unconfin^on mixture 
amon2;stus. Were this founded in truth, 
it would not follow that we should neg- 
lect a known duty; but it is very unlike- 



ly that tiiey should be underg-^caterteuij*- 
tation to steal when they have the whole 
;ir to work for themKclves, than whei* 
they have not so much as one hour; or 
that they should be more disposed 
to indulge in lewdness when they 
have privifego to marry and live with 
their companions, than kvhen they are 
not suffered to see them perhaps once a 
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month. The reversfl has reason on its 
side. The female slave is entirely un- 
der the power of her master, and when 
she has a mulatto child, although there 
may be pains taken to make the world 
believe it belongs to some poor man's 
son, yet in most cases, i* i« "loi'c likely 
to be of their old or voung master's be- 
getting; and it is rery probable \t they 
were not slaves, t.'iere would not be halt 
the mulattoes amongst us there now is. 

Ye minis^^irs of the gospel, of every 
denomination, to you it belongs lu !\ct 
the p'^^'t "of the good Samaritan. Here 
is a people "fallen among thieves," who 
have stripped them of their liberiies, their 
better part, & left them in a dying state, 
botli as regards the soul and body. To 
you it belongs to concert some plan for 
their cure. Ye circuit riders in particu- 
lar, when goiiig" thrfiugh your (iifferent 
circuits, much might be done by you to 
promote the plan here laid down, or some 
other that will be effectual in bringing a 
bout the desired event. 

Let no society be charged with, or 
blamed for publishing this. I am not a 
m«mber of any reiigioui or nrianumission 
society whatever, but of the society of 
farmers.

MEXICO. 
The latest information from Mexico 
as connected with the subject of negro 
slavery, is truly of the most pleasing na- 
ture. With that portion of the Ameri. 
can continent, we havebeeifl comparative- 
ly but little acquainted. For my own 
part, i had expected that the slaves 
therein were very numerous; I looked 
upon it as the stronghold of despotism, 
in which the monster of oppression would 
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happy tg» find that 1 was very much mis- 
taken, and feel myaelt v;arranted in the 
hope that unconditional slavery, or invo- 
luntary servitude will ere long be com- 
pletely abolished in the Mexican domi- 
nions. 

It is asserted by traYsU ere, that the 



number of slaves in that country do not 
exceed ten thousand, 4000 of whom are 
native Indians, and the remainder, about 
6000, Africans and their descendants.->-» 
This is but on& eighth of the amount of 
slaves in the single state of Tehjoessee. 
Affd several of the coutiiies m Virginia, 
contain a greater number. 

Although the jpfesent government of 
Mexico may be considered a limited mO' 
narchy, it is not to be expected that such 
a state of things will be of long continuo 
ance. The light of leason and philoso- 
phy has penetrated the tliick gloom of 
clerical superstition, and ^ossands are 
& ivakened to & sense of the reality of 
their situation, determined to be released 
frsm the odious eathralmaat of avarice 
and ambition. It mav reasonably be ex- 
pected that the peopla of that country 
will very shortly follo^v the esasaple of 
Colombia, and establish their govern- 
ment upon a more rational basis than it 
now is. 

The following extracts will throw some 
light upon the subject of their preseat 
disposition, respecting the question of 
slavery. The first is from the >Arkansas 
Gazette, and the secoRd from the Me-M- 
can Sun. — The latter is headed "Politi- 
cal reflections on the Island of Cuba," 
and as will be seen, relates to its future 
policy in case of a separation from the 
Spanish government. 

Little Rock, ^rk. June SS. 
Texas. — ^The rage for emigpatin^ t© 
Tesas is beginning to subside. ' Our last 
accounts from that country, represent 
those who have lately settled there^ m 
being under considerable alarm, in conse° 
quence of a late measure adopted by th® 
Mexican Congress, which prohibiti the 
holding ot slaves in the Mexican empire. 
This measure of itself will terminate as 
& material check to the emigration from 
iiie United Stateg, sad particularly from 
the seuthern and western states* ' 6ax. 

From the Mexican Sun, 
Should the island not be able to SKain- 
tain an independent existence, and look 
tor protection among thedifierect go* 
vernnientg that surround her, there will

Mndeared Sophij, 

After parting with my poli- 
tical disputants, noticed in my fourth 
letter, I took a turn amongst some of that 
class of people vvho make more than an 
ordifjafy profession of religion, where, 
from the reports i had heard of the great 

self that I should see among them,riiuch 
of those fruits of holiness which are the 
only testimonials of genuine Christiani- 
ty. I was iieceived by then) with great 
civility, and accompanied some of them 
to the "house of God," where a great 
meeting for worship had been appointed. 
The house, which was spacious, stood on 
a rising ground, from whence I could see 
in dilferent directions, the numerous wor- 
shipers moving on with cautious steps 
towards the sacred spot — -"deep myste- 
ries to learn!" Surely, thouglit I, my 
lo.t h.'isi fallen to me in pleasant places-— 
1 have a goodly inheritance in this sanc- 
tuary of devotion!" 

Several of the clergy filled, the "sa- 
cred desk," but the one whose name was 
Ti/rannus Ctericus, took the lead in the 
public administrations, and thundered 
-out t!is terrors of tiie law against the 
perpetrators of some kinds of sins in the 
most terrific style. — Inhumanity, injus- 
tice,oppression, avaricious covetousness, 
the not doing to others, as we would that 
they should do to us iipon change of cir- 
cumstances, extortion, and unfair deal- 
ing, made no part of his catalogue of 
crimes, but drunkenness, swearing, iight- 
jn^i imcleanejps, sabbath breaking, gamb- 



ling, and the like, were the sins against 
which his pious denunciations were le- 
veled. Alter C^mcMs had cleared his 
skirts of the above class of sinners, and. 
had told them their doom, in case they 
continued in their present impenitence, 
he turned to tfie believirs, and spoke in 
very pathetic terms of the glories that 
were just before them, and which, in a 
few more revolving seasons, they would 
be in the full fruition of; and then con- 
cluded wii'tj a hymn or song suited to 
nie Oucasion, sung in a new anu Ciei'S" 
ting tune — when immediately the peo- 
ple were all in motion— acclamations of 
[joy, and heterogeneous sounds, more es- 
pecially among the female part of thes 
congregation, put to silence every thing 
besides! Many professed to be filled 
with the Holy Ghost or love of God, a- 
mong whom was the wife and daughters 
of TinTMmis Clericus, with those of some 
of the other clergymen, and several of 
the lady looking females, and others from 
among the laity: — Glericiis himseif ap- 
peared to be elevated to the highest piu- 
acle ot exaltation, to think that his min- 
i-stry had been clothed with such power 
from on iiigb; as to produce so happy an 
effect on the congregation. 

O what a pentecost is thlsl ^-'iclaimed 
I to niyself, and what abundance of the 
fruits ot justice and holiness do these 
bear that are thus filled with the Holy. 
Ghost — surely they exemplify the halv 
cyon days of apostolic purity! 

After the sacrament had been adminis> 
tercd, and the public service ended, the 
congregation was dismissed, and friend 
Ciericiis and his lady, vary politely in- 
vited me home with them to dinner, and 
to spend the evening in religious convcr= 
gation, which invitation I thankfully ac- 
cepted. I must not omit noticing here, 
that though the meeting house was capa- 
cious, and would have contaiaed many 
more than were in it, there was not one 
<if the many blacks which I had seen as- 
sembling that occupied any part of the 
house, excepting that once in a while a 
negro, or mulatto girl would bring in a 
child to its mother; or come in and car- 
ry a white child out; but not one. colour- 
ed person could I discover on a seat.— » 
When 1 had gone home with the clergy- 
man and his tamily, I discovered a num- 
ber of slaves about his house and kitchen; 
and when we had done dinner, I took the 
freedom to ask him in tiie presence ot 
the family, and a clergyman, who was 
also a guest, the reasor) why the slaves 
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(fused to go in the house and join in di- 
ine service? — he replied that they were 
lot siifTered to go m and mix with decent 
venteel people; for his part, he should al- 
, ivays exclude them from that privilege 
where he had authority, — that having na- 
turally a strong scent or disagreeable 
smell, there were but few persons of de- 
licate aensibility that could bear to be 
near them, and therefore they should be 
kept at a respectable distance from their 
betters. This harangue silenced me for 
the present; but as I had seen a tiumber 
of them in the gentleman's house attend- 
ing; on the table, taking away, and hand- 
ing <iishes, bread, &c. and some of them 
not of the most cleanly appearance, I 
wondered how it had happened that the 
effluvia which arises from these ill scent- 
ed beings, had not turned ih^ sqiieamisk 
stomachs of some ot these delicate gen- 
try wrong side out; but no complaint of 
that nature was uttered while we were 
at dinner! After recovering a little from 
the perturbation into v/hicli my clerical 
host had thrown me^ I ventured to give 
it as my established opinion, that religion 
and slave holding ai's unconnected, and 
cannot both at once be assimilated in the 
same person. 

This awkard attempt had like to have 
brought me into uncomfortable business, 
for the gentleman, his lady, and daugh- 
ters, who but a few hours before were so 
filled with the Holy G\iost that they 
c'juid hardly five, were now as full of the 
unholy spirit of resentment at the rude 
assault I had made upon their delicate 
feelings, and hitherto undisturbed con- 
sciences> and I soon discovered that I 
must either fight, or retreat. The other 
clergyman, I found, v/as opposed to sla- 
very, and I understood that several, both 
of the clergy and laity who were at the 
meeting, were also much opposed to slave 
holding, however, they all joined as hear- 
tily in communing together, as it they 
had been of "one heart, & one soul." 
So truie it is that multitudes ot protassors 
take religion in the gross, and upon the 
credit ct others, & implicitly conibrm to 
the customs and formalities of the sect 
or party whose creed they have espoused, 
without ever minutely examining for 
themselves. Though my feUow guest 
was on my side, we were still greatly 
outnumbered; but recollecting that "the 
race is not to the svtii't, nor the battle to 



as we could. Our religious antagonists 
were very clamorous i& the defeace of 
slave holding, and produced the same ar- 
guments in its favour, as are usually 
brought by slave holders, and which have 
been as often retuted,— such as the cus- 
torns of former ages, the example of A- 
brahavu; the licence given to the Jews^ 
&c. with a new and invincible argument 
— "that if it was wrong, or a sin for them 
to hold slaves, God would not fill them 
with the Holy Ghost, and make their 
aOuiS 30 happy as he Oiten did. 

My clerical friend who took sides with, 
me in the controversy, observed, that the 
cliristian religion is not only a "system 
oi faith and worship," but that it is also 
a system of holiness. Justice, mercy, hu- 
manitij, love, andthe purest morality; all 
combined; and that v/hatever men do that 
cannot be fairly and fully reconciled to 
one or more of these divine attributes^ 
cannot be compatible with religion, and 
of course nmst be offensive in the sight 
of God. He further observed, that sla- 
very and slave holding is a righteous 
thing, or that it is an unrighteous thing.

there being no medium, — that it is also 
a holy thing, or that it is an unholy thing, 
—that it can be supported upon the pu- 
rest principles of justice and equity^ ov 
that it will be conderaned by them,— . 
that it is consistent with lovirg our neigh- 
bour as ourselves, or that it i? the re- 
verse, — that it is doing to others, as we 
v/ould that they should do to us, on a 
change of circumstances^ or that it is nots 
that it is justifiable upon the principle® 
of the purest morality, or that it is op-^ 
posite to them, — and finally, that it is- 
conformable to tha whole spirit, tenor f 
and principle of the Gospel of Christ;, 
or that it is contrary to every attribute 
of the divine Redeemer! 

Ouv reverend host acknowledged that 
the introduction of Africans into our 
country for the purpose of enslaving them 
was very wrong, it being an act of vio- 
lence, robbery, and great injustice, oa 
the part of those that brought them,— 
an act which nothing shoVt of the most 
avaricious dsspotitioa could have inspi- 
red; but now they were here, and had. 
become lawful property, he eouid see no 
mora! evil in (tceping then in bondage. 

My triend replied* that as Solomort 
had asserted that no one can bring a 
cltan thing out of an umlmn, he was ve- 
ry certain, that as African Slavery v/as 
introduced among us on the principles 
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of vwlenee, fobbery and injusHce, that 

<<inofnm 
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snake clean or sanctify that, \vh\ch was ( 
wicked, and abominably unjust in its be ' 
ginningl'—^'Vhe imported Africans, he 
said, had been robbed of their umliena-, 
his I'ights of liberty and equality by the 
christia,ix marauders who brought them 
from their native soil; and those who hold 
their descendants in bondage, with hold 
"by the sam°i violence these nectjen born 
Tights from their rightful owners; and 
that he believed an action of TTovet is 
now lying- in the high court of JStemal 
Justice against every slave holder in the 
nation/ 

Our opponent observed that Clericus 
JuslUi(^ (for that was the name of the o- 
iher clergyman) had drawn the cords of 
scripture, aiid his logical reasoning on 
the nature of religion closer about him 
than he had been aware of; but "why, said 
he, would the :j^Imighty fill those who 
are Slave lioiders, as well as others, with 
such transports of heavenly joy, as had 
been witnessed to day, if Slave holding 
isasin? 

'Justitia said thai the human heart was 
susceptive of seduction, and very liable 
to be ideceived in things that are desired, 
by resting its hopes on wrong principles, 
and taking that for evidence of the ex- 
pected good, which has nothing for its 
foundation but mere immagination void 
of an auxiliary virtue to support it. He 
bsHeved that men and women of lively 
immaginatsons, strong passions, and of a 
chimerical turn of mind, with tfie help 
©f an animating discourse, ttllowed by 
tlie words of a song composed to suit 
the circumstance, amd s^ng in a spright- 
ly meJ ting tusis, frequently work them- 
selves up into 'raptures and ecstacies 
which they mistake for divine communi- 
cations, while the whole tenor of their 
lives and conversation, both before, and 
afterwards, give the lie to their most 
frantic professions,— He did not consi- 
der these flights ot fancy to be any evi- 
dence of Tel)gi6n in those who are under 
their influence, any more than he consi-

Justitianovf informed T^ronnus 
icus that he would allow him some time 
to reconcile the practice o< Slave hold- 
ing with the pure principles and attri- 
tjutesof the christian religion, as above 
specifled, and it he could fairly reconcile 
them together as one compact holy sys- 
tem of faith, and priactice, that then, he 
Would renounce his opinions, and be- 
come a Slave holder,— but added, that 
he bid deuufice to tliB r ecoriciiiaiior:. 

We now took our leave of the Slave 
holding preacher and his family, after 
cordially requesting each other to recon- 
sider the subject which we had been dis- 
cussing.

TO THE EDITOR- 

I again take up my pen for the pur- 
pose of making a few remarks on' the 
various plans proposed for the abolitioa 
of slavery in the Uaitsd States. In my 
first communication, I coniined myself 
almost wholly to that suggested by "A 
Marylander." as ! consider it tha most' 
objectionable of any I had seen in your 
paper. Slavery is a subject which in- 
volves the most imp-ortaot consi <ces; 
&nii in proposing plans for its a ^litioQ, 
the greatest care should be taken that 
all its probable tendencies should be well 
considered, before they are presented to 
the public; for <ine inadvertant step on 
the part of the friends of emancipation 
may take a thousand to retrieve it— as a 
person on the verge of an awful preci- 
pice, by a single step, may plunge him- 
self into the abyss of ruin. Many plans 
have , lately been proposed; no one of 
which, perlmps, will be carried iat© oper- 
ation esactly m proposed; — yet, among 
the whole, no doubt, measures have been 
suggested acapty suflicient for the attain- 
ment of the desired object. If I can assist 
in pointing out such parts of the plans 
above mentioned as are impolitic, and ia 
ssparsti??! the chaff from the wheat, I 
think I shall do something towards con- 
tributing IT. J roite in effecting the humane 
purpose. </, 

Your 3d nuinber contains a plan from 
the St Louis Enquirer signed "Howard," 
which, in some respects may answer ve- 
ry v/ell; but Howard is too precipitate. 
Hei wishes to have the slaves free almost 
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immediatel v; yet he does not point eut 
any meau^ tor educating them;'consider- 
ing the present stiite of things, they 
might as well remain in slavery. He 
mentions nothing of coloniz^ing a portion 
of thent; a measure which must inevi- 
tably be adopted, in order to ensure the 
safety of our government. 

In the same number there is a plan 
from the Philanthropist recommending 
an estimate of an equalized population of 
white and Goloured neonlej theft for each 
state to take its quota of blacks. It 
might be well enough for some compro- 
mise of this kind to take place between 
the sk&vehoiding and the sonslaveholding 
states. But how much less would bs 
the expense of transporting blacks from 
Georgia to Maine, than that ot sendin]| 
them from the United States to Ha^pt't 
Certainly no great deal, r By sending 
them to the latter place, we would free 
ourselves fromi any danger that might 
ari3<^ frous hsvsng too sjehj g* jthssis 
among lis; and we would likewise 
make their condition far preferable to 
the free blacks which are now in this

This convention of che Manumissi- 
oii Society now in session, claim it their 
duty onca more to address you on the 
all-important and^ interesting subject of 
slavery. We believe man to be a rati- 
onal and intelligent being, bound by the 
Laws of the Supreme Being, to regard 
each other as mf imbera of one great fami- 
ly^ and act toward one another by a 
Blain system of jusCfees which vvc find 
impiied in the capacities man possesses, 
it intelligence to know, a,t\d capacities 
to enjoy this right, imply a design of the 
Supreme Being lo forbid brother to in- 
vade the right of brother, this 
extend to ail beingi

Shall then the Columbian patriot 
and the christian stand unmoved and be- 
hold slavery, like some infuriated de- 
mon, invading the garden of humr.!i hap- 
piness,to hew down his choicest trees, & 
destroy his wholesome fruits. 

Siiall they not rather use every exer- 
tion in their power to oppose this mighty 
invasion which is trampling down the 
prospects, and impairifig the character 
of the most illustrious nation on the 
globe; which, though it may have grown 
to au tifUfi iiious size; and presents itself 
in fearful forms, and has surrounded its 
tents with l\>rmidable worksj yet we be- 
lieve that he who first ordained the rights 
of man, is able to guard them still, and 
to roll back the boldest flood of oppressi- 
on to its native oblivion. \Ve tie'ii'evisr ' 
that this same Omnipotent arm has be- 
gun to move his weep d£3ig;is,and is cdU- 
iog forth those agents by which he means 
to effect his purpose. F rom the view of 
these important events to be accom- 
plished by Divine energy, attached to 
human agency, the aspect^, the benevo- 
lent cattse it appears to- wear, and tlie 
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probable means by which it will be effect- 
ed. Thia couvcnticn recommend the 
.Br anches engaged in this ali-irnportant 
work, to keep their ensign hoisted on 
tvhich it is written that slavery is wrong; 
and to shew that it. is in tlie poiver of e- 
Tery branch, and every individual, to aid 
in moving on this mighty work; they of- 
fer the following reasons- 
First. In a goven5ment like ours.where 
the supreme power is vested in the so- 
vereign people, to obtain a legislative 
measure, the first great object is to gain 
the consent of the people; but born as 
we are, where slavery shades the first ray 
that meets our opening eyes, and from 
thence attends the path to our tomb, its 
ghastly features are veiled in a familiar 
garb, and we are likely never to examine 
whether it be right or wrong; in this state 
of things, the bare existence of a Manu 
mission Society, is an important thing; 
\i raises a kind of ensign with something 
like this inscriptio??, ''Slavery is wrong, 
it is an unreasonable violatisn of justice, 
and opposed to our own best interest" — 
This naturally excites an enquiry in the 
beholder, whether thfise things be so or 
not? And where is the man who can un- 
fold the vesture of slavery with an im 
partial hand, and behold no impolicy ,cru- 
elty and oppression there? But we con- 
ceive that no branch has done its utmost 
tvhen it barely preserves its existence.—- 
Man is a social being, with a mind capa- 
ble of being influenced by motives.-— 
Therefore, each member of a branch can 
go on to acquire such information as may 
be in his power, relative to the cause he 
is engaged in, and use his degree of in- 
fluence toward convincing the world that 
slavery is wrong. 

A second object, and one which we 
conceive to be an important one, is, for 
all the branches to endeavor to establish 
new branches within their borders.— 
Bare probability of success, should merit 
an attempt, as perhaps in very tew cases, 
the exertions oi a committee f«r that pur- 
pose, will fail doing some good; if the 
first object is iiet iittaiu^^ enquiry 
say be av/akeucd, and soaie infor maiion 
given, which may result in softening the 
prejudices of some persons. 

A third object, which we recomroefid 
to all the friends of humanity is, to use 
their BUtirages as far as, possible in pro- 
•/ sooting such men to seats in the legisla 
ture, as they .have the best evidence to 
suppose will 8upj)ort the great cause of 



gradual emancipation. 

The fourth object, which we would 
recommend, is one in which we fael con- 
fident that every member has it in his 
power to contribute to the success of the 
cause; although the operations of the Ma- 
numission Society, have been conducted 
so as to incur asiiitle expence as possi- 
ble, yet a?i TT.ust know that some ex- 
pence must necessarily be incurred— to 
defray which, this convention respectful- 
ly solicit the contribution of at least 12^ 
cents. By the unanimous contribution 
of this small sun'i, by each member, the 
cause will be much advanced; which mo- 
ney the treasurers of the branches are 
requested to forward as soon as possi- 
ble, to the treasurer of this convention. 
We lurther recommend to the presidents 
of each branch, that they, at every meet- 
ing, endeavor to give as explicit a state- 
ment of the designs and views of the SO" 
ciety, and the manner in which they wish 
to aGcomplish their ends: shd all the 
branches collectively and individually, 
to use every means in their power to 
gain information themselves, and com- 
municate information toothers, concern- 
ing that cause which we feel willing to 
submit to candid and impartial in- 
yestigaticn of reason, justice and all the 
inherent rights of man, at any time, in 
any place or form. 

We would conclude this address, by 
soliciting each branch to adopt the most 
effectual methods in their power to pro« 
cure signers to the petitions designeu 
to be laid before the state legislature—. 
through which -»ve hope finally to obtain 
our great object.

Your second sermon brins^s into view, 
two of the most popuh^r evils or sins in 
our country: lirst, Slavery, anil gecond- 
!v, the distilling of spirits, or vending 
tliem^& drunkenness, — I' lump thesn to- 
gether, and by a simple syllogism, prove 
that I have a right so to do:—Uriinken~ 
ness is a crime forbiden in sacred writ: 
but those who are in the habit of drink - 
insc. spiritoiis liquors, iviil, sooner or la- 
ter, g:'et driinki therefore, he tvho ■makes, 
vends, or gives spiritous liquors so that 
any get drunk, is guilty of a crime for- 
biden in sacred writ. Now distillers 
and venders of spirits may turn it as 
they can, yet it is evident, to me, that 
they are guilty, at least indirectly, of all 
the drunkenness that has taken place in 
consequence of the improper use of that 
spirit,— as the cause of a cause, is the 
cause of its effects. I said these evils 
were Dopular; first, because they are so 
general,"and secondly, because some, it 
may be, make no estimate of a man's 
greatness.or, perhaps goodness, only from 
the number of slaves he has, and the great 
distillery ha keeps in operation; or from 
his having a store, where they may get 
any kind of liquors, and be liberally treat- 
ed by the generous merchant, especially 
if they will but deal largely in lighi goods; 
which if they do, in some cases they are 
furnished gratis .with as much as they 
please to drink, and some get drunk, and 
perhaps lose part or all they had bought, 
and then go homt', and fall out with the 
wife and children, and abuse the poor ne- 
groes, and be in an ill humor for a week, 
Buch are the pumbera of dependants on 
these slave holding, and liquor vending 
gentry, that the form of our governcncnl 
is in danger of being changed from that 
of Repiablican to an aristocracy. By de 
pendants, I do not mean those only.whom 
we term tiplers and idlers — perhajjs I 
might say, "vfflgiraftta, or worse than infi- 
dels, who provide not for their own hou- 
ses; neither those bordering on bankrupt- 
cy, who oftea purchase to keep up their 
credit, fearing if they should slacken, 
their insolvencj would be suspected; but 
aSasi how many* of our highly estimated 
institutions, such as Bible Societies, Mis- 
sionary Societies^ &c. are dependant on 
them; and, may i not say, that the gene- 
ral prevailing Christianity of our day, is 
dependant on them; for is it not a fact, 
ihat many are taught to be ministers or 



preachers, at the exj)ense and sweat of 
Slaves? and how many of the poor ne- 
groes are pinched fur bread, that spirits 
may be made to get money to defray the 
contingent expenses of students of this 
class? And how many ministers are 
there who never becauie preachers in this 
way, that are of so compromising a spir- 
it, that tl;ey can with - cheerfulness re- 
ceive in money, clothing, and diet, &c.&c. 
the hard earnings of the poor slaves from 
their masters, and sometimes, their labor 
too, and never give the poor negro a cent 
for it; or ever once hint to the oppressor 
that he is wrong, in thus oppressing his 
fellow being, though they may have had 
as good an opportunity of doing it in the 
absence of the slaves, as you liad when 
you preached your two Sermons. I said, 
"in the absence of the slaves"— because, 
in the course of my listning, I have heard 
much said in opposition to preaching a- 
gainst slavery in the presence of slaves: 
—Some say that it is both useless and 
cruel to be haranging (as they term it) ia 
the presence of slaves— that the slave- 
holder is sure to get angry ,"■ and reak his 
vengeance on his unoffending blacks, and 
this by way of retaliation on the preach- 
er;— that it is worse for the slaves to be 
hearing about their rights, making them 
still more uneasy and restless; and that 
some real misdemeanor may result from 
such mteligence, which may make the 
oppressors' rod heavier upon many of 
their already lacerated backs. 

I shall here take the liberty to make 
some observations on an act of Assem- 
bly, passed in 180S: — How wise, or how 
good that Legislature was, I know not, 
but the constitutionality of that act, I ve- 
ry much doubt:— True, the words ot the 
act are very specific in their explanation 
of inflamatory words; yet I suppose if a 
case of that kind is ever tried on consti- 
tutional principles, that the prosecutoi.' 
or State, must pay the cost. If slavery 
makes such an act necessary in what is 
called a free government, which, where 
magistrates. Legislators, &c. are sworn 
to support con9titution8,whose principles 
are in direct opposition to every kind of 
oppression, it is evident to me that slave- 
ry is wrong, or else those constitutions, 
and the Bible are wrong; and if so, then 
the ministers or preachers who derive 
their doctrines from that blegsed book are 
wrong also; for that book says: «'cursed 
is he that doth the work of the Lord de- 
ceitful! v." And in that book, miuisterts 
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are comuiatidedto declare the whole coun- 
sel of dcoy' But that act goes to say, 
"the minister shall not say any tiling in 
favor of general, or special emancipation^ 
true, tlie term "minister" is not in the 
act; but it says, "if any person," — which 
must n^ecessarily include ministers, they 
bt'ing persons; and do they not gather

Isow i think these words arc directed to 
genera!,& special eajaucipution; ot CGurse 
it is a breach of the act to read them in tiie 
presence of slaves; he ce, I conclude 
that the act not only prohibits the speak- 
ing by way of illustration on the most 
hnportant points of christian duty, such 
as justice, and mercy, but from uttering 
words — that is, in plain English, from 
i-eadiii^ the scriptures in the presence of 
slaves..- that contain v/ords forbideu in 
the act. Now, if the constitution of oar 
country coincide with the Bible, in op- 
position to opression, tlie act must be 
wrong, and slavery, that makes such an 
act necessary, must be wrong; then of 
course, those who made it, must have been 
wrongi — and all those who feel a real de- 
sire hi do unto all men, as they would 
that men should do to them, believe that 
slavery, the act, and them that made it, 
are all wrong,and so do I. Adieu.

the astonishment of Mr. Parker, his mas- 
ter. He enquired of the negro how he 
could converse with the Indians; who 
told his master that he was a native of 
the town of Goldean, in Africa; that 
while he was a boy, the negroes brought 
in some prisoners, and detained them 
there a long time, in consequence of 
vihich he leirnt their language. He said 
that they \vere people of the same color, 
with the same kind of long black hair, 
and spoke the same language with the 
Indians then present. 

"For the purpose of examining more 
minutely into this affair, bemg on a jour- 
ney into Kentucky, I made a list of the 
words enclosed, with the assistance ot" 
an intelligent half breed. There is, how- 
ever, great difficulty in catching the 
sound of the words so distinctly as to be 
able to spell theni with accuracy. No 
two persons, perhaps, would spell them 
alike. On reaching Kentucky I found 
to my mortification that the negro was 
dead; Mr. Parker, howewr, confirmed 
the above account, and a neighbor of his, 
Preston Brown, F,gq. informed me that 
there were otiier African negroes in the 
neighborhood, who, though not previous- 
ly acquainted with o;ir Indiana, could 
converse with them in their own lan- 
guage.

x\FRlC AN 1?LaVk TRADK. 
At a late meeting of ttie Aiiican Insti- 
tution in lingland, at which Jolin R ui- 
tlt)![>h was present, several speoclms 
were miitle, coinplimoiitin;:; t!ie Uni- 
ted States for the part o'lr governa^ont 
has taken in abolishing the Slave 
Trade. The followin;^ is an extract 
from the remarks of William AVilbc- 
tbrcc. It is copied from a London pa- 
per: — 

Mr. Wilberforce in seconding the de- 
claratory resolution, deeply regretted tlse 
necessity which existed oi' enliiJihteninir 
tiie public mind of France respectin?,; the 
odious nature of the slave trade. Fifteen 
years ago, when Ihasr illnstrious ciiair- 
man had joined in the formation of this 
society, they vainly thought the (p-iestion 
of abolition was set at rest and that no- 
thing remained but to secure tiie co-ope- 
ration of the other powers to execute the 
prohibitory laws enacted against the 
crime. Though their anticipations had 
not been fulfiiied, they had yet done 
much, and had earned that reward which 
all 'good men were sure to meet without 
reference to the success of their benevo- 
lent efforts. Independent ot the moral 
necessity for the continuance of their la- 
bors, they should never forget that they 
owed Africa a weighty reparation for 
the deep injuries which they had inflicted 
on her unhappy children, and could ne- 
ver stop until they had repaired tiie evils 
they had committed. (Hear, hear.) The 
honorable gentleman then took a retro- 
spective glance at the progres of tlieir 
labors; at the advances they had made 
since the time when the unhappy Africans 
■were declared, even by some historians 
to bu an inferior clabS of human beings, 
not to be classed in the same scale with 
others. He particularly eulogized the 
society of Friends for their uniform efforts 
in the cause of the abolition- — efforts 
which, he said, had compelled them to 
violate the modesty oFtheir own feelings, 
to act in opposition to the principles by 
whicli they regulated their conduct, and 
come forward to assist in the holy work, 
in open day, in conjunction with their 
brethren of different religions. He also 



said, that to the honor of Irehind, her po; ts 
ivtd ihn'fti- been daliicd by the vessels of 
thiib odious traffic — a fact which gave that 
![5;tMierous and gallant naUon an addition- 
ill claim t.v t'.ie relief of tiiis country. 

{rle.tr, hear), it %vaM a hinniUating 
fact, that England had, in tiie slave trade, 
been pre-eminent in guilr; but it was con- 
solatory to know that sl^e was also the 
foremost in repentance. (Hear, hear) 
So completely had England formerly 
identified this traflic vvitli her trade, that 
even when she abandoucd it, other na- 
tions fancied that it was for the purpose 
of carrj'ing into effect some new commer- 
cial speculation. He therj congvatidated 
the society upon the accession of the 
duke de Broglie and his friends, who 
were among the most intelligent and dis- 
iinguished characters in France, and 
whose eftbrts would, no doubt, produce 
the best results. lie adverted in flatter- 



ing terms to the success which had, after 
a lapse of years, attended the coloniza- 
tion ot Sierra Leone-— at first the prospect 
iiad bnen diacouraging—'SO it always was 
in the history of such improvements. 

The colony of Virginia, one not under- 
taken by needy speculators, but at the 
suggestion of the wisest of men — of lord 
Bacon, and partly formed under the eye 
of Siv VV". Raleigh — iiiree times was the 
colony of Virginia attempted, and as of- 
ten abandoned, until at lengths final trial 
was made, and com-plete success atten- 
ded it. The honorable mdlnber eulogised 
in the higliest terms the services of sir 
George Collier,and the naval force under 
his command on the coast of Africa, and 
remarked that the first intimation of ma- 
king the slave trade piracy had a very 
singular origin. It arose frojn a treaty 
made by the son of a very old friend of* 
his, Lieutenant Thompson, li. N. with 
a people in the Arabian gulph, who co!i- 
sented to denounce th slave trrade as pi- 
ratical, although he (Mr. Wilberforce) 
was afraiil they were themselves little 
better than pirates.'* (Hear and a laugh.)

-Asylum for Jifricam.—'Oa the night of 
die S.2d ultimo, lorty-six slaves and an 
African apprciitice nnide their escape 
from Turks Island, in two small vesselSj 
r'igistered at that port, and belonging to 
Mr. James Catlin and Mr. Rabert Sayers. 
Accounts wcrelreceived from the Caicos, 
a few days afterwards, that one hundred 
and one slaves, (men, women and chil- 
dren,) from two plantations belonging to 
the estate of the late Wade Stubbs, had 
gone oft" in several small craft which they 
i*"?ad taken possession of for the purpose. 
The place of their destination is known 
to be the island of St. Domingo, where 
fetugees of this class are received and 
protected. The, inhabitants of Turks 
island, being apprehensive that this evil 
would increase at tiiat place, have armed 
themeelves, and keep a strict guard at

FaEBERiCKsa^iRG, vA. May 25. 
»S new cflse.—At the superior court of 
law for the county of Spotsylvania, held 
in this town, the case of the common- 
wealth a»a!nst — » Robbins, was tried 
on Tuesday last. Mr. Rpbbins was in- 
dicted fqr cruelly and unmercifully whip- 
ping and beating his own slave. The de- 
fendant's counsel attempted to rescue 
him by arguing that the alledged case 
was not IndictaMe, but the court over* 
ruled ihe objection, and the point was re- 
served for the decision of the General 
Court. The jury retired but a short 
time, and assessed the fine at three hue- 
dred dollars. This penalty, though small 
in itself, may be considered justly se- 
vere and exemplary, from the circum- 
stances of the defendant. As this ia the 
first case of the kind that is known to 
have occurred in Virginia, it cannot fail 
to be in the highest degree interesting 
to every humane boaoroj since it exhibits

A First -Day, or Sabbath School, was 
opened in this place a short time since, ^ 
by some of our most respectable citizenSs 
who had previously formed an associa - 
tion for the purpose; snd it is pleasing 
to observe that si is likely to become in 
a high degree beneficial to those who are 
disposed to profit by it. The managersj, 
consisting of eight or teni,are divided in-

The school is open two 
hours in the forenoon, and two in the af- 
ternoon.

The darkness of slavery was re- 
ceding — ^The light of freedom was al- 
ready beaming with brilliancy, and they 
would shortly be enabled to hail a glo- 
mus day in its tull meridian lustre." 

The p.ditor of a paper entitled the Har- 
rison Telegrnph, published at Cadiz, 0- 
iiio, noticing the circumstance of the au- 
dacious monster whipping his slave to 
death, and tlie proceedings of the court 
relative thereto, inserted in No. 12 of 
this work, observes:

MURDERING a fellow mortal!! and 
this too in a country renowned for its 
principlos of LiBRRTr.

EDITOR!A]L 

HUMANE PROTECTING SOOIETT. 

The benefits to be derived from this 
Association are beginning to develope 
themselves. A circamstanc? has lately 
occurred, which I cannot forbear men- 
tioning, for the gratification of the public. 

A certain John Hood, residi'ng in 
Bioant county, Tennesseej sold a free- 
mulatto girl, a short lime since, to a per- 
son of tlie nau^e of Mayberry, who dis- 
posed ofherto the westward. The So- 
ciety being apprized of the circumstance, 
commissioned one of its members to 
make enquiry, and to examine into the 
iilfair. Rood was accordingly waited 
upon; and being little disposed to do a- 
ny thing that would be satisfactory, he 
was given to understand that the girl 
must be forth coming at a stated time, 
or a halier would be theprobabh reivard 
of his conduct. On hearing this, he post- 
ed off for the girl, and re-purchased her 
nitwo hundred dollars more than he had 
sold her for. He considered this a great 
hardship, and complained bitterly; but 
was consoled with the observation that if 
strict justice had been meted to him, it 
would have cost him at least/our hundred 
dollars, with the addition of forty lashes! 

A g,reat sensation has been produced 
in South Carolina, respecting the con- 
spiracy among the slaves, mentioned in 
a letter from a gentleman in Charleston 
to his friend in rJew York, an extract, 
from which was inserted in the last 
number of this paper. Many of the 
miserable creatures have paid the forfeit 
of their lives. Between SO ajrd 40 were 
hung, and as many banished to places be- 
yond the limits of the United States. 

The governor of that Stats has pub- 
lished a lenghthy accoantof the proceed- 
ings that took place upon the occasion, 
which will be noticed at a future period. 
Some further remarks will also be made 
upon the subject, probably in the ne?t 
number.

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Some people who are professedly in fa- 
vour of emancipation, strongly object 
to the establishing of an.y kind of Socie- 
ties, or publishing any thing on the 
subject of Slavery, oq the ground of its 
giving oS'ence to some sentimental Slave- 
holders. But this is fallacious reason- 
ingtruly. If we let them alone, to pur- 
sue their own way, without intei'ruption, 
when will thev come to a knowledge of 
their errorP And if they know them- 
selves to be wrong, yet continue in their 
evil ways, is it not agreeable to the dic- 
tates of the Gospel, and of sound reason- 
ing, to tell them of their fault, and ex- 
hort them to turn from their unrighte- 
ousness? But some piay say that these 
cninjaties are of no avail;, that they only 
add fuel to the flames, and fire the angry 
passions. But if it sometimes has this 
effect, amidst the struggling of the pas- 
sions the evil spirit may depart. The 
pointed expression, "Thon art the main," 
opened the eyes of David to the enormi- 
ty of his guilt; and it is possible that si- 
milar language may brighten the vision of 
the depraved in moderr. days.

Dear Sister, 
Since I have been among the slave- 
iiolding professors of religion, an account 
cf which is given in my lasts I have had 
sufficient reasons, from the disappoint- 
ment I experienced in not seeing the 
iruits ot what I consider genuine Goypel 
Christianity produced by them, tor very 
serious reliections on the popular pro- 
fessors «f ouv times, and for making 
such comparisons as naturally occurred 
in my understanding. Disinterested- 
ness, however highly professed by many 
4)f them, appears to me to be possessed 
by bu'c very fewjand tho'^the word still 
retains its native sound, as it rolls from 
the tongue, yet its nature, or pracncal 
operation has become nearly obsolete—- 
'??hil8t self interest eeeras if have 



gained the ascendency in the human es- 
timation, and has come to be the great 
object of a too general pursuit. I»5or are 
those who make no particular profession 
of religion, carried away more generally 
by the current of self interest; but it ap- 
pears to me, that a vast majority of 
those that make the highest pretensions 
to it are taken in its vortex, as I can dis- 
cover little or no difference between 
those who profess religion in a high de- 
gree, and those who profess it not, (tak- 
ing them on an average) in their attach- 
i:\ents to the world, and in their almost 
tntire conformity to it, in every shape & 
way in which it can be exhibited. If I 
am not mistaken in my speculation, the 
spirit of the world, with it« customs and 
maxims, have become so mixed with re- 
ligion, that it might puaizle an apostfe, 
(should one comeV to pick out from the 
blended system, tne several parts that be- 
long to religion, and those tn^.t properly 
belong to the world, go as to draw a line 
of fair discrimination between them.— ■ 
Should religion come to be fairly stripped 
of the rags, ribands, and patches, that 
have been tacked to it, to give it a world- 
ly appearance, (as it certainly will at 
some future period) and be exhibited to 
mankind in sts plain, and native simpli- 
city, the charge would not only be great* 
but beneficial in the highest degree. 

From the little knowledge I have ac- 
quired of the different notions of religion* 
I discover that these differences consist 
more in theory than in practice; fott 
whilst men are divided m sentiment ioi 
the principles, thej seem to be pretty 
generally agreed in sacrificing as large 6 
share of th eir time and talents^ as possi<» 
b!e, to the service oi Pbitus. 

The diflrerencc between the Christiaft 
religion, and the system adopted by Ma» 
hornet must certainly be very great, asi 
the former was announced by the Ange^ 
to be a system of ^Jeace ow earth, a«<2 
good ttnll to all men, and was eatjiblishe^ 
by the Prince of Peace upon the purest 

Erinciplcs of justice, morality, Baercy^ 
oiiness,and benevolence; and tha latter 
^y a bloodi^ icwnwr, and was propa" 
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■gated by i; e swonl, yet a striking si:ni-, 
Tarity in practice seems to exist at tliei 
present time between many of the pro- \ 
lessors of the two systems, which cannot 
be accounted for on any other principle, 
than that they are under the government 
joftlie same spirit of spI/ interest, and at- 
tachment to the world. *Many of our 
sli've-holdins; professors are great high- 
flyers in religion, and profess the highest 
degree of sanctity or holiness; and are so 
tenacious of their religious ceremonials, 
that the slightest omission of any one of 
them would nearly sink them, to a state 
of despondency; and yet are straining e- 
verj nerve to accumulate wealth, live 
on the gain of oppression without re- 
morse, and withhold from their fellow 
men their unalienable right of freedom, 
retaining them and tlieir posterity, in 
brutal ignorance, and disgraceful bon- 
dage, without feeling the least compunc- 
titm on that account; but some of them 
are ready to break their heart » with 
gn&r on account of the poor heathen, and 
Mahometans at a distance, that arc desti- 
tute of religion and gospel light, and 
would do any thing in their power to- 
wards their conversion. 

The. Mahometan believer is as tenaci- 
ous of his religious performances, and 
hours of prayer,^and is as sure of obtain- 
ing paradise, in his estimation, and pos- 
sesses the same hungry appetite for 
\vealth, and enslaving his brethren of the 
human family, as the Christian profes- 
sing slave holder; and no doubt, with me, 
.that he is as equally entitled to the re- 
wards of heaven for doing to others, as 
.he would have others do to him. Were 
v.'e to. traverse the gloomy regions of what 
..is termed the heathen world, from the 
frigid Zones of the south, and northern 
:poies tt» the burning Equator, I should de- 
.apair of finding greater degrees of cruel - 
.4^-eserdsed,or more instances of oppres- 
sion and avarice in operation, than what 
■ hays' been^ and -stUl^ace. practiaed 51-- 
mongst Christian professors, tho' they 
snay be nmnerou«! What a scourge and

I consider /r«2(fi to c«ns.ist of several 
grades or degrees; and I propose it as a 
query for discussion, whether or not tlio 
practisersof it are not all of one class, 
whether Christians, Jews, Mahometan?, 
or heathens, from the murdering assas- 
sin that kills his fellow men for their mo- 
ney — the highway robber — the private 
thief — those who deprive their fel'ow 
men of their right of freedom — the ( m u- 
bletongued villains that defraud oil ec 
men in their dealings; and so on, down to 
the sordid wretch that would unjusiilj 
deprive his fellow mortal of the value of 
u single cent. 

Mankind in every ag^, have been di- 
vided into three great classes, unequal, 
hjnvevei'j in number: The firsts have 
been those who in every age and station 
have endeavored to act agreeable to the 
principles of moral rectitude, and to be 
.as extensively useful to their fellow be- 
ings as in their power; stemming the tor- 
rents of popular corruptions, in acts of 
benevolence, philanthropy and justice; & 
thus answering, in a good degree, the de- 
signs of their being on earth, '^'he se- 
cond, a more numerous class (>f beings, 
are those that eat and drink to live, and 
live to eat and drink— mere blanks ia 
creation, having done no perceivable 
good, or material harm to the rest of their 
species; that come into the world, pass 
through, and then leave it without any 
other testimonials ot their lives, thaa 
that they hiid been born, and that they 
had died. 

The third class, still more numerous 
than the second, are such as have not on- 
ly done no good, but have been, in a 
greater, or in a less degree, a continual 
curse and plague to some or other of their 
fellow beings; acting more the part of 
tormenting devils, than children of the 
same universal parent, and brethren of 
the human race. Nor has this class been 
made up of assassins and outlaws alone« 
but composed of men^- whose names^and 
exploits have been, and still are by some, 
held in the highest veaeration. Empe- 
rors, Kings; Po'^es, Bishops, men in pow- 
er both in church and state* clergymen 
and laymen, who have borrowed the 
cloak of religimi for sinister views; kid- 
nappers of theJr own species? traders in 
human kind, cheats, drunkards, and op- 
pressors of every name. 

From the pride and ambition of mcB 
in power, both clergy and laity, hav« 
principallj originateu all those oppreS' 
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sions in governments, whicli have been 
dr en (1 fully experienced hy millions o! 
the human family; while, the earth has 
groaned ujuier the mij|>;l;tj 'oad of mise- 
ry, occasioned by the blood, carnage and 
devastation, produced by them in their 
secular and religious wars, blooly inqui- 
sitions, racks, and various other engines 
of torture, invented by hellish art tor the 
purpose of administering misery to those 
who wero as good as themselves! 

Will it be believed in our day, that 
those who were the eause of ail these 
miseries to mankind, had religion? Ma- 
ny of th?m made as great a profession of 
it, and wtre, no doubt, as truly entitled 
to our credit in that respect, as those hu- 
man tygers in sheep's clothing should be, 
who pillaged Africa of its inoffensive in- 
habitants; or the receivers and holders 
of their stolen property, who grow rich 
by fleecing the unhappy victims of their 
avarice of the very last clippings of all 
that is near and dear to a human being, 
and reducing them and their posterity to 
hopeless, atiO endless vassalage, and bru- 
tal ignorance! 

J\Jan was never made to be the scourge 
of man, nor was man ever made to be 
the slace of w««— -those things have 
grown out of a root, diabolical in its na- 
ture. The size of a letter is too small 
to contain a description ©f all the public 
and private acts of violence and fraud 
practised by man, on man; or of all the 
envy, malice, spite, lieing, perjury, pri- 
vate mischief, and ill will, practised by 
many, who thereby disturb the peace of 
society, and render themselves & others, 
painfully unhappy! What neighborhood 
is there that is not cursed with one or 
more of the infernals belonging to this 
third class, and who is it that^has not 
been a sufterer on that account? So pow- 
erful isthe influence of self interest on 
the minds of many of these beings, that 
despairing of succeeding in their avari- 
cious views, in their native characters 
w ithout delusions, they f ut on a profes- 
sion of religion and sanctity, to deceive 
the unsuspeciing by gaining their confi- 
dence} that they may have a better chance 
of doing them an injury without suspi- 
cion; and thus they bring into disrepute, 
the only refuge, and last reviving cordial 
of dying men and women 1 ! ! 

If 1 have iintseen so much pleasure in 
my rambles, and acquaintance with men 
and things, as 1 had anticipated, I have 
gained eome knowledge, though it be of 



the painful kind; and can cordially joiti 
in the exclamation, that the earth 'is full 
of the habitations of cruelty!

And I am of the opinion 
that there is not a man of sense and can- 
dour amtVaigst us, that will take a view of 
Negro Slavery in all its bearings, &c. but 
will say and believe, that it would have 
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humanity, to have let the Africans all die 
in their own country, than to have 
brought them here, and elsewhere, and 
place them and their posterity in the 
situation in which they are; and hence, 
ycu hear men of this description in the 
t^ongress Hall, and in our courts of jus- 
tice, with hundreds, elsewhere, acknow- 
ledging slavery to be an evil| and hun- 
dreds more crying out, Oi that there ne- 
ver had been one brought to America." 
Now to remedy this evil, and to deliver 
our otherwise happy country from the 
awful curse consequent upon slavery, is 
the object, and design of the Manumis- 
sion Sjciety, as I understand from the 
constitution, and others of their approv- 
ed publications; and my prayer is, that 
heaven may prosper their endeavors.- 
Not so, says some of their neighbours, 
"they are all tories, and ought to be hunt- 
ed out of the land!" Here sir, I shall 
give you a brief portrait o{ the people 
who talk thus: first, they have no ne- 
groes, and are never likely to get any; 
secondly, they love the favour of princes, 
auu as they have no slaves to recommend 
them to the slave holders, they m ust do 
somelhing to gain, atid keep m tavour 



with those petty nionarchsf therefore 
they ridicule, and persecute all those 
■who are opposed to the principle and 
practice of slavery. Thirdty, some or 
them are pinching their stock, and fami- 
lies by selling meat, grain, &c. to get and 
X^y wp Eatsaey, is hopes by aad by they 



will get a riegio; but the mon«^y comes ini 
soslow, and tlie Munumissioiiers increase 
and progress ao fast, that they are afraid 
tlie negroes will all be free before they 
can get one;— Poor feilovvs! no wonder 
they cry ton/. Fourthly, there are others 
whose father, or perhaps wile's father^ 
owns some negroes; but from the light 
which has been disseminated on the sub- 
ject of slavery, either directly, or indi- 
rectly, by t!ie Manumission Society, and 
others, the good old people see that sla- 
very is a radical evil, and that it very 
illy comports with the character of a 
Christian, in his last, and perhaps dying 
act and deed to rivet the chains of slave- 
ry upon the necks of Fom, Bet, &c. and 
their posterity; therfore, he resolves that 
his negroes shall never serve any person 
after his death. I'his is, indeed a" sad stab 
to his son W— m's fond hopes ot heir- 
ing a bone sled;v(. it is a mortal wound to 
W — m's children, whom you have often, 
heard talk in a very stylish m.anniier a- 
bout grand papa's negro fellow and wen-^ 
dies; but, thank Godi if the old man is on- 
ly firm to what he has purposed, the poor 
little things will not be cursed with 
grand papa's slaves. Now sir, these lit- 
tle creatures, with their fathers and mo- 
thers, will cry tory; but as thev have had 
timely notice how things are like to turn 
out with grand papa's"negroe8, I hope 
they will. be learnt to work. 

But there is another sort oi peoples 
whom I shall take the liberty to call a kind 
i)f drones, who are as much afraid of the 
name of tory, as ever the Creek Indians 
were of General Jackson's three poun - 
der—talk to them about slavery, and it& 
evils, and they readily acknowledge it to 
be an evil, but hand them the constitu- 
tion of the Manumission Society, to ac- 
c . modatc you, perhaps they will read 
it. but st> determined ar^ they to be 
drones, that when they hand it back to 
you, they understand no more about the 
merits of the cause, than when they first 
took it into their hands;butask them vvhat 
they think of it— Ahl say they, " we have 
got no slaves, neither do w^ want any^ 
nor have we ever had any hand in bring- 
ing^ittesrrh^re, and we do not intend ^??

— Now sir, you will 
liear high professors ofre!i2;ion talk in 
this wav, and I tiiink 1 have heard a 
preaekp.r of tke s^ospel talk in this way; 
and I ftxppct the priest, and the leviie, 
that passed by on the other side, from the 
poor *^vo«nded man, talked in the same 
wayrmd what if the Samaritan had done 
as 'ihev did? why the halt dead man 
would soon have been quitp dead! but 
thank God, that that s:mf>lp!i conduct 
stands recorded as a Ic'^son, to teach the 
huzzins; drones that Christianity, and hu- 
manitv consist in somethinn: m ore irv^n | 
the makins: a litfle noise oiice in a while 
about the thin*!

jples of our government, and also of the 
I woj d torn. ^'1'' of course, often apply it 
(wrong. The first principles of our 
vernment are these, founded upon self e- 
vident truth — "That al! men are created 
equal, and tiiat they are endowed by 
tlieir Creator with cerfain unalienable 
rijrhts; that among these a ^e life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of haopiness." Now sir, 
in old times, say forty years ago, the 
word iori/, vfus applied in America, to 
those vvho stood opposed to those firiit 
principles and if it was then properly 
applied, I cannot, for my life, tell by what 
ruleoflogick anv sensible man can ap- 
ply it to the .Mcvutnii^sioners; for it is 
4Jn these first principles tliey rest their 
cause, on these they wish to be heard 8c 
-jviiJged! It is true, they with propriety 
censure our former Le^isla'tors for a de- 
parture from those princif))'es, in making 
laws which have involved such an im- 
mense part of our yyopulation in the aw- 
ful Kulph of slavery; and our present 
Legislators for continuing those laws, 
which, from year to year, continii|8S to 
bind the heavy yoke upon the necks of 
hundreds of our fello'i^- beings, which is a 
serious blot, or stain upon our nfulojial 
rharar.ter. And as it is this blot, or 
stain, that the ./^i'fwztMussio/^prs yvish to 
be vvipe<l off, or taken out, I -think the 
name io/iig", would be very appropriate to 
them; far you must know sir, that I have 
listeneil to the talk of the good house- 
wife,;is well as to the preacher, and I have 
heard her say that sour milk was verj' 
ijood to take stains and blots, &c. out of 
linen. &c. but let it be remembered, that 
Ihere is no decree of soiirness'm the 
Ji«?iMijiissi°onprs against any part of our 
'government or laws, only such as go to

which are contrary to our first princi- 
ples is what they pray for; and 1 expect, 
if they progress as they have done for 
some years past, that before fifty years 
roll round.that our continent will be free 
indeed.

FELLOW-CITIZENS, 

IN compliance with your appoint- 
ment at our last rocetiings t now proceed 
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ti) iid'inisa you on the subject of slavery. 
Thp. at;e in wiuch we li\'e may emphati- 
cally b'i termed the age of lyeuevolent ex- 
ci'tiun; the true an;! genuine principles 
(if benevolence liavc been more generally 
i-nbibcd than at any former peritvl; and 
t!ie rays of light are falling on the habi- 
tations of cruelty. Murope and Anieri- 
ca are now engaged, under the patronage 
of heaven, in exertions to dispel the dark 
and dismal cloud which has hitherto 
brooded over the unhappy sons and 
daughters of Africa. To effect this laud- 
able end, and accelerate a general eman- 
cipation of this unhappy part of our po- 
pulation, societies have been formed in 
different parts of our country, which. Tike 
so many streams, are bearing their res- 
pective waters into the great channel of 
jjbod will to man. Christians of every 
denominfition are engaging, in this good 
cause; and we believe their exertions to 
effect the gradual emancipation of slaves, 
tends to the fulfilment of those parts of 
proplsecy which speak of the sanctuary 
being cleansed before t'le commencement 
ot the milienium. I am disposed to re- 
joice with you, my brethren, in the pros- 
pect of the accomplishment of our object. 
But I have to lament that many of our 
respectable citizens (and, some of them 
professed christians) are yet attempting 
to support slavery on Bible principles, 
in the prosecution of this address, I in- 
tend, in the first place, briefly to shew 
the christian that slavery is inconsistent 
with the Bible; and in the second place, 
attempt to shew the man of the world, 
that it is inconsistent with human policy. 

First, then, my christian friends, I be- 
lieve that the practice of slave-making 
and slave-holding, are both bottomed on 
supreme selfisliness; which spirit is uni- 
versally condemned throughout the Book 
of God. In vain do you revert to the 
Mosaic law, in search of argunr.ents. Be 
candid for a moment, and let us examine 
the case. If slavery did exist under that 
dispensation, it must have existed ac- 
cording to law, for the Divine Lawgiver 
would not have overlooked so important 
a transaction as that of one man cnsiav- 
ing another. Then, under the Jewish 
economy, we distinguisli three distinct 
laws, viz. the Moral, Ceremonial and 
Judeical; vhich laws embraced the whole 
Jewish econoujy. The Moral law is 
comprehended in the ten commandments, 
given to Moses in Roreb, as you will see 
5j rending Deuteronoroy, 5th chapter, 



jrth verse, and onv/ard. No'vv, my chris- 
Itian friends, I would just ask, what are 
the requisitions of the moral lawr 1 &iup- 
pose you will be pleased to let the Savi- 
our of sinners answer for you. See his 
reply to the lawgiver. The first and 
great commandment in the law is, "Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, sou! and mind;" and the seconci 
is like unto it~"Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyaelL" 1 presume that 
none will have the hardihood to say that 
loving pur neighbor as ourselves, gives 
ua a ground to make him our slave; for 
if we, as christians, come up to the spi- 
rit of the law, we will act towards our 
neighbor just as we would vish him to 
do towards us. Hence the moral law 
gives no room for a slave. 

Secondly, the Ceremonial law was gi- 
ven expressly to regulate the religious 
worship, -which God himself, asasovS' 
reign lawgiver required of the Jewish 
people as a national church. Hence it; 
follows, that if slavery did exist, it must 
have been sanctioned by the Judeical 
law or civil policy of the Jewish niatiorj. 
That the Divine lawgiver in regulating 
the civd policy of that nation, did allow 
the Jewish people to hold servants is 
plain; and according to ray vie'w, it is a 
mark of the infinite wisdom of the law- 
giver. The gods of the heatheu were 
wood and stone, the work of men's hands. 
But when the heathen became servants 
to the Jewish people, they had an oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted witii the 
true God; and when fhe temporary ser- 
vitude to which they had been subjected 
was ended, they, if they saw proper, re- 
turned to their own land; and "no doubt 
many of them did return, according to 
the ordinance of Heaven, to proclaim that 
there was a God in israel. Where, my 
christian friewd-3, I would ask, are the 
years of jubilee that your slaves enjoy? 
Let shame burn your faces to cinder 
when you attempt to compare American 
slaves to Jewish servants; for a'tl chris- 
tians who are well acquainted with their 
Bibles, know that the law by which Jew- 
ish servants were heid was abrogated at 
the close of the Jewish dispensation.-^ 
Lastly, I would observe, that all servants 
exhorted to obedience throughout the 
New 1 estament, were servants accord- 
ing to the civil policy of the Jewish na- 
tion.

This conression was given on 
Tlmrsiliiy, the 13th June, ami contained 
the recital of several occurrences which 
would precede the attempt and evidence 
the intention. T'his sugi^ested the pro- 
priotyi while itsimctioned the etFort fo 
conceil from the co nmunity the intelli- 
jienoe thus received, tor the interveninsi 
time— during which extensive and effi- 
cient preparations were made for the j 
safely and protection of the city. Sa-' 
tarday night and Sunday morning pass- 
ed without the predicted demonstra- 
tioiis; doubts were ai2;ain excited, and 
counter ordersissued for diministiing tiie 
guard. The facts communicated were 
generally known to our fellow citizens 
on Sunday; producing a night, of sleep- 
less anxiety. Rut no one ofthe predict- 
od (or any otiier) occurrences presented 
itselfto disturb the general tranquility. 

On the 18th June ten slaves were ar- 
rested, and on tiie 1 9th the court was or- 
ganized for their trial. Investigation 
was retarded by t!»e dinicuSty of procur- 
ing authentic evidence, and it was not 
until the 28tli that the sentence of deatli 
wa.^ pronounced against six of t!ie per- 
sons charged with the offence. Denmark 
Vesscy, a free ne^ro, was arrested on t!ie 
?21st, anrl on the 22d put on his trial.-— 
Although he was unquestionably the in- 
stigator and chief of, this plot, no posi- 
tive proof of his guilt appeared until the 
2 )th. This grew out of t!>e confession 
of one of the convicts, and on the 27th 
his guii* was further established by a. ser- 
vant of Mr. Ferguson. 

The progress made, and the expecta- 
tions of imauinity from punishment by 
confession, gradually developed the plot, 
and produced the arrest of several others, 
fortunately two who were principals, 
Monday Gell, and Gullah Jack. These, 
with three oth-?rs, John Horry, Charles 
Drayton and Harry Haig, were convict- 
ed and sentenced to die on Friday the 
12th of July last; but at the suggestion of 
the court that important communications 
\vere expected from them,, Monday Gell, 
Charles Drayton and llarry Haig were 
respited. 

The arrest of Perault,a servant of Mr. 
Stohecker, which took place the^ day 
previous to the respite, and ;he general 
and very important discoveries made oy 
him, enabled tha committee of vigilance, 
not only to elicit the confirmation of his 
statement from the three convicts, but to 
apprehend a great number of persons en- 



gaged in tiie plot. Among others.. Wnu 
Garner, reputed to be one of the princi- 
pals, the only one not then appreliended. 

The number of persons at this period 
under jyresf, evinced tiie necessity of 
such arrangements of the testimony as 
would enable the court to progress with 
more rapidity. This duty devolved on 
the committee of vigilance: and princi- 
pally from the general information of 
iPerault, and ofthe convicts Monday Gell 
and Charles Drayton, facility was given 
to the further proceedings of the court.-— 
In the short si)ace of seven days, t'nirty- 
two negrops were convictedj twenty-two 
of whom were executed on Friday, the 
30th July: and within four days after, 11 
others were convicted^ four of whom have 
also been executed. 

Havinc; established (he existence of a 
plot, and the places of rendezvous, all 
that was deemed requisite for convic- 
tion Vv.as to prove an association with the 
ringleaders, and an expression of their 
assent t« the measure= On such, gene- 
rally, the scntCifice of death has been ex- 
ecuted. Others who, without actually 
combining, were proved to have known 
ofthe conspiracy, and to have given their 
sanction by any act, have been sentenc- 
ed to die, and their punishment com- 
muted to banishment from the United 
States. In this mannerathe whole, num- ' 
bcr seventy -two, have been disposed of; 
thirty-five executed, and thirty -sevea 
sentenced to banishment. With these 
we may reasonably conclude that we 
have reached the extremities of this con- 
spiracy, and this opinion, if not conclu* 
sivfc.is entitled to great weight, when, 
we advert to the extraordiaary measures 
pursued to efTect the object and the mo- 
tives which influenced the, accused. 

No means which experience or inge- 
nuity could devise were left unessayed, 
to eviscerate the plot. In the labors of 
investigation the court was preceded by 
a committee formed by the city council, 
whose intelligence, activity, and zeal, 
were well adapted to the arduous duties 
of their appointment. Their assiduity, 
aided by the various sentimerits whicli. 
influenced the prisoners, produced a ra- 
pid developement of the plot. Several 
of the conspirators had entered into so- 
lemn pledges to partake of a common 
destiny, & one at least, was found, whog 
after his arrest, felt no, repugnance to 
enforce the obligationi by surrendering 
the names of his associates.. A spirit « 
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..retaliation and revenge produced a simi-; 
iar effect with others, who suspected that 
thej^'-WBt'e the victims of treachery, iiiui 
this principle operated with full etTect, 
as tlie hope or expectation of pardon pre- 
dominated. To the last hour of the ex- 
istence of several, who appeared to be 
conspicuous actors in this draiu^i, thej' 
were pressingly importuned to mak^ fur- 
ther confession. 

Among the conspirators, the most dar- 
ang and active was Monday, the sja"; e i«f 

, Mr. Gel!. He ceaid read and write with 
facility, and thus attai lied an extraoidi- 
aiary and dangerous inftuence over his 
bellows. Permitted by his -ivvner to occu- 
py a house in a central jjart of the city, 
Iiourly opportunitieiS were afforded for 
the exercise of his skill on those who 
%vere attracted to his shop by business or 
Savor, it was there that his arttul and 
ansidious delusions were kept in perpe- 
tual exercise. Materials were abundant 
ly furnished in the seditious pamphlets 
brought into this state^by eqaaily culpa- 
ble incendiaries; wliile the speeches of 
the oppositionists in congress to the ad- 

• mission of Missouri, gave a serious and 
imposing effect to his machinations. This 
man wrote to Bv>y,er (by his own confes- 
sion) requesting Ins aid, and addressed 

; the envelope of his letter to a relative of 
the person who became the bearer of it, 
a negro from one of the northern states. 
He was *^he only person proved to have 
liept a list of those engaged; ajfd the 
court considered iiis confession fuU and 
ample. From such means and such sour- 
ces of information, it cannot be doubled 
that all who were actually concerned, 
have bi?en brouglit to justice. There is 
no exception within my knowledge; it 
has, however, been stated, that a plant.l- 
iion in St. John's was infected, but I do 
not know on what authority. 

This plain detail of the principal inci- 
dents in this transaction, will satify you 
that the scheme has not been general 
aor alarmingly extensive. And it fur- 
nishes a cause for much satisfaction, 
that, although religion, superstition, fear, 
and almost every passion that sways the 
human mind, have been artfully used by 
the instigators of this design, so few have 
been seduced from a course ©f propriety 
and obedience, ^^'hose who associatetl 
were unprovided' with the means of at- 
tack or resistance. No weapons (if we 
except 13 hoop-poles, have been dis- 
^ceveireci; nor anj testimony received but 



ol six pikes, that such piepaiations were 
actually made. The witnesses ij-enerally 
agree in one fact, that tlic atii-iiipt was lo 
have takeH place on Sunday night the^ 
J6th June, differing a little as to tiie pre,-' 
cise time; 12 oxlock appears to have 
been the hour. 

From the ; various conflicting state- 
ments made during the trials, it isdifli- 
cult to form a plausible conjecture of 
their ultimate plans of operation; no 
two agreeir>{; on geineral definite princi- 
ples. That the urst essay would be made 
with clubs against the state arsenal is in- 
ferrible, from their, being unprovided 
^vith arms, and the concurrence of se- 
veral witnesses. But whether the attack 
would be made simultaneously by vari- 
ous detachments, or whether the whole, 
embodied at a particular spot, would pro- 
ceed to the accomplishment of their ob- 
ject, is very uncertain. Upon the whole 
it is manifest that if any plan had beca 
organized, it was never communicated 
by the principal conspirator to the lead- 
ers or the men, as they were wholly ig- 
norant even of the places of rendezvous; ■) 
althoui»;h within two days of the time ap- 
pointed, and but one man arrested prior 
to the day fixed on for the attempt. 

'When we contrast the numbers en- 
gaged with the magnitude of the enter- 
prize, the imputation of egregious folly 
or madness is irresssiible; and supposing 
the attempt to have been predicated on 
the probability, that partial success would 
augment their numbers, the utmost pre- 
sumption would scarcely have hazarded 
the result. Servility long continued, 
debases the mind and abstracts it from 
that energy of character, which is fitted 
to great exploits. It cannot be supposed^ 
therefore, without a violatica of the im- 
mutable laws of nature, that a transition 
from slavery &degradation to authority i!c 
power, could instantly occur. Great & 
genera! excitement may produce exten- 
sive and alarming effects; but the various 
passions which operate with powerful 
effect on this class of persons, impart a 
confident assurance, of detection and de- 
feat of every similar design. Wliile the 
f^vent is remote, they may listen with cre- 
dulity to the artful tale of the instigator,& 
concur in its plausibiiity; but the ap- 
proach of danger will invariably pro- 
duce treachery, the concomitant of das- 
tardly dispositions. In the fidelity and 
attachment of a numerous class of these 
persoasj we ijave other som-ces of secU' 
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nXy aiu! ^^arl_y infortnation; fsdni both of 
y.hicii, it is reasonable to conciude, that, 
in proportion to the number engage*!, 
win be the certaititv of detection; and 
that an extensive cons-.piracy cannot be 
matured in tins statv'. 

I have entered with much reluctance 
on this detail, nor wooki it liave been 
considered requisite, but to counteract 
the number ol gross aiui idle reports, ac- 
tively and extensively circuhited, and 
producing a general anxiety and alarm. 
And, although (heir authors may have no 
evil design, and may realty ye under the 
delusion, it is easy to perceive what per- 
nicious consequences may ensue' from 
not applying the proper corrective. Eve- 
ry individual in the state is interested, 
whether in relation to his own property, 
or tlie reputation of the sfatOj in giving 
no more importance to the transaction 
than it justly merits. The legislature 
has wisely provided the means of eflicieni 
protection. If the citizens will faithful- 
ly pefform the duty enjoined on them by 
the patrH laws, I fear not we shall con- 
tinue in the enjoyment of as much tran- 
quility and safety as any state in the 
union.

£Having learned that one of our res- 
pectable citizens had received a letter 
from president Boyer, of Hayti, on the

MOST DARilSG OVTRaGE. 
Fortune Lewis, a black boy of about 
five and twenty years old, was a slave 
regularly manumitted, discharged and 
recorded by his master, a gentlenian of 
this city. On the evening of the 25th of 
July last, between the hours of nine and 
ten, as he was returning to his place of 
residence, and passing through Fratt sf. 
extended, he received in his chest so vi- 
olent a blow from an unknown hand 
that he fell down incapable of recolSecti 
on. During this s^ate of temporary in- 
sensibility, he was bound hand and fftots 
after he had recovered his senses he found 
himself in possession ot two vt hite men, 
who carried him along as they would do a 
bale of goods, to the place of his destina- 
tion. He attempted to cry for assist- 
ance, but he was instantly strangled by 
the throat bo violently that he was corn- 
pel led to desist; he was further inform^ 
ed, that if he endeavored to raise an a- 
!arm, immediate death would be the con- 
sequence. He was taken to, and con- 
fined in a "WHITE HOUSE situated on 
the north side of Pratt street extended, 
a short distance east, where it is inter- 
sected by the Washington turnpike road. 
He was left alone in a dark room, as he 
conceives, for the space of an hour. He 
was then with two other black nsen, plac- 
ed in a carriage, and driven at a rapid 
pace through Ihc nigl.t, uncertain whir 
ther he w&h. going, until the dawn of 
day. Attliis time, the carriage stop? 
pedj and the victim of such unexam- 
plecii barbaiity, was lodged in the jail at 
Washington.' After haying been coU" 
fined f»r two days, he ventured to en- 
quire of the Jailor for "what offence he had^ 
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been committed, when he was inlormeil 
that he had been imprisoned as a runa- 
way slave. Whereupon, he informed the 
jaifor that he was a tVee man, and authen- 
ticated the tact by papers which were 
coticealetl in a part of liis clothing, and 
which fortunatel)' eluded the fingers of 
the kidnappers, although his pockets had 
been searched, as is proved by the fact of 
his being robbed by the man thieves, of 
the sum of seven dollars, which he had 
received that evening from Buries Come- 
I»;y8, esq. in pav ior some carpenter's 
work which he had just finished. 

The jailor having inspected the pa- 
pers, left the prisoner about three quar- 
ters of an hour, and on his return inform- 
ed him tljat he was at liberty to go about 
his business. Finding himself at liberty 
in a strange place, and without a cent of 
funds, be hired himself to a carpenter 
nained Bolter, for four tjlajs, by which he 
^^iirned money enough to defray his ex- 
pences back loBaldmure; he according- 
ly left .Washington, and arrived ia this 
city on Saturday evening last. 

The laws of our cuuntty have denoun- 
ced deadi for offences of this kind, the 
Kidnapping of free blacks, if the deed is 
fione upon tiie waiei'. There is no law 
we believe tiiat makes the deed ro high- 
ly penal, if perpetrated on land. The 
difference in tlie lega! ci irainality of the 
deed, is its being done on land and on 
v/ater. J5«t these kidnappers are dou- 
bly guilty— fur they not only stole the 
man', but robbed him of his money aUa. 
'J'iie honor of our city appears deeply tc 
be implicated in the detection ami pu- 
nishment of such villains. We iiope 
the proper authority will see to. it. 

Jiiivtra.cf of a letter from a gentleman in 
Georgia, to his friend in JS ewark, 
dated Jalij, 1805. 

While on this subject, (the importa- 
iion of negroes) I will relate an affecting 
anecdote which came to my knowledge 
yesterday. My neighboi'.'Mr. B. had 
purchased twenty of that unfortimate 
race a few weeks ago in Charleston, a- 
mnng w]mm wna n wnman "J absut twen- 
ty yea rs of age. On the way home, they 
stopped the night at a house on theroad^ 
just as the negroes belonging to the own- 
er of the place, were ' returning from 
their labour in the field. One of them 
proved to be the husband of the woman. 
They had been torn asunder two years 
before in Africa. TheV met in this dis-. 



tant clime and with such emotions ofjoj, 
mixed with bitterness and grief, on the 
recollection of their, past and present con- 
dition, as may be more easily conceived 
than described. Tiiey flew to each other! 
asked an hundred questions, and looking 
at the spectators who sympathised xn 
their feeling, declared they would never 
more be parted. Mr. B. who is a 
man of humanity, was present at the af- 
fecting scene. He immediately offered 
j the owner of the husband to sell the wife, 
1 or to purchase the husband, but in vain! 
' He then offered two negroes for the man, 
but the wretch would do neithei. The 
momentary pleasure the poor ereatures 
experienced, when Mr. B.' was endeavor- 
ing to prevent their being again seperat- 
ed, was converted into frantic agony 
when they saw nothing would avail. — 
All who were present, black and white, 
united in enireaties; and every eye but 
the miscreant owner of the husband was 
in tears. Notliing could soifen his obdu- 
rare hear-jund the usshuppy victims of his 
cruelty were a second time literally toru 
asunder. 



SoutlC Carolina. A further investiga- 
tion of the late insurrectionary plot of the 
blacks is going on — seven or eight more 
have been found guilty and senten- 
ced to death; but their piinisinnent has^ 
been commuted to perpetual banishment 
from the U. States. If any of them should 
return, they are to be executed on the 
Friday following their apprehension.

It appears that some of the advocates 

Slayerj in Kentucky and Missouri are 
getting exeessively alarmed at the pro- 
gress of the liberal principles of freedom 
and justice in the South western States.

They dread the idea of an ex- 
posure of their usurpations, and a cur- 
tailment ef the privileges thsy have de- 
rived therefrom; and they tremble in the 
expectation that the Liou of American 
despotism will be overcome by tiiose in- 
fant Hercules's the Emancipators. The 
principles of Universal Liberty, like the 
«eluge of old, will yet overwhelm the 
9orruptions in the political world; and 
the miserable sons of avarice will lose 
^leir influence as did a greater part of 
Dur antedeluvian ancestors their exis- 
tence. The probability of this is becom- 
ing more and more apparent. In most 
parts of Christendom, Public Opinion 
has long been tainted with the ulcerous 
gangrene of superstitioua foUy and feu- 
dal wickedness, but yielding to the reno- 
vating iaflu?>Bce cf virtue and apostolic 
purity, its march will be with power, and 
tyranny and oppression, whatever shape 
they may assume, must vanish before it.

truction of a great portion of the ppodUc«» 
tive industry ( e ) of our country. This 
being the case, the only safe cc-urss ts 
pursued in this exigency, is very ©bvious. 
Let them be enlightened first, (/) that 
they may be fitted for becoming useful 
members ol the community t» which 
i^agr ^st^. eventaaUy b^bn^: whi^l^ ^ nt 
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Opinion, ought to be as far iremoved as 
j5ossible from their present residence; 
and then transport them gradually to 
the coast of Africa, which there is no 
doubt is the most proper place for their 
future location. As freemen, in the true 
sense of the word, they could never ex- 
ist an these states. Although the law 
might gi ve them the righ', custom would 
tvjihhoid k from them, (g) and they could 
not enjoy the same advantages, nor as- 
pire to tne same privileges, \viik regard 
io their eligibility in office and standing 
in society, as the whites. 

We have been led thus to give our 
views on this subject, by some remarks 
in the ' Abolitioh Inteljigencerf' accusing 
MS of approbating a writer destitute of 
* candor and mora! honesty;' we would 
inform our fellow editor, thai the writer 
of ' Non Emancipator' was merely a 
transient person, (h) and has long since 
left this place, and therefore may not 
hare the pleasure of perusing his re- 
marks. We are not prepared to say 
rf hether his charges against the Intelli- 
gencer are well founded or not, as we 
have seen only one number of that pa- 
per; but in our humble opinion, some of 
„ Mr. Crow's positions are as untenable as 
any of *Non Emancipator's;' Mr. Crow 
says, * that the proud spirit of man in 
them (the olaves) is broken,' and asks, 
' has he the unblushing assurance to de- 
ny the fact.' Yes, we think he can with 
propriety deny it, and assert that they 
never did possess any such spirit, and a 
little acquaintance with them will con 
vince any unprejudiced person their ac- 
liorjs proceed • from very base motives, 
and that they have very little of that 
just pride which they should possess, (i) 
He triumphantly exclaims, 'the benign 
and heaven born religion of our favored 
land gives no countenance to such con- 
duct;" that is, we suppose, to holding 
sla'ves. If this modern oracle consults 
his bibl.e, he will find many passages, 
v/hich if they do not directly atlvocate 
slavery, will abundantly prove it was ex- 
tensively practised by the chosen people 
of God, and that even the writers of the 
i^i-'.¥ X^istaaitent exhorted 'servants/ a 
word which, wh6n used by them in the 
sense we have quoted it, always signiiied 
slaves (k) "to be obedient to thein that 
are your masters, according to the flesh." 
Thcsi; are the words of the pious, learn- 
ed and eloquent St. Paul, written at a pe- 
riod when the condition of slaves was 



infinitely v/orse than it is now, for their 
owners then possessed the power of lite 
and death. (I) Can any rational man 
suppose that St Paul did not possess as 
much genuine compassion for their de- 
plorable situatioHj as sny of these modern 
pretenders to superabundant humanity? 
yet he was contented fo take things as 
he found them, {ni) and incited every one 
to a faithful discharge of the duties of 
that situation in life in which they had 
been placed by Divisie Providence. Had 
he been an emancipator of the stamp of 
Lundy, Crow and ivthers, his language- 
would have been, "lyi; ye disobedient to 
them fhat are your masters, for they have

NOTES Aim REMARKS. , 

«. Nothing 5s more common than for 
those to be charged with enthusiasm who 
endeavour to expose and eradicate the 
corruptions and abuses in society, espe- 
cially if they shew any, degree of activi- 
ty and use proper exeriion« to effect their 
object. From the day of Nimrod down 
to the prpsent moment, there has exist- 
ed in the breasts of some, a disposition 
to trample on the rights of their fellow 
creatures; and in most cases, those who 
possess tlie povjer to "lord it «ver God's 
heritage," are willing to hold on to it 
while they can live' their ease, and riot 
in luxury at the v^pisnse of others, re- 
gardless of reasoji, justice, or mercy. — 
No raattci what/iVaj be the title by 
which they are distinguished, or the sta- 
tion they occupy, whether King, Prince, 
feudal Lord, or Ntgi'o Baron, the obser^ 
vation will hold goou with all of them. 

b. This acknowledgment comes with 
a very ill grace from one who volunteers 
himself as the champion and advocate of 
slaveholders and slaVe-dealers; and the 
sequel of the paragraph plainly shows 
that he is anxious t<i Snd fault without a 
cause; for he admits that to eflfect the li- 
beration of the blrxk population, the 
same measures niust be adopted tiiat are 
recommended by the advocates of emsn- 
cipation generally. 

c. Why thenj^iu the nam« of com- 
mon sense, are the slaves in our country 
kept in ignorance? 

d. Nobody urges an ''immediate'^ li- 
beration of the slaves. The friends of 
emancipation recommend the gradual 
abolition of the system. — The frequent 
repetition of the insinuation serves to

— So says our 
declaration of independence. But there 
is no necessity for multiplying observa- 
tions on thi^ head. Any person conver- 
sant with history can at once perceive 
the weakness and futility of such argu- 
ment. We, yes, WE, have derived our 
knowledge of the arts and sciences from 
the blacks. And altho they make a 
sorry appearance among us, a majority 
of slaveholders need not be told how the 
"proud spirit of man may be broken," or 
even how he may be degraded to a 
level with the brute creation. Touching 
that point, they could easily furnish us 
with lessons of instruction; 

k. There ia nothing which appears more 
odious and disgusting to the mind 
of a Christian and a Philanthropist, than 
an attempt to wrest the Sacred Scrip 
tures to suit the unholy purposes of the 
advocat'^.s of oppression. I boldly assert 
that neither this writer nor any other 
can find a gincle passage 5n the New Tes- 
tament that will justify the belief that 
any who were instrumental in teaclnng 
its doctrines ever countenancc;d the 
crime of perpetual slavery^ and further, 
I unhesitatingly challenge him to produce 
facts to substantiate his argument. 

/. Infinitely worse than it is bow!" 
This is morally imposBibie; for in many 



paitsof our country there is nothing to 
prevent the master from exercising a 
degree of rigor which extorts every thing 
but life; and even in case of actual mur- 
der, there have been frequent instances

71. Thankee. — But my friend, thee 
will get no fee for putting such language 
as this in our mouths, for it is sucb 
as we have never been willing to utter. 
To say the least of it, the attempt to palm 
such sentiments upon usi betrays a wan* 
ton and malignant disposition, to misre- 
present our thoughts and actions, and is 
best treated by a silent contempt. Some 
little allowance must however be snade 
for the delicate situation of the advo- 
cates of slavery. Owing to the badness of 
their cause, they are under the necessity 
of imputing to the friends of emancipa- 
tion motives which they have ever dis- 
claimed, or they would no grounds 
for argument.

States, hypocrites, 
for you are like unto whiteu sepulchres, 
■which indeed appear beautiful without, 
but are within full of dead men's bones, 
and all uncleanliness. Woe unto you, 
for yf! lade men with heavy burdens, and 
grieveous tn be borne, bat yeyourselvCvS 
touch hot the burdens with one of your 
little fingers. 

Objection. But it is said slaves are 
6ur property, guaranteed by law. 

To the antecedent part of this asser- 
tion, I answer, that cannot be, for tliis 
very sufficient reason: thev are men, and 
''all men are by nature tree." Justice 
ea'inot have uiade them your property, 
for justice they ' 've not oSFended. Nei- 
ther can c aeiigion; for slavery isin- 
tonsistcni. with her heavenly disposition: 
Whenever can rivet the fetters of a slave. 
' On the contrary, within her happy do- 
minions:, beholri him clothed in the gar- 
ments of humility, his countenance beam- 
-Jng with Jove, breaking the heavy yoke, 
and saying to tiie oppressed go free.'— 
There the shackles of slavery fall. There 
4be wound of tyranny is healed. There 
Ibe reign of usurpation ceases. In short, 
•there man is permitted to walk with 
eountenahce erect, and receive his Cre- 
ator's benediction of liberty and equality. 
^w^But would you behold a complication oj" 
jnjustjee, tyranny, heathenism, pride, 
criminal incest, and unrestrained pas- 
sions, on the one hand, and of degra- 
dation« ignorance, and wretchedness 
the raost abject, on the other, turn 
your eyes to yonder despots riyiting their 
iieliish shackles on the sable sons of the 
forid regions; and rioting on the fruits 
«>f their brother's toil; wrested from them 
by laws,. the injustice of which was ne- 
ver excel Ifcd, even in the, darkest ages of 
■psgan idolatry or Popish superstition. — 
They arc guara)iteed to us by law. This 
18 admitted. ' But they are laws against 
Bature, reason, justiee, and Christianity. 
l<a^s,DOtpf right, but of power. Laws, 
founded on u?}urpation,and supported by 
tyranny. Arid it is believed ti> be an in- 
'St)nti overtibIe truth, that just so far as 
the IflWfe enacted 'by highwaymen to se- 
'•ciirc the property procured by rapine & 
'■^luadgr^ pre justjiiable, juat so far are 



those by which man is made n slave* 
tnnded upon fundamental principles and 
consistent with our declaration of rights* 
Objection. But they are ours by coii- 
ti-act and fair purchase. 

Ah, indeed! did not yoa lose a horse 
some time since? Yes, he was stolen out 
of my stable, taken about fifty miles and 
sold to a gentleman as a match horse, for 
one hundred and forty dollars. . Then I 
suppose you got him again. Upon my 
word if he had notgiven him up he shoultl 
have smoked for his pains. And perhaps' 
justly too. But you doubtless paid the 
gentletnan his one hundred and forty 
dollars again, INot I, indeed. Though, 
to do him justice, I believe he had no 
suspicion the horse was stolen; still he 
%va3 my property, and as such he became 
accountable, and must seek his redress 
from the person of whom the purchase 
was made. Do you think the gentlemara 
was entirely innocent? Undoubtedly. I 
dare not harbour any other thought^ tho' 
he might perhaps have acted rather im- 
prudently, in making too ha.sty a pur- 
chase. Very probabiy: but do you not 
hold life, liberty,and thepursuitof happi- 
ness, to belong natisraly to every snan» 
and that they cannot justly be takea 
from him, except as a forfeiture for some 
crime, or by his own consent?* Most cer- 
tainly I do: deny him these, and you 
degrade him to a level with brutes, sub- 
ject to become th« servile drudge eve- 
ry petty tyraat that may please to act 
the lordling over him. W eli which right 
are we .tp consider most sacred, that 
v.'hich proceeds immediately from the 
hand of Heaven, or that which is acquir- 
ed? It must be the former, seeing it can- 
not be bartered or transferred to another^ 
but the latter may be sold, given away, 
or thrown into public stock, for the ben- 
efit of the community. Now yon are 
certainly.aware that the right ot proper- 
ty in the horse, is acquired, but the right 
which the negro has to his liberty is con- 
ferred upon him from his earliest infancy: 
it is his by birthright, his by nature, and 
his by the will of Omnipotence. Uponi 
your own principle then, horse thefi is 
not so culpable as man stealing. The 
horse thieftakes the man's property; but 
you siaveholders take the man. He steals 
for himself; you employ others to steal' 
for you. He t&kesJ the property of ano- 
ther, land sells it as his own; you hold 
your own offspring in slavery lor life, or 
seU thera to jbur accompUces iii inifitt?- 
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tj. He acts in direct violation of the 
laws of the knd, and subjects hiinself, if 
Mken, to its peaaltiet; you render man 
s brute, and enact laws to give, a sane- 
tion to ^our uniiallowed work. He, in 
practising his netarious designs, renoun- 
ses all claim to morality or the endear- 
ingname of Christian; you hypocritical- 
ly profess to conform to the doctrines 
and spirit of the gospel, and bow before 
the throne of a God, who we arc assured 
is of purer eyes than to behold iniquity, 
with any degree of appfobauonj auu who 
when the foolish virgins cry, Lord! Lorfll 
©pen unto us, will declare, "though you 
save prophscied in ray name^ and in my I 
aaine done many wonderful works, yet l\ 
linowyou not,departfrom meye v/orkers 
©f iniquity," Hence, though you justly 
execrate the horse thief,' and heap upon 
biia the penalties of the law, yet, upon a 
fuir comparison your conduct is as much 
»of3e than his, as the glimmering of the 
small star is less brilliant than the lustre 
of the uiid night moon. 

**0h then, how blind to all that ^truih re- 
quires.

Endeared Sister: 

My attention is continual- 
ly kept awake to the novelties that stir- 
jround me, and the various objects that 
present themselves to my notice, alFord 
a v/ide field for busy and anxious thought; 
nor are the notions of many of the popu- 
lar prefessors of religion, of these times, 
among the least of the items, which ex- 
cite my astonishment, and animadversion. 
By continuing bo long amongst the pro- 
fessing christians, noticed in some of my 
Ibrmer communications, i have formed 
an acquaintance with several of rhem of 
different characters, and of different no- 
tions, respecting what is justifiable, and 
what is not, ia the Uvea and conduct of 
diristians. 

Among my late acquaintaacea, not the 
least congpicuou8,is EcctnsiAaTicus In- 
jusTiTiA, who is a zealous propagatce of 
what he tef ras, the doctrines of the Gos- 
jeK F.SCLESIA9TI0US is a slaveholder, 
mough he acknowledge^ slaveholdingto 
fets wrep^ Jind tl\at skvet^ is a crimej 



but palliates his otfence by pleading 
difficulty of freeing them, baiter the pre- 
sent existing laws — by comfortable ac- 
commodations afforded to them and bj ' 
promising to liberate them, by Will, at hie 
death. He has so far quieted his con- 
science thfoiigh the medium of these pal*- 
liatives, that in his public exhibitions, he 
frequently exults in the happy prospect- 
of himself, and his slaves, with multitudea' 
of others, in the like situation, "all get- 
ting to heaven together;" but \i!hether h® 
has uaticipatcu n tcitcheti ipf the blacks 
in that happy region, or not, I have ne- 
ver yet heard him say. If EcclesiashcuS 
would but seriously consider that he i§ 
living in an acknowledged sin, he cer* 
tainly would have more reasons t^>r en* 
tertainiug doubts, than hopes of thai 
blissful event. There appears to be 
something quite paradoxical in the no- 
tions of friend JRcclesiasticuSi—'he ko^ 
knowledges slave holding to be a 8i% 
and yet he lives in the daily act of what, 
he condemns; nor does he intend to put 
away his sin, until heqan live no longes" 
in it; when the same obstructions to ift 
will stand in the way then, as do now, & 
when palliatives will no longer be abl® 
to assauge the guilt of a man whose lim- 
it is, that men must be saved from sin, 
in life, or not at all!' 

. if slave holding be wrong or sin, theii. 
it is an unholy thing; and as nothing 
that is unholy or unclean can enter into 
heaven, how can Ecciesinsticns, who lives 
in an unholy act, expect to find admit- 
tance io a holy region, with, or without 
hisslaveSf till he is purified from his un- 
holiness, which cannot take place but in 
his life time, (upon 'his »wn principles) 
nor then, until ho has brokca olf his sin 
by righteousness^ in restoring the right 
of freedom to those from'whom he is now 
withholding it? I am afraid that Ecclt' 
siasticus pays more attention to his tern, 
poral interests, in all his religious profes- 
StionSj, than lie does ts his spiritual; and 
that he is less concerned for tre rights of 
man, than he is for the accumulation ot" 
Vi?ealth; otherwise, in his circumstancs, 
he might convey his slaves to sofiie place, 
where" he could emancipate them without 
detriment, and settle them comfortably 
for life, even upon their own past earaW 
ings. 

It Ecclesiasticus had not acknowledge 
ed slaveholding to be acrnne, the iricouii 
sistency of his profession and practice;. ' 
had aet been so glsringf, but to coBi^3§T " 
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that he is h'ving in an act of injustice, 
v/hich he does not intend to Cl^^se from 
till death, when it shall be out of his pow- 
er to be unjust any. longer, discovers a 
snind tinctured with insanity, or under 
the influence of some fatal delusion! It 
appears to me that he is a secret senti- 
aiental slave holder, and acts the hypor 
erite, by saying that slavery is a crime, 
to gain the esteem of a p irty, or else that' 
he 18 ginning against the dictates of his 
own conscience, and is promising him- 
self heaven upon — —no body knows 
what foundation! If either of these be 
his situation, what sort of a leader of the 
people must he be? or what kind of a 
christian is he to be a pattern for others 
to follow?—. Will thoy not both fall into 
the ditch ? 

If A'ccfesiflsft«« secretly believes that 
the act of slave holding is justifiable, and 
that he can support it upon Gospel prin- 
ciples, what need of his dissembling?— If 
alave holding be according to the trutli 
and design ot Gospel religion; if it be 
honest; if it be just; if it be pure; if it be 
lovely; if it be of good report as a pious 
practice; and if it be a virtuous, and a 
praise worthy thing in the sight of God, 
Angels, and good men, as the Apostle 
enjoins on all christians to attend to, as 
£ final injunction,* thea why should 
he, or anjF other man, emancipate his. 
slaves at his death, or at any other time 
previous loit, seeing that the more chris- 
tian virtues he possesses, and the great- 
er number of slaves he has, the more 
conspicuous will be his works of righte

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The subject ot slavery 53 the more aw- 
ful, as it involves thousands of men and 
women in a dilemma, as it respectsFboth 
temporal and eternal things, and from 
which the difficulty of extrication increa- 
ses by continuance or repetition:— The 
sin of oppression, with all its aggravated 
circumstances of example, and. unjust 
domination, with their concomitants, de- 
scends from sire to son, from one generati- 
on to another; whilst ,on the part of the op- 
pressed, illegal subjugation, privations 
innumerable, a state of entire vassalage, 
and ignorance unparalleled, continue 
from age' to age in hopeless succession! 
But if these things had their final termi 
nation in this life, the case, though hard, 
would not be so painful; butwlienitis 
reflected that their consequences extend 
beyond the grave, what mind can remain 
unimpressed? — To the sin of injt^stice 
in withholding a fellow mortal's right 
from him, to have added, the sin of impe- 
rious iand despotic usage, personal abuse 
and insulting language", and other cnorr 
mities consequent on slave holding; with 
the influence of these evil examp^les on 
the minds of the rising generations who see 
them; and also on the slaves themselves, 
may have the pernicious effect of sinking 
them down into more horrid habits of 
vice, than the uninfiucuced corruptions 
of nature would attempt, and so both the 
one and the other come to be ingulphed 
in confirmed wickedness here, and in 
perdition hereafter! That there is a pos- 
sibility of both masters and slaves get- 
ting to hell together, I agree; but ot the 
possibility of "both masters and slaves 
all getting to heaven together, is with me, 
§ doubtful case!!! 

That the subject may be duly consid- 
ered by men, and weighed in the balance 
of their minds, divested of prejudice and 
self interest, is the desire of your affecti- 
onate brother. .

<An tStddress to the Inhabitants of Eu- 
rope, on the Iniquity of the Slave 
irade^ issmd by the neiigious So&U' 
tyof Friends, commonly called Qua- 
kers, in Great BritUin and Ireland. 

(Copied from a pamphlet lately publish- 
ed in England.) 
Many years have now elapsed since 

the attention of the" Religious Society of 

Friends, commonly called Quakers^ was

Trader Such was the conviction of its 
iniquity, that it was felt to be a duty to 
represent to all in the same religious pro- 
fession, the sufferings to which the na- 
tives of Africa were subjected, by being 
forcibly torn from their native soil, and 
condemned to cruel bondage on a 
shore. 

The Society proceeded further: un- 
der a sense cf the enormity of the cri;ae, 
a regulatio:. vds made upwards of sixty 
years ago, which has continued in force 
unto the present time, that those who 
persisted in "the unrighteous traffic in 
Negroes;"* after pains had been taken to 
convince them of their error, shoyld no 
longer be considered as its member.— 
And as such as are in religious connexion 
with us, have been uniformly warned not 
to partake of the gain of oppression, not 
to defile themselves vvith any profits a- 
rising from this species of injustice, we 
trust that we shall obtain full credit 
when we alledge, that we have no com. 
mercial or political end whatever to an- 
swer, by thus advocating the causa of the 
oppressed. We plead on the simple but 
firm basis of Christian principle. 

In common with many virtuous & be- 
nevolent characters of our own nation, 
we felt it to be a Christian duty, to aid 
in diffusing among our fellow country- 
men information on the horrors of the 
trade; and in soliciting our government 
to pass a law, for the termination of a 
coramercCj at once barbarous and iniqui- 
tous. And y/e participated- in feelings 
ot joy on beholding that, notwithstanding 
there were great and numerous obstacles 
in the outset, and in the progress, of the 
work of humanity, the sense of the great 
bulk of the inhabitants of these Islands 
vvas so clearly seen and yielded to by 
our Rulers, that this stain on our nation, 
al character was ultimately effaced, ia 
1807, by an act of the Irish Legisla- 
ture;— many of the members of which 
; not only acknowledge the injustice of the 
trade^ but nobly and successfully united 
their unwearied efforts to hasten its flup« 
pression. 

"We have rejoiced to hear that the i"cs= 
pective Governments of those countries 
whose subjects are still implicated in 
the tf afiic, have proceeded so far as they 
: have hitherto done towards its aboUtioisj- 
but we have learned with deep regret 
and sorrow, that it is still pursued to &

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great ario truly lamentable extent, and 
that und'jr circumstances of aggravated 
cruelty, by the subjects of those very 
powers. Wehear that numerous vessels 
J are still hovering along the shores of Af- 
' ricas to procure cargoes of human beings, 
and transport thenfi to distant lands, 
whence they are designed never to re- 
turn. In fact we hear, and that from 
•Undoubted authority, that the trade whicli 
the Congress of Vienna in 1814 pronoun- 
ced io be "the. desolation of Att ica, the 
degradation of Europe, and the afflicting 
scourge of hun^ nity," has been carried 
on with increased eagerness in the course 
of last year. 

It is under the influence of Christian 
love and good vili, that we are now en- 
gaged to express our interest on behalf 
of this injured people. In thus introdu- 
clog ourselves to the notice of our Conti- 
nental neighbors, \re feel that we need 
not offer any apology, considering them 
as our brethren, as the children of one 
■universal Parent, as fellow professors, of 
a hi-Uef in one and the same merciful Sa- 
viour. The same feelings winch lead us 
to consider the natives of Fri^nce, of 
Spain, of Holland, of Portugal, asid of 
the other nations of Europe, as our bre- 
thren, induce us to extend thisendearinji 
appeiiation to the inhabitants of Africa. 
Our heavenly Father has made of one 
blood all nations of men that dwell upsu 
the face of the earth; and vte are all the 
objects of that great redemption, which 
comes by our iLord and Saviour Jesus 
Clhrist. And although the kindreds of 
the earth are divided into distinct com- 
munities and nations, we are all bound 
one unto another by the ties of love, of 
brotherly kindness and compassion. But 
the nations of Europe are unitwl by an 
additional bond. To them has been 
granted a blessing, which has not hith- 
erto been enjoyed by the greater part of 
the natives of Africa; this blessing, this 
iavaluable treasure is the Bible, in which 
is contaiaed the record of the Gospel of 
Christ. 

Permit us then, as fellew professors of 
the Cristian name, to remind you of the 
complicated iniquity of ihe Slave Trade. 
Possessed ot a superior force, which he 
has acquired' by a greater knowledge of 
the dreadful arts of naval and military 
nvarfare,the Slave trader visits the coasts 
oif unoffending Africa. He employs his 
|;gent9 to tear her inhabitants fn>fn their 
cMixUy, tikeir families, and their friendaj 
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to burn their villages, and ravage their 
fields; to spread terror and dessolatioa 
through theiT peaceful dwellings. He 
foments wars between neighbouriuc 
chieftains in order to supply himself witE 
their subjects, the victims of his avarice. 
Having thus either stolen or bought h'm 
fellow men, who are equally with him- 
self entitled to thieir liberty, and ofvvhicU 
he possesses no right whatever to de- 
prive them, he hurries them to the vesse! 
tliat may be "waiting in some adjoining 
creek, to receive the objects of his cruel- 
ty; or he chains them with iron fetterr 
or loads thorn with heavy yokes, & drives 
fhem like the beasts of the field to the 
sliorcs. There new distresses await 
fhem; they are violently conveyed on 
board the ships stationed to receive them, 
stoned beside each other like bales of 
goods, and conveyed across the Atlantio 
to the place of their destination. The 
horrors of this passage cannot be ade- 
quately desciibed even by those who 
have been wiineases af thens. Faint, thena 
nsyst be the idea we can form of the cit- 
uation of upwards of three hi^nured be- 
ings, in a comparatively small" vessel, 
each limited to so narrow a space, that 
itofteo happens they cannot lie oy their 
Oacks. — Here they are subjected to mis- 
erable reflections — for the power of re- 
3eciion in commoti with us they undoubt- 
iy possess— on the past, the present, and 
the future. Tiieir shrieks, and crie8,and 
groans, ought to be sufficient to excite 
pity in the hardest heart. Arbitrary, 
cruel power is often exercised to ju event 
tliose attempts at insurrection, to which 
their situation prompts them. And such 
is their state of desperation, that they are 
often ready to have recourse to suicide. 
The noxious and pestilential effluvia, that 
arise from their close confinement be- 
tween decks, (which are often not more 
than three feet apart,)or from the illness of 
their compattions, produce loss of appe- 
tite, disease, and in many instances suf- 
focation, and other distressing forms of 
death. And here let us bear in mind, 
that ti'.ese cruelties are practised in vio- 
lation of the laws of many of the nations 
of Europe, and that the ^lave dealers in 
their attempts to ciude the operations of 
the law, have recourse to fresh acts of 
oppression to accomplish their wickecj 
designs. 

When released from, their Horrible pri- 
son, tlw surviving slaves are exposed toj 
sale like cattle> and consigned ify 
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their days in the loss of liberty, far sep- 
arated from their nearest earthly ties, 
Snd expnsed to such acts of domineering 
violence, as a capricious master or his de- 
]),jiKlent5 may be disposed to exercise. — 
h-\'c\\ is the cruelty practised upon thou- 
sands and tens of thousiuids of innocent 
su}p3i-ers, not by men who might attempt 
to pfiiliate their conduct on the plea of 
retiiliatiug injuHc-s; but by those who, 
when they themselves are enjoying the 
blessing of liberty, when the couiTorts of 
social life are wiihin their reach, leave 
their native land for the sake ol sordid 
gain, and spread deso'ation, distress, & 
raiKery, a*nong'st a people who have ne- 
ver injured them. May (he nations of 
Europe consider in time the awful con- 
Ce<]|uence8 that await such accumulated 
gudt! 

The'argumenis of ihe Christian, like, 
the religion from which they are derived, 
are plain and simple, but they are in 
themselves invincible. The Gospel of 
our Lertl Jesus Gisrist is a system of 
peace, of lovej of mercy, and of good will. 
Tise Slave Trade is a system ol fraud & 
rapine, of violence and cruelty. The 
Author of our Salvation, when he took 
\apon him our nature, set us a perfect ex- 
omple of piety and virtue, lie went a- 
bout doin^ good to the bodies and souls 
of men. He taught his disciples that the 
evil dispositions and passions of men are 
not to be indulged, but that they are to be 
restrained by the power of his Spirit act- 
ing upon his soul. His parables teach 
us the happy eftects of a religious life. — 
His miraculous cures bespeak a tender 
compassion for the sufferings and atUic- 
tions of man. His discourses inculcate 
diainterested, genuine humanity, The 
man who traffics in the lives and liberties 
of his fellow-beings, goes forth to gratify 
the malevoilent passions of selfishness &, 
avarice; he does violence to all the tender 
feelings of humatiity, and spreads around 
him distress and terror, — Our blessed 
Redeemer has tauglit ua pure, impartial 
uslice, in this plain, but most imcortant 



anguage,"AU things whatsoever ye would 
that nnen should do to you. do ye even so 
to them."* The Slave Trade*!', in open 
violation of this injunction, acts towards 
others in a way which he would use eve- 
ry means i'l his power to resist, if it w ere 
practised upon him. He is indeed guil- 
ty of the greatest injustice; he deprives 
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his fellow men 0} their liberty, that 
of heaven which is estimated as the great 
est of civil blessinf^s; and which is the 
natural, and, (whilst we are not distur- 
bing the peace and tranquility of our 
neighbours,) the unalienable right of the 
whole human race» And here w& woulii 
observe that as the practice itaejf is clf ar- 
ly unjust, it cannot be warranted by any 
commerciuv-considerations, Tiiat which 
is morally wrong cannot be politically 
ri^ht. And our benolicent Cre .toe has 
wisely ordered that our duty and uur in- 
terest should be intimately combined; — 
and it is contrary to his gracious purpose 
that gain atjd advantage should be sought, 
by one part of his rational creation, frous 
the distress and^tffi^rnng ofanother. 

It has been ailedged by sense, that the 
natives of Africa are a race of beings in- 
terior to ourselves. If the intellectual, 
powers of the present inhabitants of Eu- 
rope are more vigorous than theirs, thej \ 
should ever consider with thankfulness • 
the means by which they have riseti t» 
their state of mental energy, if, in the 
inscrutable ordei iogs of his {>ivine Pro- 
vidence, that Being who is all power- 
ful, and all-wise, has accelerated the dif- 
fusion of moral and religious knowlcdgs 
through tills quarter of the globe, are we 
not showing oar ingratitude for ihe bles-- 
sing bestowed upon us, by acts of cruelty 
and oppression to them? But is not* 
their conduct iinder the sufferings t© 
which they are subjected, a proof that 
they possess the common feelings of hu^ 
manityf Our intercourse vvith theui, 
and the authentic reports of tnivcllera, 
clearly show that they are capable of 
kindness, sensibility and gratitude; that 
they can make improvement«i in the arts 
of agriculture and mechanics, and that 
they can adopt wise and just regulations 
for the good order of society. 

It has also been maintiiined by sonie^s 
that weare ju.stified in forcing the inhab- . 
itants of Africa from their native soil, t® 
make them acquainted with the bltss- 
\n$s of Christianity. To those we would 
reply — The Divine Founder of our reli- 
gion used no endeavours to compel his 
hearers to accept his doctrine, or to obey 
his precepts — Even the Jews, who ha'^ 
been the peculiar objects of Almighty 
protection, who had, through many suc- 
cessive generations, partaken of the !;pe- 
cial care of God, were not to be loi ced to 
accept the blessings of the gospel. To 
■?thefa its gronaisesvvere offered, '& whe.a 
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by that nation they were rejected, the 
♦Saviour of the worUJ, even when enume- 
rating tlieir sins and transgressions, so 
far from employing any compulsory pow- 
er, pronounced this pathetic lamentation: 
"Oh Jerusalem, hoxv often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as 
a hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would n6t."t Ka is our 
Lord and Master: lie is the great Head 
of the Christian Cljurch: His precepts 
and his examples are equally obligatory 

pon all his true disciples, in aii ages & 
all countries.. If we follow them, in 
e meekness and lowliness which he 
taught, under the influence of his Spirit, 
we shall be happy here, and happy here- 
after; but if, bearing his name, & calling 
ourselves his disciples, even though we 
profess to be teaclving his doctrine — if we 
reject his example, and violate his pre- 
cepts, in the presence of those who have 
not, like ourselves, been partakers of liie 
outward knowledge of the gospel, awful 
and fearful will be our future condition. 

The nations of Earope owe indeed a 
heavy debt to Africa. Instead of impro- 
ving the opportunity of their comm.ercial 
intercourse with that unoffending people 
to exemplify the excellence of the Chris- 
tian religion by the kindness of their con- 
duct, and the purity of their morals; — 
instead of endeavoring to convey to 
them a knowledge of those exalted views, 
of that increase of temporal happiness, 
which the spirit of Christianity produces, 
many of them have gone forth to plun- 
der and to ravage, to spread desolation 
and terror, to practice injustice and cru- 
elty in their most odious forms; and thus 
have caused the name of Christ to be 
blasphemed among the Gentiles through 
them. 

We appeal to all who have felt that 
iove of their country which is inherent 
in our nr»ture; who can appreciate the 
blessings and enjoyments of social life; 
who can form an estimate of the endear- 
ing relation of parents and children, of 
brothers and sisters, of husband and vyite. 
We entreat all torefiecton the violation 
of those feelings which is now practised 
on the Continent of Africa; to cultivate 
in their minds from day to day, and fi'om 
year to year, sentiments of pity for those 
unhappy sufferers;— to embrace every 
opportunity of advocating their cause a- 
mong their neighbours, with Christian

firmness and love; and to obtain and dif- 
fuse correct information on the nature 
and extent of the traflic, by every means 
in their power, and in such a way as be- 
comes the subjects of a Christian govern- 
ment. The performance of acts of kind- 
ness and love to otiiers is permitted by 
oisr great Creator, in his unmerited mer- 
cy, to bring an immediate reward;— re- 
ward of such intrinsic value, that it be- 
comes a strong incentive to further deeds 
of benificcnce (§* humanity.— Surely then 
an attempt to rescue our feliow-men from 
tl»e most cruel and distressing sufferings, 
is a pursuit worthy of our unweariedi es- 
ertions, not only as our duty, but from 
the satisfaction which it may itself afford. 

We hope that none will be disheartened 
from doing their utmost in this good 
cause, troKi the thought that their efforts 
will be of little avail. No one knows, 
let his station be ever so obscure, let his 
sphere of action be ever so limited, what 
may be the result of his persevering at- 
attempts in the cause. of justice and mer- 
cy. Great events have often followed 
what appeared to be but small and unim- 
portant beginings. And we earnestly 
entreat those, whose influence may be 
more extensive, to iose no time, to nes- 
lect no opportunity of pleading a cause, 
in which the happiness and comfort of aa 
incalculable number of our fellow men, 
are most deeply involved. 

If the foregoing should be read by any 
who are employed in this cruel traffir,we 
would suggest to these a few reflections. 
Vv'e feel, whilst thus attempting to des- 
cribe the miseries which vou are infiict- 
inj;, that you also are our !)rethren — that 
although we view your actions with in- 
dignation & abhorrence, you are the ob- 
jects of our tender pity. As we are be- 
lievers in a future state of rewards and 
punishments, we would warn you la 
Christian love of the awful termination 
of that course of wickedness which you 
are pursuing. Our Lord, our righteous 
Judge declared, "Blessed are the merci- 
ful, for they shaU obtain mercy;"~what 
then will become of the unmerciful and 
cruel? in the same most excellent dis- 
course, he uttered this solemn sentence: 
"With what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again." What then 
will be the portion of those who have 
meted out cruelty, distress, and sorrow, 
to the innocent and unprotected? 

The voice ot reason and justice, the 
voice of humanity and religioii, prociaims 
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that tha Slave Trade is an iniquity of 
the deepest die. May the friends of the 
abolition cf this abominable traffic, where- 
ver, they are scattered, combine their ef- 
forts in this righteous cause — ^.may their 
energy and alacrity be in proportion to 
theenorm'ity of the evil — may their pa- 
tience and perseverance be in proportion 
to thedifiiculties which they have to en- 
counter; and may the laborers increase 
tintil the trade be eradicated from the 
face of the earth! 

May it please the Almighty Parent of 
the universe to hasten the period of its 
estirpatioDj & by this &• other means to 
prepare tor the coming of that days when 
after the rising of the sun even to the go- 
ing down of the same, his name shall be 
great among the Gentiles; and in every 
place incense shall be oiiered unto his 
name, and a pure offering."

Mr. Lyle, — It is the baast ot Kentucky 
that her sons are growing opulent by 
commercial traffic;^that they are last 
surmounting the obstacles ot a misera- 
ble circulating medium, by turning it 
into stock, or other produce of this fer- 
tile country, sending them to distant 
markets, and by this means converting 
their almost worthless trash into money. 
Where nature in her whims has not 
thought it necessary to place navigable 
streams, they with the spirit of enter- 
prixe, incident to Colnmbia's free born 
sons, have found land-roads by which 
they convey their live stock to market. 
Tlxey have, heedless of difficulties, with 
their horses, their cattle, and their hogs, 
surveyed the mountains' heights, en- 
oountered the rushing torrent, endured 
the merciless pelting of the snow.hail and 
rain. And yet all this is laudable, be- 
cause commercial traffic is necessary to 
tke Very existence of civil governmsnt. 

We ^vill now turn our attention to the 
river Ohio, on whose bosom the barks 
of Kentucky float, laden with the pro- 
duce of her soil. This for b time was 
the only source of trade we had — we 
now carry it on in a very considerable 
degree. Steam Boats have been erec- 
ted, in order for the furtherance of trade/ 



to render the voyage to the lower coun- 
try more cotrvmodious and expeditious. 
This I commend, 1 admire, but whilst 
every honorable spicies of traffic is lau- 
dable, there is yot one which every, free- 
man of nice feelings, or even the com- 
mon feelings, of humanity, must look 
upon with disgusitj with abhorrence, as 
disgraceful to a land of liberty, or of ty- 
ranny — I mean the diabolical, damning, 
practice of SOUL-PEDUJ^'G, or the 
purchasing of negroes, and driving 
them like brutes to market. This is a 
kind of business commenced at first on 
a moderate scale, in Kentucky .but now 
grown so enormously as to become truly 
alarming; Oh conscience! has remorse 
totally lost its sting? Has heaven no 
lightning eternallv to blast the abomina- 
ble wretches who first introduced this 
nefarious trade? 

Having business in Paris, on Tuesday 
17th inst. f, there witnessed a scene 
more shocking to humanity than any 
tS'.at has ever come within my notice. — 
Never shall I forget the painful sensa- 
tions with which the horrid spectacle 
fiUed until the last round of time is 
run, and the universe sinks again inta 
the chaos from whence it arose. OW 
that the obliterating hand of time could 
efface the scene from my memory, for It 
waa acted iii the countiy that gave me 
birth, the land of liberty and indepen- 
dence, the boasted asylum of the misera- 
ble and oppressed! I there beheld 
ijetween seventy-five and one hun-

This was the most "unkind cut 
of all," to hoist the "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" the flag of freedom, the Eagle of 
proud America, over a set of poor un- 
happy slaves, fettered to misery, to 
despair, who. never knew Liberty, save

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The only way, we ap|>.-2iientl, of en- 
Hetingthe sympathies of such characters 
in f iTor of suffering humanity is to chati«e 
the acene. Let it be removed across 
the Atlantic. Instead of contemplating 
the subjugation of Africa's sable sons on 
the shores of America; behold the free- 
born sona of America in servile bondage 
®n thf coasts of Africa. See those no-' 
fcle and generous epirits, once the pride 
and bulwark of their country, now groan- 
ing under the yoke of slavery and smart- 
ing under the lash of the Algerine: 

Where is the cai lous wretch that can con- 
template this scene withoat emotion ? — 
Where is the obdurate heart that does 
sot burn with indignation against those 
infidel tyrants who can thus deliberately 
te-«inple on the laws of nations and on 
rights of humanity. 
Nor is this picture the production of 
fancy. Most of us recollect the byrst of 
indignation that was manifested a few 
year's since throughout the United States, 
€v@m Maine toGeorgia against the Burba- 
rj powers by whom our unfortunate tars 
were kept in bondage. Aud we say that 
that indignation was laudable. It was 
tlie language of nature, unawed by pawer 
—It was the language of free men.

Africans OQ the coast of America. You 
tell me that there is a very wide differ-

■where is the American that would have 
Ijcen willing to abandon his country to 
perpetual, slavery, them aad their oflT- 
spring upon cojidition that they should 
fee hunianely treated b" their masters? 

Sut maltitudes are roady to rise up 
and indfignantly tell as that there is a 
Eaucb greater cause of difference — "That 
l^e Afrjcafts are black — a demonstra- 
iiea that they were intended to be slaves 
for the whites." Slere again we see the 
prejudice of edycation, far there is surc;

See the great progress ' 
of light and civilization and benevolence 
during that period! With wljat resplen- 
dence may we not anticipate they will 
shine, in our own beloved country, and 
throughout the world, in the course ot 
twenty years to come. And with these 
prospects in view, may we not fondly 
hope, that ere longri)e foul and degrad- 
ing blot of slavery shall be purged from 
our national escutchi on; when the uni- 
ted voice of wise and good men shall no 
more be heard upbraiding us as unjust 
and inconsistent. 

We exhort you all to continue with 
unwearied diligence, in seeking for jus- 
tice in behalf of those persons, who are 
illegally held in bondage, or are sold to 
the inhuman slave ti-ader, who without 
any motive but that of sordid avarice, 
carries them beyond the reach of help or 
hope. As you have opportunity, incul- 
cate on the minds of all free people of 
colour the necessity of honesty, industry 
and frugality; together with the great 
utility of education, that they may be 
fitted for the great duties of life. And 
finally, we exhort ail the members of our 
connection, that they endeavor, by pro- 
per jneans, to soften the prejudices of 
men who hastsly judge and condemn u/s; 
and by their upright conduct toward all 
men, they may put to shame the forked 
tongue of slander. 

For particulars we refer you to your 
delegates Hud to our minutes. May the 
blessing ot Alhiighty God, and ot those 
who are ready to perish be yours, now 
and for ever more, is ithe prayer of yours 
in the bonds of philanthropy.

HEROIC NEGRO. 
Greater cruelty v.as perhaps ncvet 
eTerciaed than by the Europeans to the 
negroes ot Surinam. Stedman relates, 
that nothing was more common than for 
old negroes to be broken on ihe Avheel/ 
and young ones burnt alive; and the for- 
titude with which they suftered,was equal 
to fliat of the most ardent patriot, or en-' 
thusiastic martyr. One of the fugitives, 
or revolted slaves, being brought before 
his iudaes, who had condemned him. 
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fence, he requested to be heard a few 
minutes before he was sent to execution, 
when leave being granted, he thus ad- 
dressed them: 

"I was born in Africa; while defend- 
ing my prince in battle, I was taken 
prisoner, and sold as a slave on the coast 
of Guinea. One of our countrymen, who 
sits amongst iny judges, purchased me. 
Having been cruelly treated by his over 
seer, 1 deserted and went to join the re- 
bels in the woods. There also I was 
condemned to be the slave of their chief, 
Bonas, who treated me with still more 
cruelty th<xn the whites, which obliged 
me to desert a second time, determined 
to fly from ths human species forever, 
and to pass the rest ofmy life innocently, 
and alone in the woods. I had lived 
two years ixi this manner, a prey to the 
greatest hardships and the most dreadful 
anxiety, n^erely attached to life, by the 
hope of once more seeing my beloved 
family, who are perhaps starving, owing 
to my absence. Two years of misery 
had thus passed, when 1 was discovered 
by the rangers, and brought before this 
tribunal, which now knows the wretched 
history of my life." 

This speech was pronounced with 
the greatest moderation, and by one of 
the finest negroes iu the colony. His 
master, who, as he had remarked, was 
one of his judges, unmoved by the j)a- 
thetic and eloquent appeal, made hira 
this atrocious laconic reply, 'Rascal, it is 
of little consequence to us to know what 
you have been saying; but the, torture 
shall make you confess ciriiises as biacic 
as yourself, as well as those of your de- 
testable accompr.ces." At these words, 
the negro, whose veins .seemed to s^vell 
with indignation and contempt, retorted: 
«These bands," stretching them forth, 
"have made tigers tremble, yet you daro 
to threaten me with that despicable in- 
strument! No; I despise all tho tor- 
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ments which jou can now invent, as well 
as the wretch who is about to inllicf 
them. On saying these words, he threw 
himself on the instrument, where he suf- 
fered the most excruciating torture with- 
out uttering a syllable.

I have read thy letters with attention 
im\ may ftdrntt, tliat if the itiensiuca 
therein proposed, were adopted by tliu 
ijovernment of Kn»land, it might coa- 
siHf with their best policy, and the par- 
ticular interest of the nation but wheth, 
or it wouhi tpod to brips about the tinal 
Abolition of the Slave Trade, remains a 
doubt jn my mind, nt least, in any rea- 
sonable time, if ever, so as to affnrd 
any lodress to the poor, deeply opprcs* 
■^od^ and greatly grieved Africans, -a»u 
thri." descendants, held in cruel boij*. 
doge in the British Plantations, and 
whose cries and groans no <loubt ascend 
to Heaven, imploring immediate relief^ 
wliicli i:; their just and righteous due. 

Should the proposed scheme, wjtb the 
otlier nicasures already adopted oy the 
Knglioli and American governments, in 
a course ol years, .'ut ;» jjeneral end to 
the trade, what benefit is likely to re- 
sult tlierefrom, to, the poor, oppressed 
h!::v{.'s, on the Jjritisji Pijjosiiiions in the 
Wes^ indies, and othef r.f {heir domin- 
ions, as the highest advantage contem- 
plated by the Abolition of tlie trade, is 
that tliey mii^ht not be worked quite so 
hard, in oider that they might increase-

reward, save the scanty pittance which 
barely serves to sustain life; and often 
scourered in the most brutal and unfcel- 
in<r rnanrrer for trivial offences; how could 
it be expected that under such circura* 
sf;inces tliey would "rest contented?*^ 
u\l though they are debased nearly to a, 



in iminent danger, that if it were con- 
quered by the French, the religious pri- 
vileges of the Negroes would probably 
be lost, and that the war on their part 
was entirely of a defensive nature, ha 
consented to the governor's request, and 
was accordingly armed with the Ne* 
groes. AbouTa fortnight after, a Frencht 
gquadren made its appearance in the 
bay; but being informed, it is supposed, 
by some en)issarie3, of the armed iorce 
on the island, they at-andsned their de- 
sign, and retired." 

Soon after this events, the governor* 
general of the Leeward islands sent an 
order to the Methodist missionaries, t© 
make a return of all the Negroes m. 
their societies who were able to carry 
arms. The return was accordinelxr 
made; and a great partj if not the whole 
of them, were armed for the defence Qf 
the several tslands. Suclv was the confi- 
dence which the governor-general hadia 
the loyalty of the missionaries and o^" 
their flocts. 

"The leading doctrines tatjght bjr all 
our missionaries fsay the committee) are 
the folly vvingi The eternal existence of 
God, Father, Son, and Holy Spirit ; the 
total ignorance, sinfulness, misery, and 
helplessness of man; the necessity of re- 
mission of sins, and of a complete re- 
newal of the heart in knowledge, righti- 
eousness, and tru^e holiness, after the itn- " 
age of him that created us; the infinite 
mercy and grace of God, as the only 
source of man's redemption; and the a- 
tonement made by Jesus Christ for the 
sins of the whole . worldt They coh" 
8tantl3[ afiirm, that the mediatorial work 
of Christ is the sole meritorious cause of 
salvation; that whatever subordinates 
means may bs employedi the Holy Snif. 
it is the grand and proper {"gent of the 
work of grace in the heart; that 'repent- 
ance towards God, and faith towards our 
Lord Jesus Christ, are necessary to the 
sinner's actual participation of pardofe 
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level with bi'uteSjStili there is a something 
in thena which cannot be extinguished. 
It has existed in the human breast ever 
since the day that "God created Adam." 
A Nimrod, a Nero, a Caliguia, and a 
thousand othsr^, have strove, in vaiu.to 
oradlcate it, and it ill becomes a petty 
tyrant, professing republicanism, to make 
the silly attempt. It is the intellectual 
vision—the vital spark emanating from 
l)?ity, and has its residence in the soul. 
It is connected with the body in such a 
way, that neither the inventions of earth 
«r hell can destroy it. Possessed of this, 
it is impossible for them to be reconciled 
to their abject condition. They hear, 
and understand tkem&aning, of the words 
Liberty, Freedom, &c. which are in e- 
very white man's mouth. Manyofthera 
are permitted to hear our Fourth ot July 
Orations; and some of them can sing the 



and eternal life, and that believers must 
persevere in holiness to the end of their 
days, in order that their labour may not 

ein vain in the Lord. 

Among the members ot the Methodist 
societies in the West Indies, there are 
not a few, we hope, who are sincere con- 
verts to the Christian faith, though we 
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enthusiasm among them. AH of them 
so tar as is known, fulfil with propriety 
the relative duties of life, even their own 
masters being judges; or if any occasion- 
ally transgress the rules of morality, they 
are. excfuded from the connection, at 
least after neglecting due reproof. They 
have all abandoned the practice of po- 
lygamy, the besetting; sin of the negroes; 
and the fatal innuence of Obeah, or 
witchcraft, which is ottea productive of 
most terrible mischief, among the slaves, 
is effectually destroyed wherever Christ- 
ianity prevails. As a proof of the gen- 
eral good conduct of the converts^ it is 
not unworthy of notice, that v?hen an of- 
fice whi>'.h requires trust and con&dence 
bficomes vacant," such as that of a watch- 
ifiaDi it is a usual practice with the plant- 
ers and managers to enquire for a. reli- 
gious negro to fill it. Indeed, ia Anti- 
gua, Nevia, Tortola and St. Vincent's, 
the proprietors of estates, and the other 
ifihabitants, are so fuli^'^ satisSed with 
the cond^ct of the misinonaries, and so 
sensible cf the political as well as mor- 
al and religious advantages resulting 
froi?4 their labours, that they entirely 
support the missions in these isknds by 
their voluntary coatribations," 



songs, aye, the battle songs, of Amt rican 
warriora. It would be strange indeed, if 
these thingj* should not have some effect , 
in producing discontent among them; 
and nothing can prevent its baleful ten- 
dency as long as they are denied the be- 
nefits of reiijrioijs instruction, and depri- 
ved of the inalienable rights that nature 
gave. — Hence, I consider it reasonable 
to suppose that the plot alluded to was 
extensively and deeply laid, and that 
its timely discovery, alone, prevented a 
scene of bloodshed and massacree, a? the 
bare thought of which, humanity would 
have shuddered. And I further believe, 
that there v/ill al ways be more or less of 
danger, in many parts of our country, oq 
account of the dreadful vassalage of a 
portion ol the inhabitants, until a radical 
change is effected, and the hell-bom 
monster oppression is completely exter- 
minated. It may be laid down as a masim;, 
thrt the bo^ioin of a man who has bee® 
deprived of his natural rights, is the seat 
of enmity, and that he is ever ready t® 
embrace the opportunity of revenging 
the outrage, unless he is acquainted 
with the rules of Christianity, and has 
been taught to "forgive his enemies." 

Leaving that part of the letter that is 
conlined to a faarratioa of the circum'>, 
stances, we come to a passage ot rather 
extraordinary import, and which is par- 
ticularly calculated to arrest the atten- 
tion. Speaking of the conduct ©f one 
of the conspirators, the governor says:-™ 
"Materials were abundantly furnished ia 
the seditious pamphlets brought into this 
State, by equally culpable incendiariesi 
while the speeches of the oppositionists 
in congress to the admission of Missouri, 
gave a serious and imposing effect to his 
machinations." — Here we are told that 
'^seditious pamphlets*^ have been publish- 
ed, and "incendiaries^'* employed in dis* 
tributing them. And further, that cer- 
tain speeches delivered in CougreaSj, 
(which areof course also considereifseJi- 
tious no doubt,) were made use of to 
promote the insurrection. Why did he 
not also tell us, that the Declaration of 
American Independence^ (which some 
of the Europeans think ?i horribly sedi- 
tious thing,) as well as the thousands of 
speeches, orations, -toasts and sa.'3gs,that 
are echoed and re-echoed from hill to 
hill, were used for the same purpose?—* 
'Phis was no doubt the fact; and a jparticiio 
iar passage in the venerable JeOerson'a 
Notes wa Virginia, was likewise ^erj 
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probably made use of, all of which, toge- 
ther with the writings of Franklin, Rush, 
and hundreds of others, on slavery, are 
now to be viewed as vile, "skoitious," 
and TREASONABLE!!!— But it would 
not have answered the gentleman's pur- 
pose to have brought these things into 
view. It was his desire to cast a reflec- 
tion upon some of our. Statesmen, in or- 
der to counteract the effects of their pa- 
triotic exertions relative to the Missouri 
QiipMiQiif and the occasion was so ex- 
tremely opportune that he could not let 
it pass without indulging his favourite 
wish. 

With respect to the "seditious pamph- 
lets" of which he speaks, he has not 
been sufficiently eJcplicit to enable us to 
form an idea of their character. So va- 
rious are the sentiments of different per- 
son?, that what some would viev/in that 
light, by others is frequently considered 
qii;te the reverse. That there may have 
been unwortiij persons employed in cir- 
culating mischievous publications, is pos- 
sible; but we never heard any thing of it 
until his excellency's vision was bright- 
ened by the discovery of a negro plot; 
consequently it is doubtful whether that 
occurrence did not magnify, and even 
transform certain objects, as they passed 
under his review. It may not be amiss, 
however, to observe, and I wish every 
ssne to lay it to heart, that wherever op- 
pression prevails, there will not only be 
plottings and insurrectionary effortsj but 
that there vvill also be individuals of 
daring enterprise, in other places, ready 
to embark in the work of revolution, 
whenever it may commence. Many 
will do it in the hope of enriching or ag- 
grandizing themselves, regafdless ofe- 
very tie, religious or moral, that binds 
man to man, or promotes a feeling of 
charity and brotherly love. Others will 
proceed from what they believe to be a 
senyeof duty — from a desire to uphold 
the principles of liberty; and though the 
means they, use may be in «5irect viola- 
tion of Chirstian maxims and precepts, 
still, they will reconcile it to their cm- 
sciftuces as well as they can. This state 
of tiilngs may be looked for until the 
true light of Christianity shall be more 
gsneraily slscd abroad in the hearts of 
men. When this shall be the case, the 
occasion will no longer exist; for not on- 
ly wars and fightings, but tyranny and 
oppression of every kind;, must, then 
cease.

Uometime afterwards heard to express 
IhimsaJfin his place as follows: — "The 
night beli is never heard to toll in the 
city of Richmond, but the anxious mo- 
ther presses her infant more closely t® 
her bosom." 

ft vvill be found, that notwithstanding 
"Servility long continued, debases the 
mind, and abstacts it from that energy of 
character which is fitted to great ex- 
ploits,"8till,thei omhined eSortsofsui h as 
are verging on the border of despair, and 
those instigated by motives of avance,am- 
bition, or revenge, may be productive of 
the most deplorable consequences; and it 
becomes a v/ise man to assist in taking 
measures to obviate them. This, as t 
have shewn, can only be completely ef" 
fected by a general deasemination of the 
principles of Christianity, and a final e- 
radication of the servile system.

Letter from a Female Friend in the 

State of Jfew Jersey. 
Esteemed Fkienu, 

After a long time cf silence, I am 
free to express a few of my sentiments 
to thee , respecting the cause.thou hast so 
manfully espoused; I mean the distress- 
ed condition of Africa's sable sons, so in- 
humanly treated in this boasted land of 
liberty. Freedom was its fast institu- 
tion, but how far it has deviated from 
this principle let the consciences of peo- 
ple tel l thern in the cool ot the day. 

It is a subject I can assure thee that 
lies near my heart, but which I have hi- 
therto been backward in publicly espous- 
ing, considering the little that was in mj 
power to do in it, wouid not bs v»orth 
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the attention of my fellow cifizens; and 
under these consides-ttiona I hiivc until 
now, rested satis^ed in refusing the use 
ofthe profiuce of their labours, and en- 
fljeavorin;; as opportunities ottered, to 
pf'csuadc those around me to do thesame- 
'Bni iioiv I believe the day calls for re- 
newed exertions in their cause; and as 
much as in us lies, to be instrumental in 
convincing their oppressors of their 
wrongs, and endeavoring to plate them 
in a situation, capable of making a pro- 
per use ofthe bieesina; of Freedom. But 
alas! E fear it is but little I can do for them. 

Th-ire are but few at: present in this 
section of country; yet distance does not 
deprive us of the knowledge of their 
helpless and distressed condition, nor 
extinguish those sympathetic feelings, 
Biitural to arise on beholding the discon- 
solate condition of a fellow creature, 
pining under absolute oppression.held in 
that situation by those who profess the 
name of Jesus; I say nrofe<!S, to believe 
in His doctrines who said "Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself;" yea, and 
to love our enemies, much less treat in 
an uncKfistian manner those vvho nev- 
er did us wrong. Our Saviour said,«his 
servants vou are, to whom you yield your 
siembers instruments to obey." Here 
let us pause; and calmly consider how 
far our practice agrees with our profes- 
sion. I say, we profess to be the serv- 
ants of a God, of whom it is said He is 
of purer ey 's than to behold iniquity 
without rebuke; is it not iniquity, to 
serve his enemy instead of Him? or, are 
you, any of you, prepared to say it is in 
obedience to His command, who was of- 
fered upon the cross at Calvary for the 
sins of the whole rational creation, for 
the sable sons of Africa, as well as those 
of every other nation, whether christians, 
barbarians, bond, or free, that you do 
this?— -All have an equal right to partici- 
pate in this sacrifice.

These two he considers as being 
the only things worthy of his attention. 
This gentleman has the advantage of ma- 
ny others, for he has a doubUs portion of 
aeiiS, and thuugh it is devided bet'.veen 
two objects, which are opposite in their 
Siatures, yet he contrives, some how or 
other, to keep it in pretty lively opera- 
tion. 0vipus has two ivitmp.^.s to prove 
his attachments, —his tonp.ie declares 
that he loves God, and his ivorks testify 
that he loveti the world* He says that 
though Abraham was a goodman, hQ was 
rick in gold, and in silver, and had ser- 
vants born in his house, and bought with 
moneys and that it is but light that he 
y*iouh' be like him in these respects, — 
iliat if people would read the Old Tes- 
tament nioie than thej do, and examine 
the history of the Jews, and also notice 
many expressions of the Proverbs, and 
what IS written in some other places, they 
would find that riches arc in very high 
estimation in old times, among the Jews 
in particular, who were called Grod's peo- 
ple, and were a very religious nation. — 
This being the creed of Cfnp2<.«, he leaves 
rio means untried, that is not reputed 
Scandalous, to gain all the wealth he can; 
and though he will not openly defraud 
any on« of his own complexion, yet he 
does a great many hard things to others, 
which he would be very unwilling to 
have done to himself on a change of cir- 
cumstances, — such as taking advantages 
of necessity, by seliirig his property to 
the needy at prices higher than th© no- 
minal value--»the nooney must be paid 
down;— -or if he credits* at all, must have 
& note bearing interest from the day it 

is given; if he agrees to take any 

ki(j<l of property in payment for any 
debt, it is sure to be something on which 
he can make some profit, by receiving it 
far below its usual selling price, and sell- 
ing it out again at fifty or a hundred per 
cent, advance, Gripus \vipes his mouth 
from criminality in these things, by plead - 
ing popular custom, which «ie has never 
seriously examined into, to see whether 
it wa8 right or wrong, so that he has got 
to be completely confirmed in his creed

ness, they are run both day and night, 
wet and dry,— living on the scanty al- 
lowance of a peck of corn a week to each 
^vorking hand, or some other pittance of 
like "magnitude, of the most unsavory 
kind,— -frequeetly half naked, and oftea 
the few rags that' do hanir on them, have 
originally been made of tlie coarsest ma- 
terials; and instead of having a sufGoien" 
cy to screen them Trom the sold, have not 
enough to hide their nakedness; but fe- 
males, grown to the years of puberty, 
have the parts exposed to public Tsev?, 
at which the slightest moaesty should 
s aise the crimson blush! Ye mistress- 
es and misses! all yclad from head te 
feet, and think yourselves secure; think, 
that the charms of female slaves, by your 
oivn fault expos'd to public view, as in a 
glass, you thus ejcpose your own!!! 

Whilst these half starved, half naked 
beings are driven to excess, the delica- 
cies, and fineries, which are the sole ear- 
nings of the slaves, are consumed By the 
white family, who jive in idleness and 
prodigality. When 6rripi£S was expostu- 
lated with for the manner in which he 
treated his slaves, his answer was, that 
he thought there should always be kept 
up a wide distinction between superiors 
and interiors, — that slaves were but a 
small grade above the brute creation,^ and 
that the coarsest food, if they had a suf- 
ficiency of it to support nature, w..s suit- 
able enough for them; and as to clothing, 
if they gof the roughest kind that could 
be made, it was generally the most dura- 
ble; and v/as as good as could be afford- 
ed, and if not enough to keep them warm, 
let them warm themselves at work. As 
to his own children, he said that he wish- 
ed to raise them genteely; in which case, 
it was necessary that they shou Id be ac- 
customed to high !i»,!ng, and splendid 
fashionable apparel, that they might feel 
their dignity, and a mien or superiority 
over, not slaves only, but over the whites 
who were in lower situations in lifethaa 
himself; this he said would give them a& 
aik* of importance, and qualify thcjn to 
rank ivith the highest order of fashiona- 

Die i^iriiiiciiiaii biiu lauies; 

Notwithstanding his aspiring mind, 
and his hard heartedness to slaves, Gri- 
pus is very zealous in what he calls reli* 
gion, or in the exercise of his devotional 
perfos-mances; and as he takes certain 
"frames and feelings'" of mind for evi- 
dence of his having relig^ion, he has re- 
coarse to every stratagem «aicttSated tgr 
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excite themj and so by usimg vaiious 
Biettiods of incitement, he seWom fails 
an finding a combustible, qualified for 
kindling; in his imagination that fanci- 
ful fire, with which he waims his devo- 
tions, and on which he rests hia hf»pe3 of 
heaven. Gripus considers the injunc- 
tions, to do as we would be done by-«^to 
love our neighbour as ourselves, — to help 
the needy, &c. to belong to the "cove - 
nant of works," or that taey have some 
other meaning, than what is generally at - 
tached to theixi'—^H'aitk, he says is all tijat 
is required in the gospel day, and as he 
knows he has religion, he knows that he 
has/aif/i, and that is sufficient for hilm. 

"When QHpus read** such scriptures as 
these: lay not up for yourselves treasures 
on earth— it isimpossible for a rich man to 
enter into the ksngdoir. ofheaven— -where 
your treasure is, there will your heart be 
also;— 'ye cannot v^erveGodand mam- 
mon — they that will be rich, fall into 
temptation, and a snare^ and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts which drown 
men in destruction and perdition— hav- 
ing food and raiment, therewith be con- 
tent — thou shalt not oppress — break e- 
very yoke, and let the oppressed go free, 
with others to the like amount, he either 
passes over them without noticing their 
sacred import, or puts them out of his 
mind as quick as possible, as they are 
contrary to his plans and opinions. In 
all Gripus* pretentions to religion, he has 
no n.otio-ii* of holiness, or bearing the 
fruits of moral rectitude—justice, mer- 
cy, & a faith that is productive of works 
of righteousness, which flow from a di- 
vine principle implanted in the soul by 
the operation of the ho\j spirit, but his 
sole object is happiness, in all his aspi- 
rations, both after the treasures of this 
world, and the glories of that which is to 
come. 

Qripus ia a perfect monopolist; tor in 
all his anxieties for obtaining the happi- 
ness of heaveu for himself, he has left 
his slaves quite out of the account, and 
ha^ entirely withheld from them every 
means of obtaining spiritual instruction 
by reading the scriptures, as he has kept 
them from the knowledge of letters: so 
that for any thing that he has done for 
them, they may rerish in their ignorance. 
And as it respec s the happiness or plea- 
sures of this world, at which he aims, lie 
has not only deprived them of fpeedora— 
the opportunity of gaining spiritual 
ksxowledge bj reading— tha acquiring a 



v/hrt suppose that reli^ 
the smallest degree of wilful 



comfortable subsistence, and of frei? a- ' 
gencr in every respect whatever, but has 
rendered them as poor, ignorant, and as 
laiscrable as human beings that are able 
to walk, can v>^e!l be on earth; that he, 
and his family may riot in the pleasures 
of pomp and luxury through life in this 
world, and then, hope ( vithout a founda- 
tion) to enjoy the pleasures of the ceics* 
tial Paradise in the world to cornel 

Justice is an attribute of Jehovah; what 
conceptions men have of the deity, i can- 

gion, and 

injustice can be reconciled together,- 
when there is not an attribute of the God- 
head that can sanction such a thought^ 
or how they can believe that slavvr ? is 
compatible with the purities of ihe Gos- 
pel holiness! That men should estab- 
lish their happiness in this '.vcrld on the 
unhapniness or misery of others,, J^Jlrjer- 
tainly an act of injustice of the g^'e'atest 
magnitude, and yet, no dout, it is in ope- 
ration in many* millions of cases; out 
when men who profess the christian re-^ 
Sigion act thus, and yet suppose they are 
justifiable in so doing, and that God will 
eternally happify them in heaven, be- 
cause, in comfiion with devHs, they be- 
lieve there is a God, and a mediator be- 
twixt God and man, Christ Jesus, it 
proves to me that they belifcve in a God, 
void of Justice and holiness, and altoge- 
ther like themselvesi 

When men increase their worldly plea- 
sures or happiness by extortion or grind- 
ing the taces of the poor, and thus rftn-' 
der them less happy than they would 
have been in a scale of eqi'lty, it is an 
act of injustice evidently condemned b^ 
the law of heaveUi— when they rob their 
fellow men of their heaven endowed rights 
of freedom, or withhold it from thein 
when so robbed by others, and of conse- 
quence, a whole life time's enjoyment of 
such a atate; even if they treat them in a 
way that slave holders call good usage, 
lit IS a crime.or act of injustice of a much 
! greater magnitude than others — This i&, 
their all; but to, deprive them of the above 
rights, and then make them niiserabiB all 
their days by hard labour and per&oual- 
abuses, as it is the case with manyihou- , 
sands in our christian professing country 
is not only an act of injustice, but an out* 
rage on humanity that beggars descrip- 
tion! If slavery was practised by thoso 
\ only, who make no pretentions to reli- 
igioD^it might be ranked with other enor- 
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mities,' at which many of the perpetrators 
are t«f> m^sch hardened to b!us!); yet la- 
mentable to think, many men who are 
in the highest standing in the christian 
profession, to ivhoiii many others are 
lookin!; up for example and precept, are 
not only practisers of that crying sin, 
but labour to justify the deed upon the 
principles of the just, righteous, and holy 
Gospel of the Redeemer! There are, no 
doubt, many pious and holy men and wo - 
reti^n amon|r all denominations of profess- 
ing christians, thit are utterly opposed 
to slavery, as well as to every other act 
ef injustice; how such can hold in chris 
lian fellowship, those who five on the 
gain of oppression, in ever so small a de 
gree, I am at a loss to conceive; or how 
they can knowingly unite with such in 
those act's or christian communions which 
are geniirally psteempd the most sacred, 
3nd'\ii<;iit fje chargeable with inconsisten- 
cy, is beyond my reacli of thought! 

Would it not be well for the truly pi- 
ous of all denominations, to lift up their 
united voice against the crimson colour- 
ed crime, and exert themselves to expel 
from the professing general church, the 
hydras which infest tt? i 

Tnere iR a larire familw cmnftvloM »>f 

the Gripus'i some of thera are slave 
holders, and some are entirely opposed 
to the practice: some of them are great, 
professorsof religion amongst all denomi- 
nations, and 8on)e make no professitm of 
any religion at all; but however they may 
be divided in sentiment in other respects, 
they all appear to be u ited in using e- 
'^ery exertion to gain as touch as possi 
h\e of the wealth of this world. 

Those of them who have made a oro- 
fession of religion, ha\'e, perhaps, done 
more injury to the christian character, 
than any other clas>3 of professors, by be- 
traying the sacred cause of Christianity 
to the insult of iniiilels through their at- 
tachments to mammon; as well as by 
epieading a contagious example before 
others, which never fails contaminating 
by its Influence; for the lust of gain is a 
fitfallthixt leads to perdition, covered 
over with plausible legality, and into 
which many thousands of unwary beings 
have fallen! 1 am &c. iliENEUS.

DEAn S. — The varioys scenes of human 
domination, ajid human subjection which 
?urfouiid mo, have thrown my raind into 



a kind of flesultory reflecting on the in- 
consistencies of manv, w ho bl^nd rfilisios 
iwith moral turpitude,& have reduced to a 
sort of system, an assemblage of virtues 
'and vices, unknown to religion in its 
pristine piirity.and which wdl be swept 
from its sacred altars, and buried in eter- 
nal oblivion, in its final restoration. 

I have (ihrongh the medium of history) 
seen men, who were, by the laws of na- 
ture, and (tf nature's (xod, entitled to- 
equal citizenship in the world with the 
rp-st of their species, for the want of plij- 
sical strength to resist, quietly resign- 
ing their native freedom, their souls, bo- 
dies, wills, and every other attribute be- 
longing 'oa rational creature; to the will 
and wools disposal of others of theii* 
own kind, v^hn were in no respect supe- 
rior to themselves; nor were entitled to 
any other dominion than wliat power, ob- 
tained by a , violation of justice, had in- 
vested them with.— 1 have seen these vie*, 
tims of avarice and domination-~-the'e 
beings, who were created in the image 
of God, mutilated, and their bodies and 
limbs marked with a thousand wnundsy 
which had been opened with tlie tortur- 
ing whip of their common brothers, nor

ye thus!--! have seen the blood stream 
from the deep incission till it met the 
ground, which drank in the purple fluid, 
and laid it up in iier bosom, until that 
tremendous day when she shall reveal to 
her maker the blood of her mangled chil- 
dren, and disclose the dead, w~hich have: 
been long hid in her bowels! — 1 have seen 
men, who were made but a little lower 
than the angeis.by being confined in the 
gloomy caverns of boiid'age, reduced ia 
intellects, near to the level of the brute 
creation; and that mind, which in its 
formation was endowed by its divine ar- 
chitect with a capacity to range the fields 
of the boundless universe, &, measure the 
revolving spheres; and irom the stupen- 
dous ivorks of nature, to furnish mate- 
rials for exalting the devotion of an ex- 
panded soul to its .Almighty Creator, with-r 
held by tyrants from tfiose heayenly as- 
piratiuiis:-~i have seen man, usurping 
unv/arrsntable dominion over his coiii- 
peer.—subjecting him'Jand his offspring 
to endless vassalage and degradation!— » 
'I'he professed Mepuhlicati—thii profes- 
sed Christian, laying aside the benig- 
nant spirit of the true! republican, and 
the lamb-like disposition of the genuine 
christian, and assvuiisig all the fieroci^ 
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<9f the ruthless Tiger, bred in the torrid 
regicsns of the burninj; Equator, preyins; 
upon the vitals of his own species, and 
virtaally, drinkinsj their Wood, which 
&ow'i ia a thousand purple streams! 

I have seen the yawinj; jawg of the 
rnurky dungeon of slavery in its {ghastly 
form; and have heard the groans of the 
victin5Sof avarice find captivity, frotn a- 
monj^st the hoarse and hollow sounds of 
the gorgjon voice of ty ranny, whose notes 
discordant, peal on peal, dart terror to 
the tremhiins; captive! 

In the lind of Jl^nerica — in the far 
tatned l.jnd •>[ Ffe.e!lom;—\n th(» land of 
political libftrt;/, and of the re^is;iofiof the 
Stnnnculate redeemer, almost universal- 
ly professed in its most sublime des;ree, 
1 liave see!)' the galiina; chains of uncon- 
iditifwai sl.ave.ri/ around the necks of a 
iniIli(Ki of the captive sons and daughters 
ofiojuren Atrica, fast riveted by the pro- 
fessed disciples of the holy Jesus, who 
with Tiger 2;rin, hold firm their tremb- 
liUK prey; and yet, with impious paws, 
vyould h'lnrlle holy fhioajs, and claim a 
title to the joys on hish!^ — Contradiction 
most profmindj and insult high, to every 
attribute ot G'mI! 

Shai! just!c»> farever bleed in the land 
of professed freedom — shall Tijranwj 
never cease in republican America? — Or 
shall the votaries of the religion of the 
spotless redeemer, never break, the blood 
stained yoke which they have fastened 
round the neck of a captive brother? 

Rt'member, ye that hold your own flesh 
and blood in bondage — ye, who are lavish 
of the toil and misery of your fellow mor- 
tals to add to your wealth and comforts 
in life; and who make merchandise of 
them and their offspring— remember, thai 
Him whom ye pretend to serve, hath 
'said: '^with what measure ye meie,it sfiall 
be measured to you againP These are 
the words of eternal truth, and if they 
should be literally accomplished on you 
or your offspring as a just reaction, your 
notes with respect t(» slavery, would then 
be sounded on a different string from 
what they are now! Realize by antici- 
pation, ye votaries of absoiuie power, the 
solemn sentence of Him that cannot lie> 
and place yourselves, or your progeny, or 
bothj in the situation in which you justi- 
fy yourselves in holding others, and 
mark with precision the similarity of 
tlie varied suSerings and privations which 
you shall then endure, to those which you 
'Xoflist 0.7 tbe sons and daughters of A- 



frica, who by you and others, are held in 
degrading vai?sal age; and then, to becon» 
sistent, plead the cause of your oppres- 
sors, with the same energy, with ^vhich 
you plead your own, (if you can) and pro- 
claim to all around you, that they are do- 
ing to you, HS they would that you should 
do them! You revolt at the horrid idea, 
and fiee affrighted from the atygian vor- 
tex; and in your minds, yield yourselves 
martyi-s in the cause o? freedom, ratiier 
tlian endure, what you inflict upon thou-v 
saniisol your leiiow iiieti; — -i-^o ye slave- 
holding votaries of religion, asid promul- 
gers of its preaepts! there is not one of 
you, perhaps, that 'would not choose 
stranelina;, rather than lifej before you 
would change places with your owa 
slaves! And yet you impose upon your ~ 
brethren, that, which you had ratlser suft 
fer deith. than to endure your^ejy^I - is 
this doing as you would be d6ofi'"uf;to?— 
No Liberty— -Freedom, is the hiiave.. en- 
dowed rigit of all; and there is not a ra- 
tional being on earth but feWis the sffcr<!i 
title, whether he enjoys it or not, for the 
kuowledgi? f)f it is intervvoven with his 
nature, arid is coeval with his existancec. 

Freedom! thou gift of the skies — 4koii\ 
hirfkright of innn! Thou eshilera ling 
sound in the ears of the children of rap- , 
tivtt'p: — more delightful than the dolcet l 
music of the harp of Orpheus, or the me-/ 
iody of a thousand stringed instrument;] 
— Like harts on the spicy mountains 06 
Ai abia, they leap in transports of plea-' 
sure, and exult with extacy at thedavvn-? 
ing prospect of their sew creation;-—'; 
hailing with enthusiastic devotion, that 
heaven born inheritance, which had beea 
lost from their birth! ^ .

them members of the several religious 
societies, diversS of whom hold high and 
eminent stations therein, and all of theiB 
acknov/ledge slavery to be an evil, ft.

Representatives, which produced a high 
degree of irritation among the people, 
insomuch that he, as well as several cf 
his accomplices, were immediately ar- 
rested„ Subsequently, we also learn 
that they were put upon trial, the first 
condemned to be executed, and the oth- 
ers banished. Some of tmr patriotic re- 
publican advocates of slavery have taken 
hold of this ci'-cumstance, and have un- 
dertaken to prove from it that the gov- 
ernnrsent of Hayti is of the most despotic 
kind. They are extremely anxious to 
establish the opinion that black people 
are inferior to this whites, in order that 
they may trample upon their rights 
with impunity. But altho' in the case 
before us, the people of Hayti may have 
acted too precipitately, numerous instan- 
ces may be cited which will shew that-ti 
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like summarjf mode of proceeding h 
deemed justifiable hy many in our own 
country, when people of color are found 
guilty of 'planning; or executing offences 
of a criminalnature. Of course the reason- 
ing of these o-entry will go no further 
than to prove that the principles fi-ee 
government are inot yet completeh/ un- 
derstood by the ilaytians, and that they, 
themselves, are extremely prejudiced a- 
gainst them. But maugre the slang 
of these would be wise ones, Hayti is 
destined to become a powerful nation. 
The principles of liberty will soon be as 
wellunderstood there as here. And per- 
haps it will yet be a second Canaan for 
the oppressed of this land, of Freedom.

In the isl- 
and of St Domingo, my fellow citizens, 
a political phsnomenon has been exhibit- 
ed, unerampled in the annals of human 
sorictj. i'hc descendantv9 and survi- 
vors cf those unhappy creatures, who 
vpere compelled by fraud and violence, 
t|».,pass from the liberty of innocent, 
though unenlightened and barren barba- 
rism, through the horrors of the Middle 
Passage, to galling and uncompensated 
bondage, \iu.ve been enabled, by God's 
irood DU'widence, to throw oft' their fst- 
ters, and rise from the 3i>nominy of thei? 
thraldom, to the dignity and hopes of 
per3or<al fseedom and pbiitical indepcn-

U'ithout prejudice, , no revoiution fur- 
nishes so much matter to arrest attention, 
and compel n\en to pause and ponder, as 
that of St. Domingo; and by none has 
the vigor of human nature — paradoxical 
as it may sound— been so sjti ikingly ex- 
etaplified.

Alt.hotigh the Constitution of 'h;5 Uni-

not, perhaps, have been suflfered to' exist ^ 
in the form of a free govonjment. It'- 
presents an anomaly in the order and 
rules of representation, which has .no 
parallel in the annals of republic^mism; 
and it is, moreover a radiruious bur- 
lesque upon the pofitical philosophers of - 
our dav.

Jiatihumanitas is one of. those eccea- 
trick bein':^;!? that is bard to be sounded 
30 as to find a certainty of bottom, — or 
rather, that his full meaning is difficult 
to be come at from the tenour of his ex- 
pre^jsion's, when he thinks proper to ia- 
ter meddle in subjects that do not com© 
immediately witiiin his native element, 
but which he fears may some how or 
other, be remotely connected with it. 

It is probable that niy friend would 
never have lifted up his eys to see what 
is going onir* the world.if ise had not been 
startlsd to it by a bold intruder, vvlio hap- 
pened to tread upon his grounds, an<l

As Antihiimanitas acts in the capaci-

from husbands; children from parents,' 
and parents from children; and you are;

poor slaves, which is, that they carnot be 
worsted, if they should go ever to an in- 
Va<Iing foe, whether Jaw or Turk. A- 
gain, Abraham's servants were chiefly 
born in his own ::iouse; but where were 
jour sable, sorrowful, dejected looking 
icreatures born? some, perhaps, in Africa, 
who were stolen from their parents, or 
captivated in a murderous war, brought 
on by the instigation of the ivhiies; I 
should need forgiveness, were I to add 
christians, therefore I omit it. Others, 
even born in different parts of this con- 
tinent, who have also been torn from 
their bostrni friends,|or some tender rel- 
ative: these you say. were bought with 
your money, as were some of Abraham's; 
out have you, like Abraham, incorpora- 
ted them intoyour families, by the f>eal 
of the covenant? — Do you allow them 
^11 the immunities rtf, or in, .the church, 
ivhereby they may be brought to a pro- 
per knowledge of their covenant relative 
to their God? Who amongst the nu- 
anerous slave holder.^ in our nation, have 
so instructed and educated their slaves, 
that they can freely, and with immense 
treasure, and suitable attendance, trust 
one of thcKi to go into a neighbouring 
State, to seek, and to negociate with a 
snan of character, for a wife for their on- 
ly sons, in expectation of success? Now, 
«nti! these patrons of despotism, & mim- 
ickers of monarchy, can do this, I hope 
they m\\ never bring in the enslaving of 
Abtiihsni's SI 8 servants, to justify a 
practice which I ?-m warranted in call- 
ang any thing but justice, humanity, oV 
snercy— that is, I may call it an^ thing

house or (f tarter? If so, 1 may justly 
infer, that when Abraham noticed Miat 
any of his females were pretty well ad- 
vauced in pregnancy, he took them into 
this big house, and observed that they 
followed such employmftnts, and haa 
such things as vvei e suited to their situa- 
tion.— O ye who plead Abraham's exam* 
pie in justification of your usurpations 
of the just rights of your fellow beingSj 
do you doas Abraham did? NO. I there- 
fore turn from the big house, leaving 
the mistress ofthecastie near hpr lying- 
in, Willi every thing to comfort and 
ciieer her under whatever may follow, 
from her present state, and make my 
way to the negro house. On my way 
tliither, I see the male and female indis- 
criminately driven to any kind of laboi^^ 
while pining melancholly.dejecticn, and 
despondency, are depicted m the coun* 
teu'dnces of those who are in the situa- 
tion of their pampered mistress. Hencej, 
a stupid sullenness, With a careless indif- 
ference whether they live or die, per- 
vades the soul , and on this rests the 
cause of the dullness and stupidity of 
their offspring: but I turn myself away 
from these with a heay heart, and move 
on pcnsivv'ly to what is called the negra 
house or hut; here I see a parcel of little 
dirty, naked things, who at my appronclv 
turn, some this way, and some another, 
while the motiier lies within on a tittle 
straiv, with no kind hand to administer 
to her wants — no kind friend to condole 
her under he? afflictions. Here she is 
left friendless and pitiless almost from 
one day's end to another, till perhaps, ia 
a few days, death rids the world of botli 
mother and babe; true^ they are done 
with their troubles here, but will not 
their blood, like Abel's, cry for vesi- 
geance against their negiectbrs and a- 
busers? 

I now leave this melancholy part oi^ 
the Subject; and if any wish to Know 
what we are to understand by "Abra-, 
ham's own house," I shall poirit them tec 
i Jos. chap. 24, where, by house is meant 
family. — ^Also, 1st Samuel, chap. 2 anl 
verse'lSand 14, and 3 chap, verse 27th. 
&C. Moreovef what is meant by the 
house of isiTJC-1: the house of Judal>; the 
houseof Saul; of DaVixs; of Royfbon, of 
Austria, &c. does it not mean a nation, a 
tribe,^ family, fiic Such a house, S 
presume was Abraham's; — A little com- 
monwealth, a large family, whose iR- 
teresl!S w^-e recirjroea!, and weieugiti^d 
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AS a body politic unden Abraham as their 
ieiider and patriarch, to support that in- 
terest; and to strengthen this combina- 
tion, and more pftcctually to support 
rijeir government, and maintain their 
lights as men, it is not improbable, that 
oui of the common revenue, Abraham 
bought some with money; but what ever 
started the shameful practice of one hu- 
mf.n being selling another, I am not now 
prepared to say; biit that they did do it, 
appears to be as true, as that Cain mur- 
dered his brother, and I dare venture to 
say that the practice originated from the 
iiama principle that influenced Cain to 
kill his brother; but there is not the least 
shadow of a proof, that these bought ser- 
vants, ever served Abraham or the 
community, without an equivalent, it 
is, however, not unreasonable to suppose 
that these servants attended to the more 
servile services of the community, until 
these services amounted in value to the 
sum advanced for therr.- ?^nd then, if not 
before, inducted itito the community, by 
the right of circumcision; see Gen. 
chap. 17th, and from the same chapter, 1 
gather, they had a choice^— -if they sub- 
lYiitted and receive^ the right of 'circum- 
cision, which was a seal of their faith 
in the God of Abraham, they then had a 
right to all the immunities of the whole 
Kwmmunity; but if they did not submit, 
they were cut oftTrom the people — per- 
haps driven away to seek it people of 
their o\yn cast, who did not believe, nor 
trust in the God ot Abraham. Now Sir, 
I shall bring the two ends of this part of 
my chain together by a well known rule 
in logic, which is, that when ^in argu- 
scnent proves too U4uch, it is not a good 
one — itisinvv»lid^-it proves nothing to 
the point it was intended; and this is ex- 
actly the colour, siae, and strength of 
the argument cf the slave party, when 
they say the sacred historian authen- 
^cally informs us that Abraham, who 
%ya3 a good man, had servants born in 
his hcuss, and bought with money, and 
therefore, '-we may have slaves." For 
the sacred historian as authentically in- 
abrms us that the good man, Abraham, 
took into his bed, or at least that he had 
illicit iratercourse with his maid servant; 
therefore, all slave holders have a right 
to have' illicit intercourse with their 
maid slaves. And if we attend to' ano- 
ther fact related by the sacred historian, 
the above argumeni. of the slave par- 
tis good) It Naesaes ^he doty of all 



those, mistresses who have no children, 
to give their maid slaves to their hus- 
bands, after the example of good old 
Sarah. But again, the sacred historiaa 
gives us to understand, that Abraham 
and Sarah were both guilty of telling a 
lie when they went to Egypt, se^ Gen.-— 
and moreover, that Noah was guilty of 
drunkenness; and that Lot got drunk 
and committed incest with his two 
daughters, and that Jacob had (bur wives., 
and David, a man after God's own hearty 
had a number of wives and concubines; 
and that he took Uriah's wife, and kill- 
ed Uriah with the sword of the Amor- 
ites. But to cast a little more light oa 
the subject, I shall conclude t' '3 numb|e;r 
in tile words of a late writer: ht observes 
"that'the Bible contains a faithful history 
of saints; it records equally their crimes, 
as well as their virtues, without condera'- 
nationof the first, or recommendatioa 
of the latter; concluding itself with a 
naked statement of facts, — -leaving us to. ■ 
form our judgment about these facts, ac- 
cording to the doctrines and . morality 
which it teaches elsewhere." If the ex- 
ample of Bible saints may be pleaded as. 
a justification of any notion^ then we. 
can justify lying, adultery, Idolatry, and 
even murder — 1 add polygamy, incest, 
and drunkenness. The example of the 
saints as much justifies these crisvics, as 
it does slavery; but point the place where 
Noah, David, Lot, Jacob, or Solomon, is 
.".ommended for these things; then may 
you find a warrant in the oracles of God 
for slavery. Adieu, perhaps you may 
hear from' me again before long.

Incentives to industry 
and sobriety would present them- 
selves; whilst we at the same time 
are getting rid of the most trouble 
^ome part of.the community. ^

struck me with some weight, and introdu- 
«ed me into serious consideration on the 
subject; and believing that my fellow citi- 
.z^ng, as well as myself, may take a useful 
hint frortV the circumstance, I have noted 
down the result of my reflections. 

I immediately turned to the declaration 
of independence, in 1776; and, on perusing 
it, I found that the united Colonies com 
plained of tK<j King of Kng!and,as a tyran- 
nical oppressor, in that of appointing rulers 
«f his own choosing; deciding causes of 
aimself; neglecting a proper attention to 
their complaitits; imposing heavy taxes, 
without consent of ihe people, &c. &c. — 
"ffbey said, moreover, that he was a 
prince who was not fit to bear rulf. over 
eucli a people. I found that in considera- 
tion of these, and other things of a similar 
aature, they felt themselves fully justifia- 
ble in taking up arms, and fighting for 
tiieir LIBERTY. .Fighting agaitislv whom? 
against their brethren, in every "sense of 
me irerdj bre^reti ef the same blet^i of 



by no means approve the plot, but have the doomed to drag out wretched lives of mi- 



serable slavery, and that of this there was 
not likely to be an end unless the righteous 
interposition of Heaven should take place. 
We will go on to suppose, t'-.atj according- 
ly, we should wear out a short life of th© 
greatest hnman wretchedness; and death 
Itself would h'd a relief.

Bow long conscientious professors will 
continue to wound ihv. cause of religion by 



will awake so as to see the necessity of in- 
vestigating for themselves in eterftal things, 
I know not, but it is evident to me, that th-5 
case loudly calls for some efficient mean& 
to be used, for the removal of "these enor- 
mous stumbling blocks from the Christian 
Church!

without controverting the subject, beinf 
safely torted from the arrows of guilt, be- 
hind religious slavehuldlng clergymen and 
others. One case, however, has occured ia 
Ihc course of my travels, in which the low-, 
est grade of foul-mouihed vulgat-ity^ bil- 
lingsgatef rib'baldry and ihreatniiigs witk^ 
the lavL'tWefs the aVguments used by a noa 
professor of religion, against the Iriendft 
of human rights; and by one that would 
wish to be ranked in the siass uf gentlcmei^ 
though his language was too vulgar to pj^- 
ceed from the mouth of a decent slave. 

But notwithstaTKling the mighty grasp 
which avaricious men have taken on th& 
bloody chain that binds the sable sons and 
daughters of .bondage, and the unwilling- 
ness of many to loose - the tiger-like ^ri^ 
yet the prospects- of the Africati Jubilee 
are brightening in the world, and the day 
star of their deliverance seems to haive rise?^ 
above the horizon. The groans of the op- 
pressed have reached the lofty heavens, and 
the sighs of the afBicted have pierced the 
chrystal vaulted sl^ies; and an Aiigel of' 
Consolation has descended to the earth, to 
soften the adamantine heart of man, and 
to inspire him v/ilh a spirit of philanthropy 
and humane sensibility. The slsveholdst^ 
of humane principles, have become weaij 
of holding the chain, and are praying foe 
deliverance. 'The Heavenly Cherub has 
gone forth among tlis people, and the pub- 
fic mind is moved with commissration for 
the suffering victims.

And I suppose that it is a giv- 
en up point, that some of the posterity of 
Ham, did people some part of Africa, (per- 
haps Phutjtho the scriptures are silent with 
respect to his iasue) as the land of Kgypt 
in one or two places in the Psalms, is called 
the land of Ham; and that God had done 
mighty wonders in tiid ■' Kbernacles of Ham, 
in rescuing his people Israel from that na- 
tion. But i wish them to read the passage 
more attentively, which if thejdo,they will 
find that Ham is not mentioned, nor any di- 
rect imprecations denounced against him, 
nor against a single branch of his family, ex- 
cept Canaan his youngest son, which was 
perhaps, whenhe discovcredhisgrand father's 
naked ness, and v;ith singular gratification, 
it may be, and sporting, obscene language, 
told his father. As Canaan vvas Ham's 
youngest son, it is not unlikely that he was 
like too many of our youngest sons, or 
daughters, petted and humored till they are 
spoiled, even from the cradle and also like 
toy inany of the young and giddy in our day 
who have no feeling for tiie aged, and make 
sport of the infirmities of old age: and 
hence VV8 cannot wonder if we hear them 
in an early stage of life, complaining of 
pains, a failure of memory, tooth ache, 
weakness of ejes.; and alas, says one, my 
head is getting grey already, and I am 
beginning to be marked with the Irost 
of old age, even in youth.

Fellow r.rnzENS, 

The undersigned are inembera of the 
Tiegislature of your state, which has this 
day terminated its session. We canfiot 
close our deliberations, and leave this 
place, without briefly expressing to you 
some of our views and sentiments upon a 
most important subject. 

1 he relation of a representative to his 
constituents is always interesting, and by 
him who duly appreciates it, the account- 
ability of the'former to the latter will ne- 
ver be questioned. 

But there is one suhject to which we' 
rvish to invite parti€i5l«r att&atiop 
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A re^olation has been adopted sn both 
branches of the legislature, to tiike (.mi- 
votes, on the first Monday of August, iS- 
24, upon the propriet}' of calling a coaven 
tion to alter and amend the constitution of 
th'ii' state. In the decision of this question 
we are in the minority; and as such mlaor- 
ity we make you this solenm address. 

If it were the object of the supporters ol 
t.hi:^ measure, not mlaterially.to change the 
character of our constitution, we might 
have been indifferent as to the result, "or, 
have given a silent vote against it. But 
when we perceive that the supreme object 
proposed to be accomplished by a conven- 
tion, is the extinguishment of a most es- 
sential feature of that constitution, and toe 
mtablishment of slavery, as part of our ci- 
vil polity^ we cannot believe that the peo- 
ple of Illinois are wishing to have such a 
tjuestion referred to them again for deci- 
sion. They have long since pronounced 
their judgment, that "there shall be neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude" in this 
state* and we are not sensible that any 
sufficient causes have occurred to change 
a determination so solemnly made. It ?3 
for this reason, fellow citizens, we have 
voted against the call of a conventioRi and 
it is in thiS view of the subject we laok to 
you for support. 

if the questions gro wlag oat of this mea- 
sure had not unusual claims to imporfance 
and grave consideration— if they were no? 
ofuncommon magnitude, and alarmingly 
portentous—we shoufd be silent. But 
when we see a formidable effort making 
to tear down the most prominent pillar in 
fas fabric: of oar qnnstitution, and erect in 
xts place a perpetuaVbarjier >.a isisiyergai 
freedom, we cannot stand by, iudiSerent 
spectators of its destruction. Selected by 
our fellow citizens to stand for a while up- 
on the political watch-tower, as sentinels 
for the public satety, we feel it our incum- 
bent duty to sound the note of alarm, and 
to apprise you, that a portion of your rul- 
ers have formed the systematic desia;n, to 
fixpuugcfrom your constitution it^ fairest 
ieature, and entail upon yourselves and 
^oiu- posterity the evils of slavery.— Others 
nave been brought to labour in this un- 
holy vocation with a xeal and an industry 
"^orthy of a better cause. 

Think not, fellow citizens, that our dan- 
ger is. imaginary. Be not, we entreat you, 
on this subject, deceived. The song of the 
syren may be sung, but listen not to the 
siotes (sf her melody. You v,^iU be told, and 
the tale will pri>t;nU>!y be repeated' until 
% ear shall be wearied by the rejieUtioii, 



tha^t it .is m>t ihte-aded io alter our con- 
stttutiiia with regard to slavery. But^ws.^ 
knmv bstter. We have been eye witness-; 
es t;0 the developement of this project, am?l 
milked, not without surprize, the extraor- 
dmary and unusual eftbrts for its success;; 
elForts which can hardly be accounted foi, 
except upon the supposition of some ob* 
ject of deep hidden interest, which cannot, 
bear the light of day, or the sight of the. 
public eye. 

VVe pretend not to make this charge a- 
gainst all those who have advocated a con- 
vention, but we knov/ it to be true with re- 
gard to many of them, and some of ita 
warmest supporters have upenli/ avotved if. 
Had you been spectators of the scenes 
which have been acted in the halls of j'our 
legislature and in this town fur'some of the. 
last days of the session, you would hu^e 
been astonished at the conduct ol some of 
our lawgivers, as well as others, and beesi 
ready to exclaim 

O judgment! thou art fle(} to brutish beasts. 
And men have lo^t tb,eir reason. 

So far as the subj^stt of slavery is con- 
cerned, we believe thjit tHe paopik will do. 
ri^/ii; but we fear that k conveniion maj 
diiivrong. As good ciu7.ens, it is our du- 
ty always to submit -to tfe_ voice M ih&- 
majority, and we indulge the belief that* 
tiiat voice Risy be issjch more .diatiueily 
expi essed with regard to slavery, against 
the convention, than by the convention it;* 
self. With the people, the voice of Ifree- 
dom wiff be heard^ but in a convsntioa 
our experience has taught us it ma^j ba. 
hushed to silence. Are you opposed. Fel- 
low Citizens, to the introduction of slavery- 
among us. ^ Itis your duty tor the same 
reasons to be oiTpsised td a convention. 
One may not follow the other, but dcpsHS^ 
upon it, this convention, is relied upon as 
the entering wedge to slavery— the great 
engine wbiehisto move "the wooden horse 
within our walls." As reflecting citizens 
will you jeopardize the equal freedom ot 
your state, by permitting a measure whiclv 
may hazard it upon the uncertain cast of 
adier—Let the watch-word then among 
"tile keepers of Israel'- be, CoNveNTH»3 & 
Slavekt;! No Convention mo FKEEiiOTsi !

^Pbservtttions by a, Member of the Board of 
Fuhlic Works of S, Carolina, ^sugsested 
by recent events, resnecting a change of 
FUPUL^mOdYaiid cultivation or pro- 
duction of new objects (f industry- such 
as Qji-ivES, GiiAi'Es: Yy'asL a/ifi Silk, 
mriku'&riy in paHs of that State, 

it has frequently bee;i asserted^ and 
probably with trutii, that slavery is ars ob- 
:stacle to improvements and to the in- 
crease of the white population. The late 
distressing events in Charleston prove that 
it certainly is attended with considerable 
.danger. 

Very few persons in the Southern, as 
well as the Northern states look upon it 
in any other light than as a great evil en- 
tailetl upon usby our ancestors, and, like 
hereditary diseases of the human body, the 
care is eitresneiy diiScalt, and all tisat eas: 
be done with coroparaTive faciiity isto ad- 
luinister palliatives. Some means at this 
time aeem necessarv to be ad<»pted to 



same time the probable causes that i{id to 
the evil complained of. " 

There is not the smallest doubt that the 
condition of our slaves has been very 
greatly and pro^-ressively ameliorated since 
the revolutionai y war. The spirit of phi- 
lanthropy whicit has been more generally 
diffused with (iducation. knowledge and 
milder manners, joined particularly to the 
self interest of the owners of slaves, have 
availed much. The introduction of labor- 
saving machinery has rendered the laboui- 
of the slaves much lighter than formeriy, 
besides which they are better fed, better 
clothed, and treated less harshly. If we 
compare the situation of our slaves with 
thatofthe labouring class of other coun- 
tries, the former will be found, most un- 
doubtedly, to have considerably the advan- 
tage. Whatever be the dearth of provis- 
ions, clothing, fuel, &c. they are sure to be 
abundantly supplied.— When they are 



check the growing evil, whether it is in- 
tended ever to suppress slavery totally, 
or merely to modify it so as to correct in 
a great degree the worst effects ot it and 
pri^vent, if possible, the recurrence of the 
late disturbances. It is not intended here 
to discuss the subject of siavery; but tak- 
ing the present situation of things as we 
find them, the question is, vt^hat is best to 
be done consistently with humanity to- 
wards our slaves, and our duty to ourselves 
und posterity ? 

In order to answer this question, it '.vill 
be necessary to take a brief" view of the 
-present state of things, considering at the 



5ck,tney have always good medical atten- 
dance; they have no uneasiness coKs.oerij- 
ing the bringing up of their chirdreBj, anS 
when disabied by diss^seV infirmities ok old 
age, they are certain of their usual support 
without ever beiag under the necessity of 
recurring to mendicity. Their work ia 
asually light, never above their power, and 
it is not uncommon to see them retura 
home after having finished their day'a work 
at 1 or 2 o'clock, and frequently even ear- 
lier than this.* There are few or no instan- 
ces of this among the po,or class in Europe, 
The slave having finished his task is per- 
fectly master of his own time: he sleeps, 
or he works in the ground allowed hmi for 
a garden, by which means he is 'enfibled to 
procure a few articles of comfort. But 
whetlifcr he sleeps or works for hinisvdf, his 
iniad is abselutelj frfco tVciri. any Id nd" of 
troabie either for' the present or the fu ture, 
for himself or for his chddren. In short 
he is fully satisfied that happen what may, 
he v/ill be supplied with food and raiment;^ 

* From this finely painteo" picture of the 
situation of southern slaves, it would seem 
that the author had never been in sight of 
a slave holder's plantation, except such an 
one, as belonged to a very humane propri- 
etor. He talks like a man who is exceed- 
ingly ignorant of the true state of things^ 
in some particulars, relating to his subject/ 
or else desirous of concealing the truth. 
In short, some of his remarks are very just, 
and some of vhem are io be viewed in no 
other iight than those of a pettife^er, wh& 
has i-eceived a good hi fee.'

Notwithstanding all this, admit that 
slavery is far from being desirable, either 
for the slave or the master. Apathy, indo- 
lence, and want of energy and industry are 
alike, generally the portion of both. Our 
house servants lead still ah easier life. 
Their number is such in every family that 
each of them has but little to do,& here, per- 
haps lies a great part of the evil, Town 
slaves, whether tnechanics, or house ser- 
vants, are always very well fed and wcl! 
clothed. They are selected from among 
the most intelligent, and, by the misplaced 
indulgence of masters, many have been al- 
lowed to learn to read and write. J It is 
among these idle pampered fellows that 
we raust ever expect to find drsconteot.and 
it is a well known fact that all the blacks 
soncerned in the late attempt at an insur- 
rection belbagfed to very indulgent mas- 
ters, and were, alsnost without exception 
fully in the enjoyment of their liisiaters' 
confidence. Many of them weve or preten* 
ded to be, very religious, and several were 
preachers!. In the revolution of St. Do- 
mingo, it is almost without exception also, 
that the most indulgent masters were the 



Srst sacrlEced. Severe masters keDt their 
slaves at work on the plantations, a ve- 
ry long time after that C:Ountry was in 
a state of rebellion, and the negroes had 
been declared free by the French govern- 
ment. 

From these indisputable facts it would 
appear that great severity is the surest 
means of keeping slaves in due subjection. 
But God forbid that this plan be adopted! 
Humanity forbids it, and when we have e-

It seems 
that it has failed to receive an adequate 
and sufHcient support, when every one that 
ever saw it, myst acknowledge that it really 
merited abetter fate. Here is a lesson of

In the last Number of \the Bmim of IT- 
7iiversal Emancipation, I noticed the at- 
tempt made in the Lee;i!ilature of Illinois 
to lay the foundation for the introductiom 
of Slavery into that state. The conclusion 
of an address to the people, by some of th** 
snfcmbers who were in the minority, was de- 
signed for this Number, but is postponed to 
the next, when I shall also insert a few arts-, 
cles tending to shew the feeling produced 
upon the occasion, among the people thsm- 
selves, in certain parts of the country. 

That there is a powerful party ia* favor 
of slavery in the southern counties of thwf 
state, I very well know; but it ia believed 
that the advocates of freedom, ttvcn there, 
will greatly out number them. And if I am 
not very much mistaken, the late scanda- 
lous conduct ol the majority in" the legisla- 
ture, will rouse the people to a sense ot 
their situation, and ihut they will frown its - 
to insignificance the wretches who conid 
thus evince a disposition to trample oa the 
principles of justice and liberty. 
In IIIinois,as well as in Mi3souri,there 
many adventurers from different parts 
the world, some of whom are as completely 
destitute of virtuous principle, aa we cats 
possibly imagine any thing m the human 
form to be, and who would willingly plange 
the nation into the worstofcalamities/if they 
could have a prospect of enhancing thek 
fortunes by it.* These are generally men

pheuious in'precations. The eager betting, 
stamping, and loud huzzaing, add horrors 
indescribable to the abominable scene, and 
would drive a man of sober reflection from 
the place, as from tha eyerthj-ow of §o#ja 
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and Gomorrah ! if these, and the like acts 
oi" immorality, arc perpetrated in open day, 
and are gloried in many — what iisay not 
be the crimes of these sons of idleness, and 
votaries of vice, under the curtains of mid- 
night darkness? 

These rematks have led me to a recol- 
iection of some observations, made by jPai'- 
ric7<; -Sto/ier, an Irishman, who had lived 
several months in the family of an opulent 
nabobo Fat, (to use his own phaseology) 
declared «'that if he should chance to live 
his whole lifetime, and even a great deal 
longer too, that he would never marry a 
girl that had been raised with a family of 
slaves; and to explain ' himself, he related 
the case of a young lady, Miss.....\vho had 
been observed to exercise more tenderness 
over one of her father's young male shives, 
than she commonly did over the femiiles: 
ih^t after some time, the young lady be- 
came sickly, and so squeamishj that she 
eould seldom eat, as she used to do — her 
face grew clouded, and her limbs and body 
began to swell. Her poor parents became 
seriously alarnied at her dangerous situa- 
tion, and sent her away to a very distant 
relation, for the recovery cf her health — 
that after some months, the young iady re- 
turned homeagainj finely recoveredj and 
was married, not long after, to a young 
gentleman from a distance, who had (as ev- 
ery circumstance seemed to testify) been 
the cause of one of his father's black girls 
being very' ailing for soma months; and ihzt 
it was firmly believed by many that if the 
white lady's disorder had publicly fallen 
into her nrrtus, as the black girl's did, that 
it would have been of the same complex- 
ion." 

Whether Pat gave a true statement of 
the case, above related, or not, 1 am not 
prepared to say; but without doubt there 
are many cases in the parts where slaves 
are numercus, that answer to it, as face an- 
swers to face in a glass, it we may judge 
from thf; vast numbers of i/julattoes, which 
compose no small part of the slave popula- 
iion; nor can it be supposed that all . these 
mistures, have had black niothers. 

It has been said , that some of the Irish, 
at some early period, led their ofepnng in- 
to servitude; and that a iaw was enacted 
by the government to put a stop to a prac- 
tice sol-evoUing to humaa nature; but it is 
confidently believed by somCs that there 
are instances innumerable in republican 
ftj^,.. and christian professing America,* of pa- 
rents enslaving and selling their own 
children, and yet there is no law enacted 

prohibit the diabolicai deed!

negroes or psraons of colour, shall be liable 
to be seized and confined in jaiU antil said 
ves&el shall clear oni and depart from thie 
stCvCe. oSnd wi'ien the said vessel is readrj , 
to sail, the anptain of said vmshI shall be 
bound to carrt! away the said free ne^ro, 
or free persons of colour, and to pay the 
e^pences of his detention^ and in case of 
his neglect or refusal so to do, he slmll be 
liable to he indicted, and on conviction, 
thei'eof, shaU, be fined in a S7im not less than 
one thousand .dollavS: and imprisoned not 
less than tivo months^ . and such free ne" 
groes or pr-rsons of colour, shall be deemed 
and taken as absolute slaves, and sold in. 
conformity to. the provisions of the act pasj. 
sed on the 20th day of December, 1820i a- 
foreaaid." 

We are perfectly aware, that this act of 
Uie South Carolina legislature, has beea 
passed under the escitement of feeling and 
fear produced by the attempt at insurrecti- 
on among their slaves the last season. Hut' 
neith«'T those fears, nor any other stats of 
mind, can justify such an outrage as this 
measure is intended to sanction. Many 
free blacks are employed as seamen on 
board oui* merchant vesseila, coasters, 
and w© believe in the IJaited States navj» 
These men, having as much right to the un- 
■ajolested enjoyment of freedom, while they 
eoaiEiit no crim.e, m the governor of South 
Carolina, and whilst engaged in the lawful 
pursuits of their businssa, and, endeavorint** 
to acciuire the meansj of an honest livelihoadj, 
are liable to be, forcibly taken from the ves- 
sel to which Miev ibelong, and shut up ia 
priaon»,there to reBfAia f«r days, weeks, or 
JsoDtha, as the vesstsl va&j happen to ba de- 
tained; and then the maateri after having 
been thus forcibly and against his will, d-.t-^ 
priyed of their aervices, is bound under the

IVc have understood that the act ?o ri- 
goroiisly enforced, that an attempt has been 
even made to take some persos^s of colour 
from one af the armed vessels of the Unit- 
ed States; a step that was prevented oniy 
by the spirited conduct of the oQicer who 
commanded the ship. Whether this be, 
correct or ..ot, we do not knor.'; but the 
people iivho could be brought to pass such 
an act, doubtless mean to carry it into strict 
.execution. 

There is one provision in this section,that 
exceeds in enoririity. any thing that tve 
coutd have imaoiinfid of the like kind- We 
allude io ^hc provision, that if any free peo- 
ple of c;:iour siiaJi be imprisoned under the 
act, and left behind by the masters of the 
vpssels from which they were taken, shall 
hp. cnnsitlered, nhfiohde slaves, and sold as 
such. No legislative body can constituti- 
onally pass such m act as this. No legisla- 
tive body can order a free man to he sold 
for a slave who has committed to criminal 
oiieiice. 

We hope if any free black shall be im- 
prisoned by virtue of this law, that a« soon 
as he gets out, he will ifsimediately bring 
his action before the United States' court 
for. false imprisoninen.':, and have the ques- 
tion eventually tried by tiie Supreme court 
orthe Uniteci States. Any. such man will 
find friends and means in this part of the 
country to enable him to seek for justice 
for such a flagrant outrage against his pei'- 
sonal liberty and security.

Another source of disquiet among the 
slave.SvOne which perhaps justice and « quity 
prevents our remedying^, or which at lenst 
cannot be remedied'liut on the piea of ex- 
j.^ediency and t'le great law of nature, 
self- preservation, is the great number of 
free negroes and oiher coloured people who 
live among us. Some few of them are 
honest and respectable, but the greati^st 
liumber are otherwise.

Would it not be well for our legi'slature to 
prevent the increase of their number by 
obliging all slaves vyho hereafte:* .shall ac-^ 
quire their their freedom, by any means] 
v'hatsoever, io leave the stale? . 

Among the several means that suggest 
themselves to us, none seem so well calcu- 
lated answer the end in view, as those 



by which the White popt 
considerably augmented.— -ThiSj^ however, 
requires some exertions on our part and 
sc;«e money judiciously expended; for as 
the tide of emigration from Europe does 
not set this v/itv. it is necessary to give it a 
direction. As' for emigration from other 
states to this, v^'e conceive it not so desira- 
ble as that from Europe, because, by it, we 
would gain population at tHe espenc^e ^f 
our neighbours, and that by the other, not 
only the increase of the riopulatiou of tiiis 
state would be efFected, but that of the 
United States. Neither tvould emigratioa 
from other states favor the plan here to .be 
developed; besides, we have not for* the 
inhabitants of othei- states, except nieiihan- 
5CS, inducements to emigration equal to 
those offered by the pich soil ofthe v;estern 
country. .

Supposing the state of Sputh Carolina to 
coMtain sixteen millions of acres, (accura- 
cy is not here essentiai) it is thought that 
nearly one half of it is pine barrens, sand- 
hills aad other pine lands amountui^ there- 
fore to about ei^ht mvlUonSs out of which 
ouijht to be. jledu'cted about three millions 
for' the wat^r courses and our rich swarap 
lands bordering on them, dod a small quan- 
tity of pine land of a better quality, which 
is pesumed to be a full aUovvancc. There 
remains then an ex.t*>n* of five millions of 
acres of pine barrens and sand hills, which 
support at present bat It very scanty popu- 
lation of such inefiicient people, with some 
few exceptions, that it may not be consid- 
ered as adding in the least to the "^ealth 
t?r power of the s\'ate. The land itself is 
considered as of little or no value iu its pre- 
sent state- Is this vast tract of country 
really of no value? and is it not capable of 
useful 'productions, and of supporting a 
more numerous and beiier class ef peopie? 
This is what we are going to examine. _ 

In what precede- let it not be imagined 
that we intend to ca^t indiscriminately any 
censure on all the inhabitants of the saad- 
hills. We knfiw of some exceptions of ho- 
nest and industrious people, which serve to 
prove that their lands IV'ave some value, as 
some of them !5ve decently Jjnd raise nu- 
merous children; and, were they tanght 
the raising of productions better adapted to 
their soil, rai.^ht be in comparative affluence. 

[After treating at considciblc lengthy 
and dwelling with considerable emphasis 
on the propriety of adofjting the measures 
which he recommends to increase the white 
population^ &c. the author concludes 
thus;3 

Let us also view in the prospect, the 
great security we should enjoy as the nat- 
ural consequence of so great aa increase 
of our white pupuJatiou, and ths great fa- 
cility which this state of things would give 
«s to abolish slavery, if ever it Bhot?ld be 
thought advisable to do so. Such a state ot 
prosperity is so dazzling that it seems as 
if wft were basking in the sunshine of vis- 
ic'nary schemes, rather than coolly and so- 
berly deliberating on the means of attain- 
xBg a practical realitj.

THE UNITED STATES COLONY INAFRICi^. 

BaltitvIore, Aprjl 14. 

The handson\e, far.t sailing; brigOswEGO^ 
lefthis port yesterd;iy for Libff ria, tlie Ame- 
rican colony in Africa. On Saturday after- 
noon Dr. AvRKs, attended by the Rev. Mr. 
GuuLEY, Gt^.ncj'al Agent of the Ainericaa 
,Co!oni'/ation Societyj the Secretary of the 
Maryland Auxili;iry Society, Peteii Gai-t^ 
Esq. and several others, went on board the 
bri> to witness t!ie solemnity of tlie new co- 
lonists taking the oath of alle<^iance to their 
sdopfccd country. Altera religious servica 
of praise, prayer and exhortation by the 
Rev. Mr. Allen, a colored preacher froni 
Philadelphia, and the Rev. Mr. Gurley;— 
Dr. Ayhes addressed the emigrasjts and ex- 
hibited to their view the difficulties and 
dangers they would probably have to en- 
counter, and the deprivations they mi^ht 
sufier; assured them that they were at li- 
berty to v/ithdraw if they pleased, and if 
they had any inclination to remain in thia 
co\intry, they vvjuld then retire. He nxida 
many judicious observations on the neces- 
sity of harmony and good conduct in ever/ 
respect, and obedience to the authority set 
over them.— He spoke of the great exerti- 
ons made in their behalf, and the expecta- 
tions cs their -'riends here? of the success 
and prosperity of the colony resulting from, 
their good conduct. The oath of allegiance 
was then administered by Peter Galf, Esq. 
to about 25 men. It was an interesting 
and impressive scene. 

The passengers amount to sixty-three, of 
men, women and children (all in good 
health)— as respectable as any colored peo- 
ple in this country. Many of them arss 
well educated, and all of them very intel- 
ligent. Among them is a lute slave of Da- 
niel Murray, Esq. whose master not only 
gave him liberty, but furnished him wifli 
supples to aid him in the new settlement.—- 
There are good grounds to be confident that 
Mr. Murray's example v/ill be followed by 
many, as soon as the coiony becomes more 
settled, and in a more prosperous condition. 
Yesterday morning the brig lying out ia 
the stream, was visited by an immenae 
awmbsr of perso.as, and a large crowd was 
on the wharves to see her departure. She 
takes out an uncommonly inteisigerit mau 
of considerable talents and good judgment. 
He has travelled eight years through vari- 
ous parts of Asia — has been in mo.-' ^<\.ri^ 
of the countries of Europe and South Ame- 
rica, and now visits Africa to explore the 
river Meaui'ado, and ascertain its prosimi- 
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ij to the Niger, His name h Adee. Heudj 
;!ie is a native of Frederick county. 

We iinderatanc! that there is a trading 
society formed with the approbation of the 
Aa^prican Colonization Society, to open a 
trade with Liberia and the neighboring; 
coast, by whoni one or more vessels will be 
Ssept constaath emplojed. The firat ves- 
sel it is expected, will sail from this port in 
the next mcnths and will probably take pas 
gengers. 



WAR WITH THE COLONISm 
. FMOMCJIPE MOMTSBmBO,^ 

The Baltimore Morning Chronicle gives 
a statement, from which it appears that the 
American Colonists on the west coast of 
Africa enjoy good health, but are exposed 
tQ a vporj>e afSfciion than sickness: 
f The acting agent writes, under date of 
^November 30: ''Nearly all the tribes around 
Us are co^mbiaed in war against us. Their 
principle object is plunder. They .attack- 
ed uis on the morning of the 11th Novem- 
lier, at break of day," 800 in number, killed, 
and mortally woiijaded, ens maa, one boy, 
and one woman; wounded four others, and 
took captive seven children. All our for- 
ces have for a month stood upon their arms 
through the nighta" The enemy appeared 
in one compact body, and arove the whole 
company, after wounding one half, into the 
town. They were, however, in twenty mi- 
autes afterwards, compelled to retreat in a 
solid mass, the centre of which was raked 
bya longlS, loaded with grape.

^I'he attack was made in two opposite points 
at the same timej but, so determined was 
the defence, and so great was the terror 
^spread among the natives by Vae great ^uns, 
4hat the yell for a retreat was soon, sound- 
ed, and the whole l.'^OO ran away in great 
iwnsternatioii. 

The morning after the second battle., the 
cpnsmandant of the British armed scfif oner 
Prince Regent, then providentially in the 
?)j3ing, sent about 20 marines to the assist- 
f»,nceof the colonists, mih a supply of am- 
aiunition and provisions* Captain Lang, 
the late celebrated African traveller, than 
*!ivhom no man on the continsnt is better 
acquainted with the native character, the 
iiext day entered into a aegocistioa "vi'ith 
the head men for a peace. They uaani- 
•mouslj consented to a tf a cfiismd to mhrnii 



all diiferonces to governor M'Carthy, under 
whose mediation a treaty of peace is to be 
entered into. The British marines-are left 
to keep up the truce— and, by this happy 
arrangement, the trade with the natives fat 
poultry, &c. has been renewed.

It is foreign toourpurpose to enter into aa 
elaborate discussion of the momentous to- 
pic.

snd in violation of public faith, because the 
American people, in the exercise of their 
sovereign capacity, thirty-five years ago 
last July, published a solemn declaratioa 
to the world that there should be neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude, except 
for thepunisraent cf crimes, iiV the North 
Western territory, of which Illinois formed 
a part. More emphatic language for its. 
utter proli'.ultion could not have bean used. 
This declaration assumed the form of b 
compact with the inhabitants of the then 
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thereafter come here to reside, and was on- 
ly to be abolished by the mutual consent of 
both parties. Has congress ever done any 
thing to abolish it on their part? So far 
from ir, in their aci of April, I8I85 we are 
permitted to make a constitution of state 
government, in .conformity v/ith the ordi- 
nance oflTSZ, and that constitution in its 
preamble, recognizes the validity of that 
ordinance. But now, forsooth, because we 
are admitted in the union or\ an equal foot- 
ing with the other states, we can violate the 
faith we have once so solemnly pledged to 
the American people. Nations can make 
treaties one day, an J violato them the nexta 
buc they have not the right to do so; nor 
can it be done without incurring the charga 
of national perfidy. It is not our design to 
pursue this argument into all ita beariuga 
and detail; nor are we prepared to speak 
wuh certain confidence, as to the obiigati- 
ocs of the ordinance of '8f , upon the peo- 
ple of Illinois, since their admission into the^ 
union; but with our present jmpressionSj, 
we are constrained to say, that slavery can- 
not be ie ^dUy admitted among us, without 
the consent of the national governaieiU:—

human race, or entail his own miserable 
condition on the endless generations pro- 
ceeding from him." It would be pre-emi- 
aently unjust tbr the people of Illinois, be- 
cause they have not the plea of necessity to 
jUsStity thera, ^F^ have them not, and know 
how to do without them, is there a corner 
of the christian world, wh^ra it is a.tten*'^^- 
vd to justify slavery as aaauBtract right? 

What a strange spectacle wouki be pre- 
sented to the civilized world, to see the

To 
be terious, 1 have seldom seen as miserable 
a farrago of sophistry and senseless rant 
exhibited to the view of an enlighted pub- 
lic, as this pigmy gladiator in the arena of 
American despotism lias presented us 
with. He takes it in high dudgeon that I 
expressed a doubt as to his being the author 
of the editorial remarks levelled at me in 
his paper before, and he u jw sigas his name 
in due form.

negro phalanx; or, as friend Lundy calls 
ih>im, Hhe infant Herculeses, ivho are to 
overcome the lion of American desjjotism." 

"Extravagant f!iisehoods"-~"Most amia- 
ble and magnaniinoua of the human spe- 
ci<-H" — .«'Free negro phalanx!" — ^Pretty 
^vell for a beginning. 

He. nest gives m a specimen of his inge- 
nuity at sh Piffling, and under a veil of g»\uze, 
presents us with soffietliing in the shape of 
aijuirk. First, he makes me to say, hun- 
dreds have informed R»e that my work has 
not, in their opinion, a tendency to produce 
the evils which he predicted it would;—('I 
never before entertaitied an idea' that ah 
hundred persons yiewed him in the light ol" 
a prophet!) And, secondly, he says i have 
"acknowledged that the friends of esnanci- 
pation have 'ittempi'ad revolution, in places 
where cru Ity is practised on the slaveSc"; — 
A more v/ilfully false assertion than this, 
never escaped the lips of urortal maii; 
and none but a wretch who is dijstr8'ife-*j£; 
character, and completely void of sbafne, 
could havft made it. A very idiot could not 
have drawn so lalse a conclusion from the 
premissa lie knews that in r ,y rftinarks 
on that point I almded totiie slaved oulv. 

Passing on a little further, we come to a 
paragraph which I copy entire, as rollows:— 

"The friend acserts, that the advocates 
oFslavery are afraid to atteinpt a justifica- 
■tion of their system in the fields of scrip- 
ture. I win grant him s'very thing he de- 
mands on that ground, for I am satisfied he 
can argue till doomsday, should he live so 
long, quote texts of scripture, and mould 
them for any cause. I am not so ingenious 
m hoiy writ; and believing with Shaks.- 
■peare, that "the devil can quote scripture 
for his purpose," Iain not inclined to enter 
ihe lists against such formidable odds. Be- 
aides, Mr. Lundy is wrong in insinuating 
that I am an advocate for slavery; but I 
must excuse him, for it is a cant term a- 
mon^ the abettors of rebellion, which they 
very liberally bestov/ on ail who think dif- 
ferent from themselves in the most trivial 
point. i am as warm a triend to emanci- 
pation as he is, but I difler from him in the 
siode of obtaining that end." 

There is some truth in the observation 
ih'di "the devil can quote scripture to suit 
feis purpose." I have, in several instances, 
seen it attempted by the advocates oFsla- 
very, and I wanted no clearer proof 
that "Bata^ sometiJQeo . U'aasforma him- 



self intoan angel of light." But I canat.t t- '?i 
dit the assertion in the sequel of the para- 
graph, tie h friend to emaiicijmtion .'--^^mt 
ot the ?2eg3'oes, I presume— We shal! gee 
tlie "cloven foot" bye and bye. 

This sage commentator next goes on. to 
say, that they {the negroes) will never be fit 
to enjoy their iibertj^ (mark it) until they 
"be free and equal m all things; they must 
be eligible to ail offices, civile military and 
religious; they must l^e considered worthy 
of our daughters an,d our sisters; they must 
fee v/orthy to ^e our v/ivcs, and ths partners 
of our fortunes." 

Who can believe a word of this? There 
would be no necessity for goitig to such ex- 
tremes in familiarity. Pray would \7e not 
have the privilege of choosing, if the ne- 
groes were free, tiie same aa we have now 
among ^fersons of our own color? But the 
distinction would create jealousy i suppose, 
'and this mupt be the grand reason why 
the people of the slave states are so ready 
to cross the breeds I Can the gentlesiian tell 
us vi^hy we have so many nmlattoes in the 
country? There certainly must be some who 
are not averse to associating vdth the blacks 
as bosom companions, occasionally; and 
would it be worse to do it in a lawful, thaia 



had best not touch that cord too often. 

Speaking of the situation of tvhife slaves 
in Algiers, he insists that "the case is by no 
means analagous. White slaves in Algiem 
have social qualifications, which would ren- 
der them valuable and useful to society, if 
they vvere at liberty." 

'ihis is no doubt in part true; they are- 
treated so much better, even by the Turks, 
than our slaves are treated by us, that we 
ought to hide our beads from the scoffg oa 
the ivorldj— but it seems that our hearts are 
callous; like Pharoah's tbey arc hardened, 
and v/e glory in our shame! 

The gentleman asserts that I have be- 
trayed unpaVdonable ignorance ia stating 
that we have derived our knowledge of the 
arts and sciences fron the blacks. He ad-

ry hailed with the most joyous demonstra- 
tions, within the borders of our country, a 
millioij and a half of hutnan beinfi;s remain 
in bondage. And though the further en- 
slaving of the hunuD race is forbidden by 
Jaw, to our shan>e be it spoken, that before 
thft eyes of a christian professing communi- 
ty, tl\e rights of free people of color have 
been trampled upon with the most un- 
blushing efeontery, by those whose source 
of wealth is a traffic in the sinews of men.-— 
O tell it niit in Britain, publish it not to the 
leL'itimates of Europe, that in the United 
States of America, so often denominated 
the "asylum for the oppressed of all nati- 
ons," that those whose ebon skins proclaim 
Mmm of the sun-burnt|race, are hunted down 
like the wild game of their forests, and ta- 
ken captive into servitude, lest the crowned 
heade rejoice.aGd republicanism should suf- 
fer. ' 

To' counteract the efforts of kidnappers, 
is the great object of the "Humane Protec- 
tisg Society." As evidence ot the proprie- 
ty of such a procedure, vi'c may hold up to 
view the examples of the philanthropic in 
all ages of the world. To heal the wounds 
of the affiicted, administer the balm of con- 
sol!»tion to wo-worn mortals, and "bind up 
Nature's broken law," are daties enjoined 
on all, and in performing tliem we but obey 
the dictates of reason and humanity. 

Liberty is dear to every one, no matter 
what his complexion or hue. It is for lib- 
erty that our countrymen have braved the 
sJangerg of the field against fearful odds, in 
sanguinary warfare. And for liberty our 
relatives, our friends, and countryinen have 
sacrificed ease, affluence, ahd even life it- 
fielf. yes, 

«'Tis liberty alone that gives the flow'r 
Of fieeting life its lustre and perfume." 

To a person who has once tasted its 
gsweets, which he- imagines secured to hiru 
by the laws of ths country itx which be 
lives, the loss of it is doubly painful. To 
be dragged from freedoni to servitude, with-' 
out the faintest giesm of hope of ever being 
released till by the friendly hand of death, 
is too much for human nature to support. 
The soul sickens at the thought, and sinks 
sa dire despair. And if ought of virtue or 
feeling ib in the soui of an American, let it 
fiews coase fqribi a^d advcrcate the caos« of 



the oppressed, liefc not the sacred princi-. 
pies of freedom be ntiflod by unbounded 
ambition and unlawful power. 

By what means does the kidnapper at- 
tempt to justify his conduct? By an ap- 
peal to our prejudices. Because the sk\u of 
the African is black, he is claimed as law- 
ful prey, the Jaws of the land to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. But, if prejudice and 
complexion are to be ihe criterions by 
which to judge a human being out of thet 
orbit of our protection or friendship, and if 
we thus permit him to be enslaved, we our- 
selves mpy yef become slaves j>n the same 
principle. The trade now embraces those 
fi om jetty black to the faiotest traces of A- 
frican ?or5gin; and a few more strides of 
o()inion and power may bring the fairest 
European to the same fate. 

It behoves every well wisher of repub- 
licanism, every friend to the United States, 
to guard, with a watchful and suspicious 
eye, against the slightest infringement oa 
the liberties of any portion of our citizens. 
Upon this depends the prosperity of a free, 
government. And if injustice and barbar- 
ity are permitted to supplant every princi- 
ple of "good will towards men," while w& 
look on with heedless indiiference, the na- 
tion must inevitably fail. The cries of the 
injured will call down the ire of Omaipo- 
tence, and the pillars of the republic will 
crumble, and yield to the mighty pressure* 
Are there Americans here? Are there Re* 
publicans and Philanthropists here? Are 
there Christia^is here? Let them solemnly 
ftnd seriously "think of these things."

was a raercifu! ()i>?peDsati'j»i for them to 
isava au opportunity of getting amongst a 
people who were f irbiddei) by tiieir laws to 
ii2P.ii! or nnnrg^a tiira7ii?ei\ beca^sge thet had 
themselves bi?en str;\ngers la agy.pl' 

It is true, t-sat the 44th verse proves that 
the Jews, as a nation, had a grant, or per- 
mit, to buy meo and maid t^ervants from 
the heathen around them; but that is no 
proof, that we, as a nation, should usurp the 
pr&fQn;atiye of a people, with whom we claim 
jQO aQlaity. or blood connexion; and hence, 
I would call upon the slave party to pro- 
duce their charter from heaven to buy men 
and women, no matter from whom, to make 
-slaves of theii{;=~~or if they please, prove 
their descent tvom the Jews; and then,they 
vnW have a veiy slender hereditary claim

men, thata great deal more has been done 
of late, and is no vV doing towards the eman- 
cipation of slaves in this section of coun- 
try, than has ever been accomplished at 
any former period. So much for the ac- 
tivity and energy of the memberg of our 
benevolent societies. The fell spirit of 
petty despotism must shrink before the ma- 
jesty of of eternal justice. Pride, hypocri- 
sy, error and deli'sion cannot withstand 
the potent arm of truth. Liberty is a pri- 
vilege of celestial origipj. and nothing can 
prevent its having a proper influence on , the 
minds and actions of men, if its advocates 
use their endeavoiirs to spread a knowledge 
of its principles. , 

A few months since, a man of the name 
of Vanv^cten died in this place, who was 
possessed of a negro woman and several 
children, as well as grand children. He 
had jilso some lanii'S and other property. 



that was considered valuable. He was 
vei-y infirm for several years before his 
death, and his children left him in the care 

hiif: litilft at.Jpin- 

tion to him themselves. Some length of 
time before !iis death tJie old man bequeath- 
ed the incstimablejewel of freedom to his, 
negro woman, and all her chil<jiren, and' 
grand children, and also the whole of his 
estate, with the exception of a small por- 
tion sufficient to debar his other heirs from, 
the means of breaking his will. In ' this 
casu strict justice was meted out to all 
the parties, and doubtless. tlie old man left , 
tiie world in peace. 

Within a lev/ weeks a certain Jesse Da- 
vies Esq* of this county, also died, after 
having willed his slaves to the number of 
nine, free at a certain age, appointing very- 
judicious men to prepare and quality them 
for freedom, and to execute his will accord- 
inirtf} his desire^' 

Another aged gentleman in this countyp 
who holds a considerable numbei" oi slaves, 
has expressed his intention of liberating 
them, before he dies, saying that he cannot 
die happif unless he does so. It is sincere- 
ly to be hopedi that he may not put it off 
too long, SIS life is very uncertain, and m 
case he should neglect to attend to this im- 
portant matter until sickness overtakes 
him. he may not have it in his power to 
meike his will so that it ^vill be viewed as 
valid, in the eye of the law. In this case-, 
perhaps, the uuccrtaiaty would be a source 
of anxiety and trouble, and it is doubttui 
whether, in such a situation he could "die 
happy.'' • 

The circumstances here alluded to, tend 
to shew the increasing disposition in this 
part of the country to alleviate the woes of 
human bondage, and to render justice to 
those who are still groanmg under the 
weiglit of its cruel chains. It will be grat- 
ify! ug to the friends of universal liberty at 
a distance, and indeed in every quarter, to 
learn that we not only maintain our ground, 
but that our prospects are growing bright- 
er and brighter; and that we are ^aily in- 
creasing in strengtli. There is a redeem- 
ing spirit in the people of this country;—- 
when they fairly view the evils which fol- 
low in rj<!.'. (sraia of siaveryj v/hcn they con- 
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sider that the iiberties of their own psatei'i- 
ty are in danger; when they see that it is 
at variaifce wsth every principle and rule 
of right, and totally in econciiabie with the; 
attributes of Deity, a»d the whole tenor of ; 
the Christian religion; they must, they will, 
rise in the majesty of their streagth and 
expel the furious snonster From the soil 
that has been declared sacred to liberty.

so sealously are the\gcnerailij of white 
people in America opposed to this, in the 
ilatf time, one would imagine that the moral 
corroding-tnantle night could never af- 
fect the spotless and unsullied character 
assumed by them. Were it not for the 
thousands, and tens r»f thoasasds of living 
monuments of the hypocricy and inconti- 
nency of thepreEent generation, we might 
give our countrymen great credit for their 
virtuous professions, and thdiV pious pro- 
testations against the araaigamatioh- of dif- 
ferent casts, and the "mixing'' of American 
and African blood.~-But "facts speak loml- 
er than words;" they are, indeed, extreme- 
ly vociferous, and no sophistry, however 
weUitmay be woven, caa possibly gaia- 
say them. 

A certain sa^e expounder cfthe mongrel 
law, in Missour, whose stomach, if we 
mayjudge from his lahguage, would heave 
at the verge^ sight of a female negro, lately

U v/as thei'efore ad- 
mitted that he wonid have been entitled t& 
t!ie appellation of a prophet, had he not pro- 
phesied fffier the event. He, indeed, <«bare 
reeord;-~and he knew that his record was 
true!" 

As one of those soui tormentors, and pestf? 
of the human race, a United States' slave 
trader, was on his way to the territory of 
Negrwland, in lower Louisiana, (a consider- 
able distance below St. Genevieve) he stop- 
ped on the way, t<> replenish hiD republican 
po cket, by the saic of a fellow-creature or 
tw0,-~.He had taken a fev/ young women 
along, who were nearly as virhite as himself, 
and, perhaps, far superior in every other 
respect. He had scarcely made fast his 
demoomtic bastile to the equally consistent 

democratic snore, >Tt,cil a raxor farp.d mea- 

gfe looking, little Louisiana Creole skipped 
on board, accosting him— with, "Vat vill 
youiake for dat line yeJiow gal?— Me vant 
her for me vife."—The dealer iii souls and 
bodies soon disposed of a hurnaa being, and 
received his wages of iniquity. On his re- 
turn, homeward, he stopped again at the 
same place, and was "very poUtehf invit- 
ed, bj the Lad f of fM house, (vvliQ had so, 
recently been treated by him as an article 
of traf&c) into the parlour, and "treated" 
with a glass of wine !— A friend of mine, 
after a visit to that part of the country, was 
heard to sny that the introduction of the 
negro race into Louisiana, was evidently 
the means of "improving the breed," as 
well as increasing the amount, of popula- 
tion! If thia be tlie case, ami if the senti- 
ments of those icisij/^ene/ijjncK, to.tt'hom I 
have alluded in the beginning of this arti- 
cle, do not become too prevalent, who knows 
butthe American Republican "Slave trade'* 
to that StatCj may yet prov a real be- 
nefit! !

I have understood that the legislature 
of that state has passed a' law prohibiting 
the importation of slaves from any QU8rf:er, 
This is very Ivell; but we know thjVt v^hiia 
slavery is tolerated in any section of cown - 
try, avarice vviJi induce many to g.i1niu}i;5iite 
them in, contrary to law, which will con- 
sequently be found to be poorly calculated 
0 check the increase of this kind of popu- 
lation. Unhappily for that State, the very 
seeds of desolation are sown in its cottsti- 
tution. Such and such of it3 public char- 
acters must possess slavesj this made sla- 
ViM'v popular; and as the mintl of man is 
ever looking up to nreferment,ah emulation 
was created among the citizens for the 
purpose ot increasing their number of 
slaveSi^nnti! the fleinori of oppression has 
cymplettfffy spread his mantle over that 
otherwise brave and patriotic people. 

In answer to the grand question proposed 
by the !:?niit hern gentlemen^ "Whdt shall 
we do v/ith our slaver.?" I would say l|^ 
justice bedone to them, cohftistently witl^ 
good paJicy. In the iirst place, let their 
condition be improved; let them be treated 
well, and this will quiet their mihd^, arid 
they will serve their masters with fidelity. 
It is evident that the policy is not good 
jwhich places: them in a sftuatiou where 
they will not bear to be well «sed. Sec- 
ondly, let a door be opened for a gradual 
e'raaiioipation; that iito say, let a law be 
passed, declaring thjjt sll born after the 
passage ti)ereof shall be tree at a certain 
age; and those bavin* the care of them be 
enjojjied to give thci?i sufficient learning 
to prepare them for freedom, and to make 
them capable of self governroeat. I da 
not consider that It would be sound l^iliiiy 
to encourage an immediate cini.nclpa*ion» 
as many of the blacks would, in tljeir de- 
graded state, be: incapable of st'OpwtjMg 
themselves, for a , time, % t.heir;r,HYn t?i«fU8- 
try. But by first cjualifyioo: them for a 
state of freedom, all reasonat)l(j objections 
to their iiberatiori would be obi^iatetl. Mveii 
if their present masters could not be indu- 
ced to yield pbetlience to the diciales of 
justice, so as tp iie: willing to free theiii m 
their lifetime, a new generation iWould isocn 
crise, devoid ofawany of tlji^ prejudicesi pre- 
vailing at this day, and the work thws gl;ad- 
ually eftectcdjAVQuld produce no derange- 
ment in public' or pt;jviiite afiaiirs.

There was this to 
be said with respect to slavery in the East, 
nan^ely, that there it had, from time imtne- 
moriai, built for itself a n?;^?— there it had 
fenced itself round with jnounds and ram- 
parts, and "had ?ilmost be^r':ne a part of in- 
div^idual existence; but a.3 attack had com- 
menced on that strong hold of evil; its out- 
erworks had bee'VJeiUolisbed; its territo- 
ries invaded; and the cause of truth and 
liberty was advancing. Some circuftistan- 
ces had transpired with reapect to one of 
the colonies, Jamaica, which Haadc it «iQwbt- 
fu! wiu'.tiier an illicit introduction of aiaves 
had not been carried on to a certtiir. extoiu; 
but still he had reason to think that it was 
by no means general.

human society, render them more useful to 
the islaniH, and make their individual situ- 
ations more consistent with the rank to 
which, as human beings, ihey were entitled. 
It was iioped tl»at theconseionsness of not 
bfting ;u)!<3 to procure a ready supmy by 
importation, wouid be an urgent reason for 
bettering the condition of those which re- 
mained " '.le hoped those intcrestei might 
meet with <!«e constderatio?!, bat he- also 
hoped thnt should not be called upon to 
pay any British debts out of African pock- 
ets. 

All he asked was a fair and matare con- 
sideration of the subject— that the claim of 
700,000 men to be treated as hnman beings, 
might not be overlooked: that it might be 
remembered they were men capable of 
great mantal improvement and being bro't 
to a high degree of civilixtion.

The reader is requested 
to turn to page 174, and examine that arti- 
cle, if he has not already given it an atten- 
tive perusaK it .=is5j' bg safely said that, 
in this instance, the most correct and im- 
portant step has been taken that ever tvas 
attempted, relative to that subject, bj the 
English government. It is, ipso facto, 
striking directly at the root of the great 
evil, whereas the measures hitherto adopt- 
ed by them, having in view the abolition of 
the slav& trade, was merely, in effect, but 
lopping the branches, which their experi- 
ence has proven to . be an endless and in- 
terminable work, it is a strange thing in- 
deed, that British and ,Bmerican Statiesmen 
have not long since discovered that a force 
destined to execute the laws in any coun- 
try, should be stationed in that country.-^ 
Had they respectively passed laws for the 
gradual abolition of slavery in their. own 
dominions, instead of sending their crui- 
Kcrs to the coast of Africa, the horrid sys- 
tem of man stealing & man dealing would at 
this time perhaps have been nearly annihi- 
lated; Vvhei"ftas it appears to be now in al- 
most, if not quite^ as flourishing a state as 
tiver. But there has, doubtless, been more 
0! policy manifested in the measures a- 
dcpted by both cations, than some are a- 
ware of. I am ^villin^ to^ive them a" the 
credit for their good intentions that they 
really deservej but on a careful review of 
the course pursued, it is impossible to dis- 
guise the fact that philanthropy made a 
sjaall part of the estimates of §g.^e of their 



cabinet members. Great-Britain has a large 
Navy to support; and in time of pe.lce in 
Kurope and America, it is very convenient 
Ui employ their vessels in Bcou'^ing the- 
toasts ot Afrxa.. They may be immediate- 
ly withdrawn (as has been the case) on the 
breaking out of war in any other quarter, 
and returned again at a convenient time. 
Thus the purposes of their ambition are 
completply substrviid ; that tremendous 
engine of national power and doir.ination is 
kept ill motion; and the vast supremacy 
that* they have assumed is supported, 
which could not be done it their ships, of 
ivar were sulFered to decay for want of use. 
They v/ished to hold out the spScious show 
of benevolence, that their measures might 
be generally approvedj and this was a fa- 
tal snare, into which many were drawn, 
who had espoused the cause of the de- 
ficendaats 'of Africa, Although cupidity 
was seen to counteract their eSbrts to me- 
liorate the condition of -the negroes 3a 
bondage; and notwithstanding every year's 
experience has sufficiently proven the in- 
efficacy of their measures, they persisted 
with an apparent zeal worthy of the best of 
causes; and the syren song of hope lulled 
the spirit of refonuation to repose. The 
same disposition, or some thing very simi- 
lar to it, nas had its share of influence in 
our own country, to a certain degree. The 
advocates of slavery find it very conveni- 
ent to declaim against the stave trade, 
thinking thereby to inculcate the belief 
that they are actuated by the purest mo- 
tives of justice, and benevolence. Know- 
ing the system of slavery to be completely 
at variance with the principles, of republi- 
canism, but determined still to profit 
by it if possible, they found it necessary 
to hold up something to shield them frota 
the iadignatioQ and scorn of the world.

in pushinsr *!\eir haughty designs into ope- 
ration.-- -Witness the butcheries, the robbe- 
ries,, and oppressions of kings, and of 
priests; and also, the barbarity, and cruel 
ravages committed in the slave *rade, both 
foreign and domestic. As it is a self-evi- 
dent foct that ail men were created equal, 
it will incontestably follow, that no one 
man, was ever designed by the author of 
our being, to have dominion over another, 
and lience I conclude, that all monarchies 
are subversive of the laws of nature; much 
less can any part of the children of Adam 
be oppressefS in nny v^av, or degree,, by ano- 
ther part, without douig violence to the de- 
crees of Heaven. 

The histories of the nations of antiquity, 
iurnish tragical evi<Ience, that their iyran- 
nieti and oppressions, with other concomi- 
tant crimes, have been rebuked by the visi- 
tations of iiivine displeasure; !i';)r may 
those of modern times that imitaie them, 
either in whole, or in part, expect to ea- 
caj)e the heavy ciiastiseiuents of injured 
justice, and long insulted oinnijjotence:

"Sharae burni 
the cheek to cinder,'' — Hp sooner was she 
established in her independence, than she 
ijrned round, and instead- of breakino; the 
yoke from off the necks of her African 
brethren, v^hom hor oppressors, in conjunc- 
tion with herstlf, had brought into bondsge, 
she is still retaining them, amounting iu 
numbers, to nearly two inilUons of souls, 
in hopeless slavery, and degrading personal 
vassalage, a thousand times worse than that 
v/iiich she had so recently been delivered 
from!

OBSERVATIOl^S FOR SLAVEHOLDERS, IVIPH 
REGARD TO TH^ POLICY OF HOLDING 
SLAVES, AS RESPECTS THEIR Ol'/N Ilf- 
TERES'T, 

I believe it to be the general belief of the 
advocates of slavery, that great advantage 
is to be gained, as it respects their own' in- 
'ierest^ by, having slaves to till and culti- 
vate their lands, instead of having it done 
by freemei. .rich paying them the customa- 
ry hire for their labour; thinking thereby 
to have this labour carried on with less 
expenccj and with lesa trouble, aiid seem- 



If he labours but little, he is supported, and 
if he labors hard, he receives no advantage 
from his industry;--- he knovys his bonds are 
unjust, and therefore serVes his master 
with indiSerence, and in a manner by com- 
pulsion. How different is it with the map 
of freedom;— though he may be black, he 
enjoys the fruit of his labor, and labors with 
animation, spurred by ambition, incited 
by the hope of one day enjoying the iruits 
of his industry, either by himself; as an in- 
dependent being, or, with wile, children, 
and bomc,-~blessed v;ith competency, and 
all that can render life happy' and desira- 
ble. With such incitement.^) to emub^tion^ 
how can it be otherwise expccte(5, than 
than that the freeman should QKcd the 
slave in industry and «nterprise, who, xvith- 
out one single ray of hope, is doomed to 
perpetual bondage. We generally per- 
ceive 'by actual observations in our travels 
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through the countryj a striking difference 
factweeia chosu sarms tended tuui cuitivatad 
wuolij by freemenj and those attendad 
wholly by slaves. In one we perceive that 
attentioHj regularity and order, aot often 
to be seen in the other, Wft ace well cul- 
tivated fields, with iine crops oi cluvcr, 
rye, wheat, Indian corn, lk.c. &c. generally j; 
Vi^ell tilled and cultivated,— together with 
good fences, large barns, and every other 
nt-,pssary in iis place, the mark of industry 
and sndependRnce:~-while on the other 
hand we often perceive neglected, half un- 
cultivated fields.with indiilerent crops, and 
these but poorly attended, — fences dwh 
or in bad order, with barns and other out 
houoes in poor conditioh, all bespeaking 
improper management and want of atten- 
tion. Being too much leJt to slaves who 
are careless and inditlerent, the farm and 
all attending it soon gets into the situation 
in which it is seen, which but too plainly 
indicates to every retiectins; mindj that 



there are some esceptions to these, re- 
riiarks, but iiow fcv/ are tlieay exceptioan 
in conspariGon wHh the ninnerous instai>ce3 
to the contrary vvherfc {slavery exists,. But 
allov;'ii;?; thera to be generally coi'recij aa 
uiust be consci",:.us to the minds of snany,"-™ 
is it ii,ot surprising; that mtu! should be 
ihus brmd and indiilerent to his vavp. gen- 
eral interest, and to the interest of his 
coxnnKm country. Why will a farmer thus 
;rate his riches by the number ot slaves he 
^possesses, or entertain the i'iea that it is 
ifor his advasitagc to have them, seeing they 
;are but imaginary riches, and are but im- 
poverishing him day by day, and thus ren- 
dering our otherwjsj; h^ppy country poor- 
er and poorerj—'for, is it not but too evi- 
dent that these slaves snany of them con- 
sume far snore than they raise, and are the 
:cause of those farms prod uciiig far less 
than they would otherwise produce, were 
ithese meu in ii, state of ireedcm;— -for were 
all tisose "free who are now in botulage 



order do not generally prevail, but too of- 
ten give way to slothiulness and iadilTer- 
ence, both being highly injurious to the far- 
mer Av.d to the community at large. On 
the other hand, «.vhsrs hbgrly a?s4 iudustry 
dwell, the farmer enjoys all their concomi- 
tarit blessings, and though he has his labor 
for his hii:e,he growg rich and independent, 
while the siavebolder counts upon his rich- 
es by the number of slaves he possesses, 
whjO are ©ften rendering hiro poorer and 
poorer by their inactivity and indifference 
t<t labour. 

Vv'e observe in many parts of the Union 
v7ho!e farms cultivated aliogethev by free 
bjEcks, who, being tree, labor with energy 
and ^?igour, and do perhaps double tne 
■work that the same number of negroes 
'would do m a state of slavery; and though 
these free men are hired for the purpose, 
yet they require but little more than a suf- 
ficiency fn'S- support for themselves and 
families;— thereby incurring but little 
T/iore expense to 'the farmer than thougli 
these xiegroes were his slaves, while at the 
same time the advantage he often derivea 
from the superior improvement of hia farm, 
and the superiority of his crops over what 
the slaveholfder acquires with perhaps dou 
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d gaad (inearly doyble the labor would be doae, and 
in consequence nearly double the produce 
would be thrown into the market; or on the 
contrary about half the number of black& 
in a state of freedom, would do all the 
labor that is now done by the present num- 
ber of those in slavery, and the cotiae- 
quence would be, there would remain but 
half the number to feed that nov/ have to 
be supported, which would have striking; 
effects in the article o{ produce, as well a& 
in the wealth of these American States. 

These are reflections well worthy the 
consideration of the different members of 
community, arid of the well wishers of cur 
country; lor it is but too evident that these 
United States are daily impoverished by 
the vast nutrber of slaves within their bor- 
ders. !f any reflecting being doubt the 
truth of these assertions, let them cast an 
eye to Virginia, the oldest settled state m 
the Union, and tell us why the newer states 
of New York and Pennsylvania have so 
far outstripped her in wealth and popula- 
tion—and judge for themselves if slavery 
has not been the cause;—- let them further 
consider the conduct of John Eandolpha 
and of Judge Washington, and reflect upon 
tlie assertion made by the latter himself.

could be hired to untlergo every species 
of labour that is necessary to be done;-— 
and were these sentiments of liberation ge- 
neral, blacks could be procured for labor 
with the greatest ease, and vvith the sihull- 
est expense, as animation and freedom's 
blessingswooid tiren vvarm the heart, and 
Jieariy half the number that we now em- 
ploy would then suffice; thus producing 
a large overplus of labor, and thus ena- 
bling as to increase our farms, increase tae 
quantity of our produce, and in conse- 
f|uence increase our wealth- and ouf- riches;

cf self approbation would glow in every 
breast, rendering oyr country the seat of 
happiness indeed, and our land the land of 
liberty and "of independence, blessed witu 
the approving stniles of Heaven.

1 nave not seen her since. She was kid-^ 
napped, I suppose, while after the cattle^ 
by some unknown ruiiian. She was seen 
on Sunday last the llih inst. in the neigh- 
borhood of the notorious Jos. .Johnson, by 
some women. 

She had got away from a fellow by the 
name ol Elliott Willing, who had been .sta-' . 
ti<tned to guard her at a harUir in the 
■rtoods, wnile he was- drunk and asleep, as 
she ataled, siie gut up to the house of a 
Mrs. Wilson, not far from North West 
Fork Bridge, Dorchester county, Mary- 
land? where she f<jund no one except a cou- 
ple ot !adiei>*!it home, She tclated to them 
ihe circumstance of her being kidnapped, 
and requested them to afford her protec- 
tion, but the ruiiian who had her in charge 
in the woods, and from whom she got 
away, soon came in pursuit of her and 
claiaied her as his ov/n runaway slave; . the 
ladies were soon intimidated and gave her 
up wstnout any rcnisiancc its Vv^iSisn^s .jIg 
carried her off, and I have not seen or heard 
any thing of her since, except that she was 
at the house of Mrs. Wilson on Sunday 
last. She told them that she had been 
Kidnapped, and reSated the.circuiustaoce 
correcily. 

Considerable search has been made for 
her, but she cannot be found, and it is now 
supposed she has been carried off in a vesr 
sei fiomi the Nanticoke river to Norfolk or 
Petersburg in Virginia, and from thence to 
some southern Market; her name is Nancy; 
she 13 about thirteen years of age and about 
four teeV high, spare built, tolerably black 
in iier complexion, though not of lut- deep- 
est cast, if any discovery should be made 
of IWr by the fnends of humanity, they will 
please write to»'me and direct their Tetters 
to Laurel, Sussex couiity, Delaware, and I 
will do what I can to feleasa her atTd get 
her back again.
